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THE 


PREFACE. 


LL men of reading very well know what. 


different accounts are to be met with, in the 

ſeveral different writers of the ſame period 
of hiſtory of any nation, or province, or particular 
perſon : and how greatly they vary from each other, 
not only in their ſtyle, but in the conduct? and man- 
ner of their narrations. Some of them give us a long 
circumſtantial detail of a tranſaction, which others 


altogether omit, or but ſlightly mention. Some relate 
an entire ſpeech (as they pretend) in the very words 


„/ the ſpeaker , when others take notice only of parts 


of it, or perhaps extract the ſenſe, without any re- 


gard to the phraſe or expreſſun : and all of them 
take the liberty, ſometimes to introduce @ fact before, 
and ſometimes to recollect it after the proper time, as 
circumſtances ſugge/l ; provided it does not break the 
chain o, the principal ſtory, Theſe variations are 
with ſeveral reaſons eaſily reconciled by the learned 
fo that when they are not loaded with flat contradic- 
tions, or glaring 4g + eee and the veracity of 
the hiſtorians is in the general unimpeached; their 
authority is occaſionally appealed to, without any cb- 
jection upon this account. 


1f we apply theſe rules of criticiſm to the EVvan- 


geliſis, (and ſurely we cannot in juſtice refuſe the 
fame candid allowance ts them, which we grant to 
others) we ſhall find, that when properly connected

together, they will unite in a complete Hiſtory, formed 
upon a noble plan, and digeſted in a regular. order. 

The ſeveral publiſhers of the Harminy of the” 
Goſpels have indeed, all of them, beih antient and 
modern, diſagreed with each other in ſome points; 
and probably all future writers upon the ſane ſub- 
ject will do fo too as all critics and commentators 
upon the claſſicks have likewiſe ever denc. So that 
ſome of theſe harmoniſts mufl certainly be mij!aken in 
their order : and perhaps all of them are. But as 
their differences are only about particulars of no great 
moment, and relate chiefly io the placing of a paſſage 
here or there, they do not in the leaſl weaken the ge— 
neral chain of the eſſential /tory, Mith this cautitn 
their works have been read with much pleaſure and 
improvement by many fenfible and well-difpoſed Chr 1½ 
titans: who freely exert their own judgment to ap- 
prove or difhke any of their ſchemes ; for though they 
are fully convinced of the truth of the Goſpel in ge- 
neral, yet they are not obliged to afſent to their diſ- 
peſitian of the parts, 

But how great ſacuer the uſe of theſe Harmanies 
may be, it is not ſo extenſive as one could wiſh : be- 
cauſe the volumes are large ans! cgi, beyond the 
reach of an ordinary purſe ; and therefore chiefly con- 
fied to the libraries of the learned, and Nen in 
—_ circumſtances. 1 have therefore thought, 
that it would greatly contribute to the inſtruction of 
the lower rank of people, (who land moſt in need of 
ſame aſſiflance) and that they might reap much more 
benefit than by reading the Goſpels ſingly; if they 
were all properly connected into one work, and thrown 
into a regular ſeries in a ſmall treatiſe, without any 
large paraphraſe or notes : which may be purchaſed 
for a ſmall price, perhaps not much exceeding that 
of a well-printed Engliſh Teſtament. 


With 
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IWith this view, as I have had much leiſure this 
winter by being confined chiefly to the fire-fide, I un- 
dertook ſuch a performance : and though by 7 jd 
my age I could not expect to finiſh it; yet I though: 
that what I ſhould do, might be a little motive and 
ſpecimen to a perſon of more abilities to proceed with 
* of the ſame nature. But God hath been 
graciouſly pleaſed to give me flrength and ſpirits to 
bring it to a concluſion ; which 1 hope is a favour- 
able omen that it may be of ſervice to thoſe, for whom 
it is princpally intended and therefore, notwith- 
flanding ] had in a manner taken leave of the world 
at the end of my Eſſays on the Creation, I could not 
forbear to communicate this Harmony to the publick, 
as I have ſome opinion of its utility, 

1 have chiefly followed that of Dr. Macknight, 
which I like the beſt of any I have ſeen: and yet 1 
do not ſcruple to vary from it in ſome particulars, 
To defend his order 7 refer the curious to his works : 
and the few tranſpoſitions, that I have made, muſt 
anſwer for themſelves. But let it be always remem- 
bred, that none of us pretend to be infallible : and 
therefore, as 1 have obſerved, every one is at liberty 
to make the beſl uſe of his own reaſon and judgment, 
to adopt or reject this or that ſcheme, either in whsle 
or in part: and that he is in no danger of being drawn 
into any fatal error, provided he keeps his [8 firmly 
fixed upon the general truths recorded in the Goſpel. 

1 have likewiſe ventured to alter in ſome places the 
common tranſlation ; I hope not for the worſe : which 
may ſerve till our Governors ſball think it a proper 
time to give us better; @ work much wanted and 
deſired. 

I do not know that I have omitted the meaning of 
one expreſſion, or of any ſingle ſignificant word, that 

z in any of the Evangeliſts : but what I have added 
of my own, either to clear the ſenſe, or to ſhew the 
1 | connection, 
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connection, is included in crotchets [as thus]; and 
theſe additions muſt not be cenſidered as Scripture, 
though I hope they will always agree with, and ſome- 
times ſerve to explain it. Some words, that are not 
to be found in the original, J do not call my own; 
becauſe they are only expletives, and are thrown into 
fill up the elliptical vacancies, which are common in 
the Greek language: hawever they are all diſtinguiſbed, 
as in the Engliſh Bibles, by the Italick character. 

¶ have given ſome few ſhort notes to explain a fo- 
reign or uncommon term, or for ſuch like 0 
pur poſe: but if any difficulties occur in the matter or 
ſubſtance, every one may do, as they are obliged to do 
in reading the Goſpels by themſelves ; that is, the 
learned will look into the criticks and commentators, 
and the unlearned muſt apply to perſons of known 
probity and ſuperior knowledge. 

¶ have nothing more to ſay to the Reader but only 
to deſire that he will perue the following ſheets with 
an honeſt, well-di poſe „and unprejudiced heart; 
and devoutly addreſs himſelf to God, for the guid- 
ance F4 his Spirit of Truth, to open his under/landing 
that he may under land the Scriptures ; and of his 
Spirit of Grace to regulate his will, that he may re- 
cerve with meekneſs the engrafted Word, which is 
able to ſave his foul, Which God in his mercy grant,

LVR E i. 1—4. | 
ECAUSE many have attempted to com- 
pole a narrative of thoſe fas, whereof we 
are fully perſuaded; as they, who were eye-wit- 
neſſes from the beginning, and miniſters of the 
word, have delivered them unto us: it ſeemed 
od to me alſo, who have diligently traced up 
all of them to the very firſt, to write to thee in 
order, moſt noble Theophilus, that thou mighteſt 
know the certainty of thoſe doctrines, wherein 
thou halt been (oni catechiſed.

were made by bim: and without him there was 
not any thing that was made, In him was life:

The beginning of the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, 
the fon of God. There was a man ſent from 
God, his name John. The ſame came for a wit- 
neſs, to bear witnets concerning the light,; that 
all men through him might believe. He was not 
the light : but was ent to bear witneſs of the 


light. ne true light was that, which lighteth 


every man that cometh into the world. 

He was in the world; and the world was made 
by him: and the world knew him not. He came 
to his own; and his own received him not. But 
as many as received him, to them he gave power 
to become the children of God, even to them 
that believe on his name: who were born, not 
cit blood, nor of the will of the fle!h, nor of the 
will of man, but ef God. And the Word was 
made ficth, and tabernacled among us (and we 
faw hts glory, the glory as of the only begotten 
fon of the Fai her) full of grace and truth. (John 
bare witneſs of him (as we i fre heren, 3050 and 
cried, ſaying, | his is he of whom l ſpake, He 
that cometh after me, is preferred before me; 
for he was before me.) And of his fulneſs we 
have all received : and grace for grace. For the 
law was given by Moles : grace and truth was 
by Jeſus Chriſt, No man hath ſeen God at any 
time: the only begotten Son, who is in the bo- 
ſom of the Father, he hath declared him, 

In the days of Herod the king of Judca, there 
was a certain prieſt named Zacharias, of the 
courſe of Abia; and his wife was of the daughters 
of Aaron, and her name was Eliſabeth. * 

they 
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they were both righteous before Ged ; walking 
in all the commandments and ordinances of the 
the Lord blameleſs. And they had no child; for 
Eliſabeth was barren, and they were both far ad- 
vanceꝗ in years. And it came to paſs, that while 
he executed the prieſt's office before God in the 
order of his courſe ; according to the cuſtom of 
the prieſthood, it was his lot to burn incenſe, 
going into the temple of the Lord, And the 
whole multitude of the people were praying 
without at the time of incenſe. And there ap- 
peared to him an angel of the Lord, ſtanding at 
the right fide of the altar of incenſe. And when 
Zachatias ſaw him, he was troubled, and fear 
fell upon him, Put the angel ſaid unto him, 
Fear not, Zecharias: for thy prayer is heard; 
and thy wife Eliſabeth {hail bear ttiee-a fon, and 
thou ſhale call his name John. And thou ſhalt 
have joy and gladneis ; and many fhall rejoice at 
his birth. For he ſhall be vroat in the fight of 
the Lord ; and he ſhall not "drink either wine or 
ſtrong drink: and he ſhal] be h!!:d with che Holy 
Spirit, even from his mother's womb. And many 
of the children of Iſrael ſhall he turn to the Lord 
their God. And he ſhall go before him in the 
ſpirit and power of Elias, to turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children, and the diſobedient 
to the wiſdom of the juſt; to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord. And Zacharias 
ſaid to the angel, Whereby thall 1 know this ? 
for J am old, and my wife is "Fas advanced in her 
age. And the angel anſwering, ſaid to him, I 
am Gabriel, that ſtand in the preſence of God; 
and am ſent to ſpeak to thee, and to tel] thee 
theſe joyful tidings. And behold, thou ſhalt be 
dumb, and not able to ſpeak, until the day when 
theſe things thall © be performed ; becauſe thou be- 
B 2 lieveſt 
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lieveſt not my words, which ſhall be fulfilled in 
their ſeaſon, And the people were expecting 
Zacharias, and wondered chat he tarried fb long 
m the Temple. And when he came out, he 
could not ſpeak to them: and they perceived that 
he had ſeen a viſion in the Temple; for he made 
ſigns to them, and remained dumb. And it came 
to paſs, that when the days of his miniſtration 
were ended, he departed to his own houſe. And 
after thoſe days Elifabeth his wife conceived, and 
hid herfelf hve months, ſaying, For thus hath 
the Lord done for me in the days, wherein he 
hath looked upon me to take away my reproach 
among men, .

ND in the ſixth month [f Eliſabeth's preg- 
nancy] the angel Gabriel was ſent from God. 

to a city of Galilee, called Nazareth, to a vir- 
in eſpouſed to a man whoſe name was Joſeph, 
of the houſe of David, and the name of the vir- 
gin was Mary. And the angel coming to her 
laid, Hail, thou that art highly favoured ; the 
Lord is with thee ; blefled art thou among wo- 
men. But when ſhe ſaw him, ſhe was perplexed 
at his ſpeech, and conſidered what manner of 
ſalutation this ſhould be. And the angel faid to 
her; Fear not, Mary; for thou haſt found fa- 
vour with God. For lo, thou ſhalt conceive in 
thy womb, and bring forth a ſon ; and ſhalt call 


his name Jeſus. He ſhall be great, and ſhall be 
- called 
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called the Son of the Moſt High: and the Lord 
God ſhall give unto him the throne of his father 
David. And he ſhall reign over the houſe of 
Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there ſhall 
be no end. Then ſaid Mary to the angel; How 
can this be, ſince I know not a man? And the 
angel anſwered, and ſaid to her; The Holy Spi- 
rit ſhall come upon thee, and the power of the 
Moſt High ſhall over-ſhadow thee : and therefore 
the Holy One when born, ſhall be called the Son 
of God. And behold, thy couſin Eliſabeth, ſhe 
hath alſo conceived a fon in her old age: and 
this is the ſixth month with her, who was called 
barren: for with God nothing is impoſſible. And 
Mary ſaid, Behold the handmaid of che Lord: 
may it be unto me according to thy word. And 
the angel departed from her.

holy is his name. And his mercy is to them that 
fear him, from generation to generation, He 
hath ſhewed ſtrength with his arm: he hath 
ſcattered the proud in the imagination of their 
hearts. He hath depoſed potentates from thrones; 
and exalted thoſe. of low degree. The hungry 
he hath filled with good things; and the rich he 
hath ſent empty away. He hath ſupported Iſrael 
his ſon, in remembrance of his everlaſting mercy; 
- P ſpake to our fathers, to Abraham, and to his 
eed. 

And Mary abode with her about three months, 
and returned to her own houſe.

And fear came 
upon all that dwelt rouhd about, and theſe tranf- 
actions were publiſhed throughout all the hill- 
country of Judea, And all they that heard 7 
them, laid them up in their hearts, faying, What 
manner of child ſhall this be?

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rias was filled with the holy Spirit, and: prophe- 
ſied, ſay ing, ; 

Bleſſed be the Lord God of Iſrael, for he hath 
viſited and prepared a redemption for his people : 
and hath: raiſed: up an horn of ſalvation for us, in 
the houſe of his ſervant David; as he hath ſpoken 
for ages by the mouth of his holy prophets; a 
ſalvation from our enemies, and from the hand 
of all that hate us. To perform the mercy pra- 
miſed to our fathers, and to remember his holy 
covenant : the-oath which he ſware to our father 
Abraham ; that he would grant unto us, that 
we, being delivered from the hand of our ene- 
mies, might ſerve him without fear; in holineſs. 
and righteouſneſs before him, all the days of our 
life. And thou child ſhalt be called the Prophet. 
of the Moſt High: for thou ſhalt. go before the 
face of the Lord to prepare his ways ; to give 
knowledge of ſalvation to his people by the re- 
miſſion. of their fins, through the tender mercy 
of our God; whereby the 3 from on 
high hath viſited us, to give light to them that 
fit in darkneſs, and in the ſhadow of death ; to 
guide our feet into the way of peace. 

Now the child grew, and waxed ſtrong in 
ſpirit, and was in the deſerts-tilLhis publick ap- 
pearance to Iſrael.

THE genealogical: table of Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Son of David, the Son of Abraham. Abra- 
ham begat Iſaac, and Iſaac begat Jacob, and. Ja-

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cob begat Judas and his brethren, and Judas be- 
gat Phares and Zara of Thamar, and Phares be- 
gat Eſrom, and Eſrom begat Aram, and Aram 
begat Aminadab, and Aminadab begat Naaſſon, 
and Naaſſon begat Salmon, and Salmon begat 
Booz of Rachab, and Booz begat Obed of Ruth, 
and Obed begat Jeſſe, and Jeſſe begat David the 
King, and David the King begat Solomon of her 
that had been the wife of Urias, and Solomon be- 
gat Roboam, and Roboam begat Abia, and Abia 
begat Aſa, and Aſa begat Joſaphat, and Joſaphat

than, and Matthan begat Jacob, and Jacob begat 


Joſeph, the huſband of Mary; of whom was 
born Jeſus, who is called Chriſt. Thus all the 
generations from Abraham to David are fourteen 
generations; and from David to the Babyloniſh 
captivity are fourteen generations; and from the 
Babyloniſh captivity to Chriſt are fourteen gene- 
rations, 

Now the birth of Jeſus Chrift was thus. His 
mother Mary, being eſpouſed to Joſeph, was 
found to be with child by the holy Spirit, before 
they came together. Then Joſeph her huſband, 
being a righteous man, and not willing to ex- 
pole her publickly, determined to divorce her 

| | privately. 
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privately, But while he was thinking upon theſe 


things, behold, an angel of the Lord appeared 
to him in a dream, ſaying, Joſeph, thou ſon of 
David, fear not to take Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is by the holy Spirit. 
And ſhe ſhall bring forth a ſon, and thou ſhalt 
call his name Jeſus [Saviour]; for he ſhall ſave 
his people from their fins. (Now all this was 
done, that what was ſpoken from the Lord by 
the prophet might be fulfilled, ſaying, Behold a 
virgin ſhall conceive, and bring forth a ſon; and 
they ſhall call his name Emmanuel; which be- 
ing interpreted is, God with us). Then Joſeph, 
ariſing from ſleep, did as the angel of the Lord. 
had ordered him, and took to him his wife: and 
knew her not, till ſhe had brought forth her ſon 
the Firſt-born ; and he called his name Jeſus. 


SECT. IV. 


Ceſar*s decree. Jeſus born. Angels appear 
to the ſhepherds. Feſus circumciſed, and 
preſented in the Temple, Luke ii. 1—39. 


N OW it came to paſs in thoſe days, that 


there came forth a decree from Auguſtus 
Cæſar, That all the land ſhould be enrolled :. 
(which was the firſt enrollment by Cyrenivs [who 
was afterwards] governor of Syria) and all weat 
to be enrolled ; every one into his own city. 
And Joſeph alſo went up from Galilee, out of 
the city of Nazareth, into Judea to the city of 
David, which is called Bethlehem (becauſe he 
was of the houſe and lineage: of David) to be 
enrolled, with Mary his eſpouſed wife, who: 
was big with child, And it happened, that. 


while they were there, the time came that ſhe 
ſhould

ſhould be delivered : and ſhe brought forth her 


ſon the Firſt-born, and wrapped him in ſwadling 


clothes, and laid him in a manger; becauſe there 
was not room for them in the inn. 

And there were ſhepherds abroad in the field 
in that country, and keeping the watches of the 
night over their flock. And behold, an angel of 
the Lord hovered over them, and the glory of 
the Lord ſhone round about them; and they 
were greatly terrified, And the angel ſaid unto 
them, Be not afraid, for lo! I bring you good 
tidings of great joy; which ſhall be to all people. 
For this day is born to you, in the city of Da- 
vid, a Saviour, who is Chriſt the Lord. And 
this ſhall be a fign to you; you ſhall find an in- 
fant, wrapped in ſwadling clothes, lying in a 
manger : and immediately there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly hoſt ; piailng 
Ged, and ſaying: Glory to God in the higheſt ; 
and on earth peace, good-will towards men, 
And it came to paſs, when the angels were gone 
away from them into heaven, the ſhepherds ſaid 
one to another; Let us go up to Bethlehem, and 
ſee this thing which is come to paſs, which the 
Lord hath made known to us. And they came 


with ſpeed, and found Mary and Joſeph, and 


the infant lying in a manger. And after they 
had ſeen this, they publiſhed abroad the ſaying 
which had been told them concerning this ch1Jd. 
And all that heard hem, wondered at thoſe things 
which were related to them by the {hephercs. 
But Mary treaſured up all theſe things, revolving 
them in her heatt. And the ſhepherds returned, 
glorifying and praiſing God for all the things 
that they had heard and ſeen, even as it had been 
told unto them. 


Now 
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Now when the eighth day came for circum- 
ciling the child, his name was called Jeſus, be- 
ing named by the angel before he was conceived 
in the womb. And when the days of purifica- 
tion were fulfilled, according to. the law of 
Moſes, they brought him to jervſalem, to pre- 
ſent him to the Lord. (As it is written in the 
law of the Lord : Every male, that openeth the 
womb, ſhall be called holy to the Lord.) And 
to offer a ſacrifice according to what is enjoined 
in the law of the Lord; a pair of turtle doves, 
or two young pigeons. | 

And lo, there was a man in Jeruſalem, whoſe 
name was Simeon ; and he was a righteous and 
religious man, expecting the conſolation of Lirael ; 
and the holy Spirit was upon him. And it had 
been revealed to him by the holy Spirit, that he 
ſhould not ſee death before he had ſeen Chriſt 
[ the Maſſiab, the Ancinted] of the Lord. And 
he came by the Spirit into the Temple, when the 
parents brought in the child Jeſus, to do for him 
according to the cuſtom of the law. And he 
took him into his arms, and bleſſed God, and 
laid ; 

Lord, now thou diſmiſſeſt thy ſervant in peace 
according to thy word; for mine eyes have ſcen 
thy ſalvation. Which thou haſt prepared before 
the face of all people: a light to lighten the 
Gentiles, and the glory of thy people Iſrael. 

And Joſeph and his mother wondered at thofe 
words which he ſpake concerning him [] 
and Simeon blefied them, and ſaid unto Mary 
his mother ; Behold, this child is appointed for the 
falling and riſing again of many in Iſrael, and 
r a mark to be tpoken againſt; that the thoughts

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And there was Anna, a propheteſs, the daugh- 
ter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aſer. She was 
very far advanced in age, having lived with a 
huſband ſever years from her virginity, and was 
a widow of about fourſcore and four years: who 
never abſented herſelf irom the Temple, ſerving 
Ged night and day with faſtings and prayers, 
And ſhe, coming in at that ſame time, joined 
likewiſe in her acknowledgments to the La ; 
and ſpake concerning him to all that were ex- 
p_ redemption in Iſrael, 

And when they [Jeſeph and Mary] had per- 
formed all things that were according to the law 
of the Lord, they returned [ after a certain time] 


into Galilee, to their city Nazareth,

Eaſtern Magi come to Jeruſalem. Joſeph 
ſent into Egypt. Herod murders the in- 
fants, and dies. Then Joſeph returns, and 


goes to Nazareth; where Jeſus paſſed the 


early part of his life, Matt. it. 1—23. 
Luke ii. 40—52. 


Now when Jeſus was born in Bethlehem 

of Judea, in the days of Herod the king, 
lo there came wife men from the Eaſt to Jeruſa- 
lem, enquiring; Where is He that is born King 
of the Jews; for we have ſeen his ſtar in the 


Eaſt, and are come to adore him. Now when 


Herod the king heard this, he was greatly diſ- 
turbed, and all Jeruſalem with him. And al- 
ſembling all the chief prieſts and the ſcribes ot 
the people, he demanded of them where the 


Chriſt Leeb wes to be born. And they ſaid 
te

to him; In Bethlehem of Judea : for thus it is 
written by the prophet; And thou Bethlehem, 
in the land of Juda, art by no means the leaſt 
among the rulers of Juda: for out of thee ſhall 
come a Governor, who ſhall, as a ſhepherd, 
guide Iſrael my people. Then Herod, ſending 
for the wiſe men privately, enquired of them 
exactly what time the ſtar appeared. And ſend- 
ing them to Bethlehem, he ſaid, Go, and en- 
quire diligently for the child : and when ye have 
found him, inform me, that I alſo may go and 
adore him, When they had heard the king, 
they ſet forward: and behold, the ſtar, which 
they had ſeen in the Eaſt, went before them, till 
it came and ſettled over the place where the 
child was. And when they ſaw the ſtar | /ert/ed Þ 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. And en- 
tering the houſe, they found the child with Mary 
his mother: and proſtrating themſelves, they 
adored him ; and opening their treaſures, they 
preſented to him gifts, gold, and frankincenſe, 
and myrrh. But being divinely admonithed in a 
dream, not to go back to Herod, they departed 
into their own country by another way. | 
Now when they were gone, behold, an angel 
of the Lord appeared to joſeph in a dream, ſay- 
ing; Ariſe, take the child and his mother, and 
flee into Egypt; and remain there till I bring 
thee notice: for Herod purpoſes to ſeek the 
child, that he may deſtroy him. Then he aroſe, 
and took the child and his mother by night, and 
went into Egypt ; and was there till the death of 
Herod : that it might be fulfilled which was 
ſpoken from the Lord by the prophet, ſaying, 
Out of Egypt have I called my fon. 
Then Herod, finding that he was deluded by 
the wiſe men, was exceeding angry: and \-nt 
=0 and 
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and flew all the males, that were in Bethlehem 

and in all the neighbourhood of it, from two 

vears old and under, according to the time, which 
he had diligently enquired of the wiſe men.“ 

Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by Je- 

remiah the prophet, ſaying; A voice was heard 
in Kama: lamentation, and weeping, and great 

mourning ; Rachel bewailing her children, and 
refuſing to be comforted, becauſe they were not. 

Now when Herod was dead, behold, an angel 

of the Lord appeared in a dream to Joſeph in Egypt, 

ſaying, Ariſe, take the child and his mother, and 

go into the land of Iſrael : for they are dead, who 

ſought the child's life. So he aroſe, ard took 
BE the child and his mother; and came into the 
| land of Iſrael, But when he heard that Arche- 
laus re:gned in Judea, in the room of his father 
1 Herod, he was afraid to go thither: and being 

| divinely warned in a dream, he went away into 
the parts of Galilee, And he came, and dwelt 
in a city called Nazareth; that it might be ful- 
filled, as it had been ſpoken by the prophets, He 
ihall be called a Nazarene, 

And the child grew, and became ſtrong in 
ſpitit; filled with wiſdom, and the grace of God 
was upon him. Now his parents went to Jeru— 
ſalem every year to the feaſt of the Paſſover: and 
when he was twelve years old, they went up to 
Jeruſalem according to the cuſtom of the feaſt. - 
And having ſtaid their time, and returning 
home, the child Jeſus remained in Jeruſalem : 
and Joſeph and his mother knew it not, But 
| ſupoling him to be in the troop, they went z 
d y's journey: and (at night] they ſought him 
| anong their kindred and acquaintance. And not 
| hiding him, they returned to Jeruſalem to ſeek 
him, And it happencd, that upon the third day 


| | | they 
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they found him in the Temple: fittirg amongęſt 
the doctors, both hearing them, and afking them 
queſtions, And all who heard him, were ſur- 
prized at his underſtanding and anſwers, And 
when they [his parents] ſaw him, they were 
ſtruck with amazement ; and his mother ſa:d unto 
him : Son, why haſt thou done thus by us ? Io, 
thy father and I have ſought thee ſorrowing. 
And he ſaid unto them Why did ye ſeek me? 
Did ye not know that I muſt be in my Father's 
buſineſs ? But they did not comprehend what ke 
faid unto them. And he went down with them, 
and came to Nazareth, and was ſubject unto 
them: and his mother la up all theſe things in 
her heart. And Jeſus increaſed in wiſdom, and 
ſtature, and in favour with God and men, 


S ECT. VI. 


Jobn the Bapliſt enters upon his Miniſtry : 
and, after many others, baptizes Jeſus. 
Mart. iii. 1 17. Mark i. 2—11. Luke 
li. 1—18, 21, 22. 


OW in the fifteenth year of the reign of 
Tiberius Czfar; Pontius Pilate being go- 
vernor of Judea; and Herod being tetrarch of 
_ Galilee; and his brother Philip tetrarch of 
Iturea, and of the region of Trachonitis ; and 
Lyſanias the tetrarch of Abylene; Annas and 
Caiaphas being the high-pricſts; the word of 
God came to John, the fon of Zacharias, in the 
wilderneſs: and he came into all the country 
about Jordan ; preaching the baptiſm of repent- 
ance for the remiſſion of fins. As it is written 
in the prophets ; Behold, 1 fend my meſlenger 
before thy face, who ſhall prepare thy way belvre 


2 thee, 
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thee, And as it is written in the book of the 
words of the prophet Iſaiah, (for this is he that 
was ſpoken of by the prophet Iſaiah) ſaying ; 
The voice of one crying in the wilderneſs ; pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord; make his paths 
ſtrait, Every valley ſhall be filled; and every 
mountain and hill ſhall! be brought low; and the 
crooked ſhall be made ſtrait ; and the rough ways 
ſhall be made ſmooth ; and all fleſh ſhall ſee the 
ſalvation of God, 

And the ſame John had his raiment and was 
cloathed with camel's hair, and a leathern girdle 
about his loins ; and his meat was locuſts and 
wild honey. And he did baptize in the wilder- 
neſs; and preach the Goſpel of repentance for 
the remiſſion of fins, Then went out to him 
there all the land of Judea, and they of Jeruſa- 


lem, and all the region round about Jordan; and 


were all baptized by him in the river Jordan, con- 
telting their fins. 

But when he ſaw many of the Phariſees and 
Sadducees come to his baptiſm, he then ſaid to the 
multitude, that came forth to be baptized by 
bim; O generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come? Bring forth 
therefore fruits worthy of repentance: and begin 
not to ſay within yourſelves, We have Abraham 

ar our father. For I ſay unto you, that God is 
able of theſe ſtones to raiſe up children to Abra- 
ham.. And even now the ax is laid to the root of 
the tree: therefore every tree, which bringeth 
not forth good fruit, ſhall be cut down, and caft 
into the fire, 

Then the people aſked him, ſaying; What 
therefore ſhall we do? And he anſwering, ſaid 
unto them; He that hath two coats, let him 
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communicate to him that hath none: and he 
that hath victuals, let him do likewiſe, 

And me publicans alſo came to be baptized, 
and ſaid unto him; Maſter, what mult we do? 
And he ſaid unto them, Exact no more than 
what 1s appointed for you. 

And the ſoldiers likewiſe demanded of him; 
What muſt we do? And he faid unto them; Do 
violence to no man; neither accuſe any falſly, and 
be content with your pay. 

And the people being in expectation, and all 
reaſoning in their hearts concerning John, whe- 
ther he was the Chriſt, or not; John anſwered, 
and ſaid unto them all; I indeed baptize you 
with water - unto repentance; but there is Une 
coming after me, who is more powerful than! 
am; whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy to carry, or 
to ſtoop down and untie the latchet of chem. 
He ſhall baptize you with the holy Spirit and 
with fire. Whoſe fon is in his hand, and he 
ſhall thoroughly cleanſe his threſhing-floor : and 
{ſhall gather the wheat into his granary ; but the 
chaff he ſhall burn with fire unquenchable. With 
theſe therefore, and many other exhortations allo, 
he preached to the people. 


Now it came to paſs in thoſe days, when all 


[ ſorts of ] the people had been baptized, that 
Jeſus came from Nazareth of Galilee to John at 


Jordan, to be baptized, and was ' baptized by 


John in Jordan. But John [et fir/t] refuſed, 
ſay ing; I have need to be baptized of thee, and 
comeſt hou to me? And Jeſus anſwering ſaid 
unto him, Permit it now: for thus it becometh 
us to fulfil all righteouſneſs: then he permitted 
him. And after Jeſus was baptized, when he 
was aſcending immediately out of the water, and 
praying; behold the heavens were opened unto 


C3. him, 
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him, and being cleft aſunder, he (John) ſaw the 
holy Spirit of God in a bodily form, deſcending 
like a dove, and coming upon him. And lo a 
voice came from the heavens, which ſaid, [zo 
'Feſus] Thou art, [to the company] This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleaſed,

N OW Jeſus was about thirty years of age, 
when he began [is mini/lry] ; being (as 

was ſuppoſed) the ſon of Joſeph, who was [ 
his marriage with Mary] the fon of Heli, the fon 
of Matthat, the ſon of Levi, the fon of Melchi, 
the ſon of Janna, the ſon of Joſeph, the ſon of

The Temptation of Jeſus in the wilderneſs, 
Matt. iv. 1—11. Mark 1. 12, 13. Luke 


iv. I—13. 
THEN Jeſus, being full of the holy Spirit, 


returned from Jordan, and was immediately 
led by a forcible impulſe of the Spirit into the 
wilderneſs, to be tempted by the devil. And he 
was there in the wilderneſs with the wild beaſts, 
forty days tempted by the devil: and in thoſe 
days he did eat nothing. And after he had faſted 
forty days and forty nights he was hungry. And 
when the tempter, the devil came to him, he 
ſaid, If thou be the Son of God, command (one 
of) theſe ſtones to be turned into bread. But 
Jeſus anſwering ſaid to him; It is written, that 
man ſhall not live by bread alone, but by ever 
word which proceedeth from the mouth of God. 
Then the devil taketh him up to Jeruſalem the 
holy city, and ſetteth him on a battlement of 
the Temple, and faith to him; If thou be the 
Son of God, caſt thyſelf down from hence, for 
it is written, He ſhall give his angels charge con- 
cerning thee, to keep thee, and bear thee up in 
their hands, that thou mayſt not in any wiſe hurt 
thy foot againſt a ſtone, And Jeſus anſwering 


faid to him, It is written, Thou ſhall not tempt 
the 
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the Lord thy God. Again, the devil taketh him 
up into an exceeding high mountain, and ſhewed 
him in a moment of time all the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them. And the devil ſaid 
to him, I will give thee all theſe things, all this 
power and the glory of them : for it is delivered 
to me, and I give it to whomſoever I will. If 
therefore thou wilt fall down, and worſhip me, 
all ſhall be thine. But Jeſus anſwering ſaid to 
him; Be gone ! get thee behind me, Satan: for 
it is written, Thou ſhall worſhip the Lord thy 
God; and him only ſhalt thou ferve. Now when 
the devil had ended all the temptation, he left 
him and departed from him for a ſeaſon ; and 
angels came and miniſtred unto him,

John Baptiſt's teſtimony of Jeſus. Some Diſ- 
ciples introduced to him. John i. 19—52. 


ND this is the teſtimony of John, when 
the Jews ſent Prieſts and Lane from Jeru- 
ſalem to enquire of him; Who art thou? And 
he confeſſed, and denied not; but declared, that 
] am not the Chriſt. And they aſked him; Who 
then? Art thou Elias? And he ſaid, I am not. 
Art thou that prophet? And he anſwered, No. 
Then ſaid they unto him; Who art thou? Tell 
5, that we may give an anſwer to thoſe that have 
ſent us: What ſayeſt thou of thyſelf? He ſaid : I 
am the voice of one crying in the wilderneſs ; Make 
ftrait the way of the Lord: as ſaid the prophet Iſaiah, 
And they that were ſent were of the Phariſees : 
and they aſked him, and ſaid to him; Why then 
doſt thou baptize ; if thou art not the Chriſt, 
nor Elias, nor that prophet? John anſwered 
| | | them, 
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them, ſaying, I baptize with water: but there is 
One amongſt you, whom ye know not. This 
is He who, coming after me, is preferred before 
me : the latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy 
to unlooſe. 

Theſe things happened in Bethabara beyond 
Jordan, where John was baptizing. The next 
day John ſeeth Jeſus coming towards him, and 


faith ; Behold the Lamb of God, that taketh 


away the fin of the world, This is He of whom 
I ſpake; - After me cometh a Man, who is pre- 
ferred before me; for he was before me. And I 
knew him not: but I am come baptizing with wa- 
ter, that he might be made manifeſt to Iſrael. And 
John teſtified, ſaying ; I ſaw the Spirit deſcend- 
ing from heaven, like a dove, and it reſted on 
him. And I knew him not : but He that ſent 
me to baptize with water, the ſame ſaid to me; 
Upon whom thou ſhalt ſee the Spirit deſcending, 
and remaining upon him; this is He who is to 
baptize with the holy Spirit. And I ſaw, and 
bare witneſs, that this is the Son of God. 

Again the next day John ſtood with two of his 
diſciples : and fixing his eyes upon Jeſus, as he 
was walking, ſaith ; Behold the Lamb of God. 
And the two diſciples, who heard him ſpeak, 
followed Jeſus, But Jeſus, turning and ſeeing 
them following, ſaith unto them; What do ye 
ſeek ? They ſaid unto him ; Rabbi, (which be- 
ing interpreted is, Maſter) where doſt thou abide ? 
He faith to them, Come and ſee. They went 
and ſaw where he lodged : and ſtayed with him 
that day; for it was about the tenth hour (a).

(2) That is, ten in the morning. For John, in his Goſpel, 
ſeems to uſe the Roman methad of reckoning the hours of the 
day: which was from midnight to noon, twelve hours; and

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Andrew, the brother of Simon Peter, was one 
of the two who had heard John, and followed 


him [Jeſus] : He firſt findeth his own brother 


Simon, and faith to him; We have found the 
Meſſiah, which is being interpreted, the Chriſt. 
And he brought him to Jeſus. And Jeſus look- 
ing earneſtly upon him, ſaid, Thou art Simon 
the ſon of Jona: thou ſhalt be called Cephas, 
which is being interpreted, Peter, a Rock. 

On the morrow Jeſus determiffed to go into 
Galilee: and he findeth Philip, and ſaith to him, 
Follow me. Now Philip was of Bethſaida, the 


city of Andrew and Peter. Philip findeth Na- 


thanael, and ſaith to him z We have found him, 
whom Moſes in the law and the prophets have 
deſcribed, Jeſus of Nazareth, the ſon of Joſeph, 
And Nathanael faith to him; Can any thing good 
come from Nazareth? He faith to him; Come 
and fee. Jeſus ſaw Nathanae] coming towards 
him, and faith concerning him; Behold an If- 
raclite indeed, in whom is no guile. Nathanael 
faith to him; Whence doſt thou know me? Jeſus 
anſwcred and ſaid to him; Before Philip called thee, 
when thou waſt under the fig-tree, I ſaw thee, Na- 
thanael anſwered and ſaid to him; Rabbi, thou 
art the Son of God: thou art the King of Iſ- 
racl, Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to him; Becauſe 


I faid 


again, twelve from noon to midnight; agreeable to our man- 
ner of computation, Whereas the Jews began from ſun:ſet- 
ting, and went on till ſun-riſing: and from thence till ſun- 
ſetting again. But the night ſeems to have been divided by 
them into four parts; the evening, the midnight, the cock 
crowing, and the morning, So that as for their hours, the 
third with them is, in St, John's and our reckoning, nine of 
the clock in the morning; and their ninth hour is three in the 
afternoon, This ſhould be remembered, that when we mcet 
with an hour of the day in the Goſpels, we ſhould examine, 
whether it is in St. John, or any other of the Evangeliſts, 
and compute accordingly,

Chriſt changes water into wine at the mar- 
ringe in Cana. Goes up 10 the Paſſover, 
and drives the buyers and ſellers from the 
outward court of the Temple, John 11. 
I—25. 


N OW upon the third day there was a marriage 
in Cana of Galilee ; and the mother of Jeſus 

was there: and Jeſus alſo and his ditciples were 
invited to the marriage (feaſt). And when they 
wanted wine, the mother of Jeſus faith to him; 
They have no wine. Jeſus ſaith to him; Wo- 
man, what haſt thou to do with me? my time 
is not yet come. His mother faith to the ſer- 
vants; Whatſoever he ſhall bid you, that do. Now 
there were fix ſtone water-pots, placed according 
to the purification of the Jews, each of them 
containing about two or three meaſures. And he 
ſaith to them [the 2 Fill the water- pots 
with water: and they filled them to the very 
brim. And he ſaith to them; Draw ſome now, 
and carry it to the governor of the feaſt: and 
they carried it. As ſoon as the governor of the 
feaſt had taſted the water that was made wine, 
and knew not whence it was: (though the ſer- 
vants, who drew the water, knew) the gover- 
nor of the feaſt calleth to the bridegroom, and 
ſaith to him; Every man at the firſt ſets forth 
good wine [zo his gueſts], and when oy wy 
rank 
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drank freely, then that which is worſe : but thou 
haſt reſerved the good wine till now. This be- 

inning of miracles Jeſus performed in Cana of 
Galilee and manifeſted his glory: and his diſ- 
ciples believed on him. 

After this he went down to Capernaum; he, 
and his mother, and his brethren, and his diſ- 
ciples. But he did not continue there many 
days; for the Paſſover of the Jews drew near; 
and Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem. 

And he found in the Temple thoſe that ſold 
oxen, and ſheep, and doves; and the money- 
changers ſitting. And making a ſcourge of ſmall 
cords, he drove them all out of the Temple; 
and the ſheep, and the oxen: and he poured out 
the ſmall money of the bankers, and overthrew 
their tables: and ſaid to them who ſold doves ; 
Take theſe things from hence; make not my 
Father's houſe a houſe of traffic. And his diſ- 
ciples remembered that it was written; The zeal 
of thy houſe hath eaten me up. 

Then anſwered the Jews and ſaid to him; 
What ſign doſt thou ſhew, why thou doſt theſe 
things? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them; 
Deſtroy this Temple; and in three days I will 
raiſe it up. Then ſaid the Jews; Forty and fix 
years hath this Temple been building; and wilt 
thou raiſe it up in three days? But he ſpake con- 
cerning the 'I emple of his body, When there- 
fore he was riſen from the dead, his diſciples re- 
membered that he had ſaid this to them: and 
he had ſpoken to them. 

Now as he was in Jeruſalem in the Paſſover, 
during the feaſt, many believed in his name: ſee- 
ing his miracles which he performed. However, 
Jeſus did not truſt himſelf to them: for he knew

they believed the Scripture, and the word which

Nicodemus viſits Jeſus: who, leaving Je- 
ruſaiem, goes into the country of Judea. 


The Paptijt gives his laſt 1 ta Chriſt. 
John iii. 1—306, 


HERE was a man of the Phariſees, named 

Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. He came 
to Jeſus by night, and {aid to him; Rabbi, we 
know that thou art a 'Teacher come ſrom God: 
becauſe no man can perform thoſe miracles which 
thou doſt, unleſs God be with him. Jeſus an- 
ſwered and ſaid to him; Verily, verily, I ſay to 
thee; Unleſs a perſon be born again, he cannot 
ſee the kingdom of God. Nicodemus faith to 
him; How can a man be born [again] when he. 
is old? Can he enter a ſecond time into his mo- 
ther's womb, and be born? Jeſus anſwered ; 
Verily, verily, I ſay to thee ; Unleſs a perſon be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. That which is born of 
the fleſh, is fleſh : and that which is born of the 
Spirit, is Spirit. Wonder not that I ſaid unto 
thee: You muſt be born again, The wind 
bloweth where it will, and thou hearcſt the found 
of it; but thou canſt not tell whence it cometh, 
or whither it goeth : ſo is every one that is born 
of the Spirit. Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid ; 
How can theſe things be? Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid to him; Art thou a teacher in Iſracl, and 
knowelt not theſe things 3 verily, 1 ſay to 


thee, 
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thee, that we ſpeak what we know, and teſtify 
what we have ſeen; and yer ye receive not our 
teſtimony, If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not: how ſhall ye believe, if I tell 
= heavenly? And no man hath aſcended into 

eaven, but he that is deſcended from heaven ; 
the Son of man, who is in heaven. But as 
Moſes lifted up the ſerpent in the wilderneſs, fo 
muſt the Son of man be liſted up: that every be- 
Jiever in him ſhould not periſh, but have ever- 
Jaſting life. For God ſo loved the world, that 
he gave his Son. the only begotten, that every 
believer in him ſhould not periſh, but have ever- 
laſting life. For God did not ſend his Son into 
the world, that he might condemn the world ; 


but that the world might be ſaved by him. He 


that believeth on him, is not condemned: but 
he that believeth not, is already condemned, be- 
cauſe he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. Now this is the 
condemnation : that light hath come into the 
world, and men have loved darkneſs rather than 
light, becauſe their works are wicked. For 
every one that doeth evil, hateth the light, and 
cometh not to the light, leſt his works ſhould be 


Teproved, But he that practiſeth truth, cometh 


to the light ; that his works may appear that they 

are wrought in God, | 
Afwr theſe tranſactions Jeſus and his diſciples 
went | from Feruſalem] into the land of Judea : 
and there he continued with them, and baptized. 
Now John was alſo baptizing in Anon, near to 
Salem, becauſe there were ſeveral waters there: 
and people came, and were baptized. For John 
was not yet put in priſon. Then there aroſe a 
diſpute between the diſciples of John and the 
Jews, about purification, And they [Jen d 
| ciples 
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ciples] came to John, and ſaid to bim; Rabbi, 
he that was with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou gaveſt teſtimony ; behold, he baptizeth, 
and all come to him. John anſwered and faid ; 
A man can receive nothing, unle's it be given 
him from heaven. Ye yourſelves are witneſles 
for me, that I ſaid; I am not the Chriſt : but 
that I am ſent before him. He that hath the 
bride, is the bridegroom ; but the friend of the 
bridegroom, who ſtandeth and heareth him, re- 


joiceth exceedingly at the voice of the bride- 
groom : this my joy is therefore completed. He 


muſt increaſe: and I muſt decreaſe. He that 
cometh from above, is above all. He that was 
from the earth, is earthly, and ſpeaketh of the 


earth: he that cometh from heaven, is above all. 


And what he hath ſeen and heard, that he teſti- 
fieth: and no man receiveth his teſtimony. He 
that hath received his teſtimony, hath confirmed 
with his ſeal that God is true. For he, whom 
God hath ſent, ſpeaketh the words of God: for 
God gave him not the Spirit by meaſure. The 
Father loveth the Son ; and hath given all things 
into his hand. He that believeth on the Son, 
hath everlaſting life : and he that believeth not 
on the Son, ſhall not ſee life, but the wrath of 
God abideth on him. 


SE CF. XI. 


Jieſus, in going from Judea to Galilee, paſſes 


through Samaria. Converſes with a Wo— 
man of Sychar, and converts many of the 
inhabitants, John iv. 1—42. 


H EN therefore the Lord knew, that the 
Phariſees had heard that Jeſus had made 

and baptized more diſciples than John ; (though 
9 Jeſus 
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Jeſus himſelf baptized not, but his diſciples) he 
left Judea, and went again into Galilee, He was 
obliged to paſs thro' Samaria : he cometh then to 
a city of Samaria called Sychar; near to the piece 
of ground which Jacob gave to his ſon Joſeph ; 
and Jacob's well was there. Now Jeſus, being 


wearied with his journey, fat then upon the 


well: and it was about the ſixth hour [in the af- 
ter nam]. There cometh a woman cf Samaria 
to draw water. Jelus ſaith to her; Give me to 
drink, (For his diſciples were gone into the 
city to buy ſome food.) Then faith the woman 
of Samaria to him; Why doſt thou, being a 
Jew, afk drink of me, who am a woman of Sa— 
maria? (For the Jews have no friendly inter- 
courſe with the Samaritans) Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid to her; If thou kneweſt the gift of God, 
and who it is that ſaith to thee, Give me to 


drink; thou wouldſt have aſked him, and he 


would have given thee living water. The wo— 
man ſaith to him; Sir, thou haſt nothing to 
draw with, and the well is deep: whence then 
haſt thou this living water? Art thou greater 
than our father Jacob; who gave us this well: 
and drank of it himſelf, and his children, and 
his cattle? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to her; Every 
one that drinketh of this water, ſhall chirſt 
again: but he that drinketh of the water that I 
{hall give him, will never thirſt ; for the water, 
that I ſhall give, will become in him a fountain 
of water ſpringing up to everlaſting life, The 
woman faith to bim; Cir, give me this vater, that 

I may neither thi:{t, nor come here to draw. 
feſus ſaith to her; Go, call thy huſband, and 
come hither. Ihe woman anſweicd and ſaid; J 
have not a huſband. Jeſus faith to her; Thou 
haſt anſwered well, that I have not a W : 
or 
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for thou haſt had five huſbands ; and he whom 
thou now haſt, is not thy huſband : thou haſt 
ſpoken the truth, The woman faith to bim; 
Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fa- 
thers worſhipped in this mountain: and ye ſay 
that in Jeruſalem is the place, where we ought 
to worſhip. Jeſus ſaith to her; Woman, be- 
lieve me, the time is coming, that neither in this 
mountain, nor in Jeruſalem [preferably to other 
places] ſhall ye worſhip the Father. Ye worſhip: 
what ye do not know : we worſhip what we 
know ; for ſalvation is from the Jews. But the 
time cometh, and now is, that the true worſhippers. 
fhajl worſhip the Father in ſpirit and truth: for 
the Father requireth ſuch worſhippers. God is 
a Spirit: and they that would worſhip him [ ac- 
ceptably], muſt worſhip in Spirit and truth. The. 
woman faith to him; I know that when the Meſ- 
ſiah cometh, who is called Chriſt. he will teach: 
us all things. Jeſus ſaith to her; I, that ſpeak. 
to thee, am He. 

And at this inſtant his diſciples came, and won- 
dered that he diſcourſed with her: however not 
one of them ſaid; What doſt thou ſeek ? or Why 
doſt thou talk with her? Ihe woman then left 
her water-pot, and went into the city, and faith 
to the men; Come, ſee a man, that hath told' 
me all that ever I did: Is not this the Chriſt ? 
They therefore went out of the city, and came: 
to him, 

In the mean time his diſciples deſired him, ſay- 
ing, Maſter, eat: but he ſaid to them; I have: 
meat to eat, which ye know not. Then ſaid: 
the diſciples to one another; Hath any one: 
brought to him to eat? ſeſus ſaith to them; My 
meat is, that I may perform the will of Him that: 
ſent me, and finiſh his work. Do ye not fay, 

D 3 | that 
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that there are yet four months, and harveſt 
cometh ? Behold, I ſay to you; Lift up your eyes, 
and look upon the fields, for they are already 
white for the harveſt. And he that reapeth, re- 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life eter- 
nal: that he that ſoweth, and he that reapeth, 
may rejoice together. Herein is that ſaying true: 
that one ſoweth, and another re2peth. I ſent 
you to reap that which ye had not laboured: 
others have laboured, and ye are entered upon 
their Jabours, 

Now many of the Samaritans of that city be- 
lieved on him upon the word of the woman, de- 
claring, that he hath told me all things whatever I 
have done. When therefore the Samaritans came 
to him, they intreated him that he would ſtay with 
them : and he tarried there two days. And many 
believed him upon his own word: and ſaid tothe 
woman; that we no longer believe upon thy re- 
port; for we ourſelves have heard, and know, 
that this is indeed the Saviour of the world, the 
Chriſt,

Aſſer flaying two days in Sychar, Jeſus goes 
% Cana in Galilee; where be cures à no- 
bleman's ſen that lay fick at Capernaum. 
Luke iii. 19, 20. Matt. iv. 12. Mark i. 
14, 13. Luke iv. 14, 13. Jobn iv. 


43—54. 


J ER O D the tetrarch, being reproved by 
John the Baptiſt for Herodias his brother 
Philip's wife, and for all the wicked things 
whiich Herod had done, added this laſt to all = 
reſt; 
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reſt; and he ſhut up John in priſon. Now when 
Jeſus had heard that John was caſt into priſon, 
after [ Haying in Sychar] two days, he departed 
thence, and returned in the power of the Spirit 
into Galilee: for Jeſus himſelf had teſtified, 
that a prophet hath no honour in his own coun- 
try. And when he was come into Galilee, he 
preached the Goſpel of the kingdom of God, 
ſaying, The time is accompliſhed, and the king- 
dom of God draweth vear : repent ye, and be- 
lieve the Goſpel. His fame ſpread through all 
the country round about : and he taught in their 
ſynagogues, being glorified of all. For when 
he was come into Galilee, the Galileans received 
him, having ſeen the things that he did at Jeru- 
ſalem during the feaſt : for they alſo went to the 
feaſt, Jeſus therefore came again to Cana of 
Galilee, where he had turned the water into 
Wine. 

And there was a certain nobleman, whoſe ſon 
was dangerouſly ill at Capernaum. Having heard 
that Jeſus was come from Judea into Galilee, he 
went to him, and intreated him that he would 
come down, and cure his ſon: for he was juſt 
ready to die, Jeſus then ſaid to him; Unleſs 
you ſee ſigns and wonders, you will not believe, 
The nobleman faith to him ; Sir, come down 
before my child dies. Jeſus ſaith to him; Go 
home, thy child liveth : and the man believed 
the word that Jeſus ſpoke to him ; and he de- 
parted, | 

Now as he was going down, his ſervants met 
him, and told him, ſaying ; Thy ſon is reco- 
vered. He therefore enquired of them at what 
hour he began to get better: and they ſaid to 
him, Yeſterday at the ſeventh hour the fever left 
him. Then the father knew that it was at the 
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ſame hour, in which Jeſus had ſaid to him, Thy 
ſon liveth : and he himſelf believed, and his 
whole houſe. 

This is again the ſecond miracle [in Cana] 
which Jeſus performed, when he was come out 
of Judea into Galilee, 


8 E C T. XIV. 
Feſus goes to Nazareth, and is forced to leave 
11. Luke iv. 16—30, 


AND he came to Nazareth, where he had 


been educated : and as it was uſual with 


him, he went on the Sabbath-day into the Syna- 


gogue; and ſtood up to read. And the book of 
the prophet Iſaiah was delivered to him: and un- 
rolling the book, he found the place where it 
was written; The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me for what he hath anointed me. He hath ſent 
me to preach good news to the poor; to heal 
thoſe that are broken of heart; to proclaim de- 
hverance to captives, and fight to the blind; and: 
to ſet at liberty thoſe that are bruiſed ; to declare 
the acceptable year of the Lord. 

And when he had rolled up the book, and given 
it back to the miniſter, he ſat down: and the 
eyes of all in the Synagogue were attentively 
fixed on him. And he began to ſay to them, that 
to-day this ſame Scripture was fulfilled in their 
ears. And all bare him witneſs, and were ſur- 
prized at the praceful words, which proceeded 
out of his mouth, and ſaid, Is not this the ſon of 
Joſeph? And he ſaid to them; Ye will indeed 
fay to me this proverb; Phyſician, heal thyſelf, 


and perform, here in thy own country, what. 


tbings we have heard have been done in Caper= 


naum. 
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naum. And he faid, Verily I ſay to you, that 


no prophet is accepted i in his own country, But 
in truth I tel] you, Many widows were in Iſrael 
in the days of Elijah, when the heaven was ſhut 
up ſor three years and ſix months, ſo that there 
was a great famine in all the land: and Elijah 
was ſent to none of them, but to a widow wo- 
man at Sarepta a city of Sidon. And many lepers 
were in Ifracl in the time of the prophet Eliſha 
yet none of them were cleanſed, but Naaman the 
Syrian. And all that were in the Synagogue, 
when they heard theſe things, were filled with 
indignation : and farting up they thruſt him out 
of the city, and led him to the brow of the hill, 
on which the c. 'ty was buiit, that they might 
throw him down headiong. But he paſting thro? 
the midſt of them went away.

IN D Icaving Nazareth, he came and dwelt 

in Capernaum, a city of Ga lilee, which is 

by the ſea [th lake of Genneſarith], in the con- 
fines of Zabulon and Napthali : that it might be 
fulfüled, what was ſpoken by the prophet ifaiah, 
ſaying; The land of Zabulon. nd the land of 
not the ſea-coaſt, the couniry beyond Jor- 
dan, Galilee of the Gentiles, The pcople, Who 


ſat in darkneſs, have ſeen a great light: and to 
| thoſe 


| 
| 
| 
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thoſe who ſat in the region and ſhadow of death, 
light hath ariſen. | 

From that time Jeſus began to preach, and ſay; 
Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven dravreth 
near: and he taught them on the Sabbath-days ; 
and they were ſtruck with aſtoniſhment at his 
doctrine; for his word was with power. 

Now as Jeſus was walking by the ſea of Ga- 
lilee, he faw two brethren, Simon, whom he had 
named Peter, and Andrew his brother, caſting a 
net into the ſea; for they were fiſhermen. Ard 
he ſaid to them ; Come after me, and | will make 
you fiſhers of men: and leaving their nets imme— 
diately, they followed him. And going a little 
further from thence, he ſaw two other brethren, 
James the ſon of Zebedee, and John his brother: 
and they were in the ſhip with their father Ze- 
bedee, mending their nets. And p:eſently he 
called them; and they, immediately leaving their 
father Ze bedee in the ſhip with the hired ſervants, 
went after and followed him. 

And Jeſus made a tour through all Galilee 
teaching in their Synagogues, and preaching the 
glad tidings of the kingdom, and healing every 
diſeaſe, and every malady among the people, 
And his fame went into all Syria: and they 
brought to him all that were indiſpoſed, and were 
ſeized with various diſeaſes and pains, and de- 
moniacks, and lunaticks, and paralyticks, and 
he cured them, And great multitudes followed 
him from Galilee, and from Decapolis, and from 


| bogs and from Judea, and from beyond 
ordan, 


SECT. 
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SE CT, VI. 


Jeſus, going up to an elevated ſpot, preaches 
a moſt excellent diſcourſe to his diſciples, 
commonly called his ſermon upon the mount, 
Matt. v. 1—48. 


AN D ſeeing ſuch multitudes, he went up to 

a mountain: and when he was ſat down, 
his diſciples came to him: and he opened his 
mouth, and taught them, ſaying 3 

Bleſled are the poor in ſpirit: for theirs is the 
kingdom of hea en. Bleſſed are they that mourn : 
for they ſhall be comforted. Bleſſed are the 
meek : for they ſhall inherit the earth. Blefſed 
are they, that hunger and thirſt after righteouſ- 
neſs: for they ſhall be filled. Bleſſed are the 
merciful : for they ſhall obtain mercy. Bleſſed 
are the pure in heart: for they ſhall ſee God, 
Bleſſed are the peace-makers: for they ſhall be 
called the children of God. Bleſſed are they 
that are perſecuted for the caule cf righteouſneſs : 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. Bleſſed are 
ye, when they ſhall revile you, and perſecute 
you, and fay all manner of evil of you, falſely, 
for my fake. Rejoice and be exceeding glad: 
for great will be your reward in heaven; and thus 
did they perſecute the prophets, that have been 
before you. 

Ye are the ſalt of the earth: but if the ſalt be 
grown inſipid, with what can it be ſalted; it is 
good for nothing, but to be thrown away, and 
trodden under foot. Ye are the light of the 
world. A city that is built upon a hill, cannot 
be hid, Neither do men light a card'e, and put it 
under a buſhel; but in a candleſtick, that it may 
give light to all that are in the houſe, Let your 

light 
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light ſo ſhine beſore men, that they may ſee your 
good works, and glority your Father who is in 
heaven. 

Think not that I am come to diſſolve the law 
and the prophets : I am not come to diſſolve, but 
to fulfil them For verily I ſay to you, that till 
heaven and earth paſs away, not one jot or one 
tittie ſhall paſs away, before all things be done, 
If any one therefore ſhall looſen one of the leaſt 
of theſe commandments, and ſhail teach men the 
ſame, he ſhall be called the leaſt in the kingdom 
of heaven: but whoever ſhall keep and tcach 
them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the king- 
dom of heaven. For I fay to you, that unleſs 
your righteouſneſs ſhall exceed the righteouſneſs 
of the Scribes and Phariſees, ye ſhall by no 
means enter into the kingdom of heaven, 

Ye have heard that it was ſaid to the ancicnts ; 
Thou ſhalt not kill; and whoſoever ſhall kill, 
ſhall be ſubject to the judgment. But I ſay to 
you, that every one, who is angry with his bra- 
ther without a cauſe, ſhall be ſubject to the judg- 
ment: and whoſoever ſhall ſay to his brother, 
Raca, ſhall be ſubject to the Sanhedrim; but he 
that ſhall ſay, Thou fool, ſhall be ſubject to hell- 
fire. If therefore thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there remembereſt that thy brother hath any 
complaint againſt thee : leave there thy gift be- 
fore the altar, and go, and be firſt reconciled to 
thy brother; and then come and offer thy gift. 
Agree with thine adverſary 2 even while 
thou art in the way with him: leſt the adverſary 
deliver thee to the judge, and the judge deliver 
thee to the officer, and thou be caſt 


Verily I ſay to thee, thou ſhalt not come out 
from thence, till thou haſt paid the very laſt far- 
thing. Wy by 

e 


into priſon. 
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Ve have heard that it was ſaid to the ancients; 
Thou ſhalt not commit adultery. But I ſay to 
you, that every one, who looketh upon a woman 
to Juſt after her, hath already debauched with 
her in his heart. If then thy right eye cauſe 
thee to offend, pluck it out, and caſt it from 
thee. For it is better for thee, that one of thy 
members ſhould periſh, and not thy whole body 
be caſt into hell. And if thy right hand cauſe 

thee to offend, cut it off, and caſt it from thee. 
For it is better for the:, that one of thy mem- 
bers ſhould periſh, and not thy whole body be 
caſt into hell, 

It hath been ſaid, that whoſoever would put 
away his wife, let him give hera bill of divorce, But 
I fay to you, That he, who divorceth his wife, ex- 
cept it be upon the account of whoredom, cauſeth 
her to commit adultery: and if any one ſhall marr 
her that is tus divorced, he committeth adultery, 

Again, * have heard that it wasvlaid to the 
ancients ; Thou ſhalt not forſwear thyſelf : but 
ſhalt perform to the Lord thy oaths. But I fay 
'to you, Swear not at all. Neither by heaven, for 
it is the throne of God: neither by the earth, 
for it is the ſtool under his feet: neither by Jeru- 
ſalem, for it is the city of the great King: nei- 
ther ſhalt thou ſwear by thy head, ſor thou canſt 
not make one hair white or black. But let your 
diſcourſe be yea, yea; nay, nay: for Whatever 
is more than theſe cometh of the evil. 

Ve have heard that it hath been ſaid; An eye 
for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth. However I 
ſay to you, Make no oppoſition to the evil: but 
if any one ſha]! ſmite thee on the right cheek, 
turn to him the other alſo; and if any one will 
ſue thee at the law to _ thy coat, relinquiſh to 


him 
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him thy cloak alſo; and if any one ſhall preſs 
thee to go a mile, go with him two. 

Give to him that aſketh thee: and refuſe not 
him that would borrow of thee. Ye have heard 
that it hath been ſaid ; Thou ſhalt love thy neigh- 


bour, and hate thy enemy. But I fay to you; 


Love your enemies; bleſs them that curſe you ; 
do good to thern that hate you ; and pray fof them 
that inſult you and perſecute you. That ye may 
be the children of your heavenly Father : for he 


maketh his ſun to ariſe upon the evil and the 


ood ; and ſendeth rain upon the juſt and urjuſt, 
F or if ye love them who love you, what reward 
have ye? do not the publicans the ſame? And if 
ye ſalute your brethren only, what extraordinary 
thing do ye? do not the publicans the ſame ? But 
be ye perfect, even as your heavenly Father is 
perfect. 


S ECT. XVII. 
The Sermon continued. Matt. vi. 1—34. 


T* K E care not to do your. alms before men, to 

be ſeen by them: for otherwiſe ye have no 
reward fromjyour heavenly Father. When there · 
fore you diſtribute your alms, do not ſound a 
trumpet before you; as the hypocrites do, in the 
Synagogues, and in the ſtreets, that they may be 


applauded by men: verily I ſay to you, they 


have their reward, But when thou giveſt alms, 
let not thy left hand know what thy right hand is 
doing : that thy alms may be 1n ſecret ; and thy 
Father, who ſeeth in ſecret, will himſelf reward 
thee openly. - | 
When likewiſe thou prayeſt, thou ſhalt not be 
as the hppoctites: for they love to pray, ſtand- 
ing in the Synagogues, and in the corners of the 


fireets, that they may be taken notice of by men. 


Verily 
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Verily I fay to you, that they have their reward- 
But when thou prayeſt, retire into ſome private 
place, and ſhutting thy door, pray to thy Faber, 
who is in ſecret: and thy Father, who ſeeth in 
ſecret, will reward thee openly. And when ye 
pray, do not vainly multiply words, like the hea- 
thens : for they think that they ſhall be heard by 
their much ſpeaking. Be not therefore like to 
them : for your Father knoweth what you want, 
be fore ye aſk him. Thus therefore pray ye; Our 
Father, who art in heaven ; hallowed be thy 
name: Thy kingdom come: Thy will be done 
on eatth, as it is in heaven: Give us this day our 
daily bread: And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors: And bring us not into tempta- 
tion; but deliver us from the evil: For thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for 
ever. Amen. Now if ye forgive men their 
faults, your heavenly Father will alſo forgive you: 
but if ye forgive not men their faults ; neither 
will your heavenly Father forgive your faults. 
When likewiſe ye faſt, be not as the hypo- 
crites, with a diſmal countenance ; for they alter 
their looks, that they may appear to men to faſt : 
Verily I fay to you, that they have their reward. 
But when thou art faſting, anoint thy head, and 
waſh thy face; that thou mayſt not appear to 
men to faſt, but to thy Father, who is in ſecret: 
and thy Father, who ſeeth in ſecret, will reward 
thee openly. | 
Lay not up for yourſelves treaſures upon earth, 
where moth and ruſt conſume; and where thieves 
break 'n and ſteal: but lay up for yourſelves trea- 
ſures in heaven, where neither moth nor ruſt 
conſume; and where thieves neither break in, 
nor ſteal, For where your treaſure is, there will 
your heart allo be, 
| E 2 The 
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The lamp of the body is the eye; if then thy 
eye be clear, thy whole body will be enlightened : 
but if thy eye be indiſpoſed, thy whole body will 
be darkened. If therefore the light, that ſhould 
bein thee, is darkneſs ; how great is that darkneſs ? 

No man can ſerve two maſters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other; or adhere 
to the one, and negle& the other. Ye cannot 
ſerve God and mammon, Wherefore I ſay to 
you, Be not anxious about your life; what ye 
ſhall eat, or what ye ſhall drink: nor about your 
body, what ye ſhall put on. Is not the life more 
than food; and the body than raiment ? Look 
on the birds of the air: for they ſow not, nei- 
ther do they reap, nor gather into barns; and 
your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are not-ye 
much more excellent than they? And can any of 
you by his anxiety add one cubit to his height? 
Again, Why are ye anxious about clothing? Con- 
der the flowers of the field, how they grow: 
they neither labour, nor ſpin. Yet I ſay to you, 
that Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of theſe. If then God in this manner adorn 
the herb of the field, which one day flouriſhes, 
and another is caſt into the oven; will he not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little faith? Be 
not therefore anxious, ſaying ; what ſhall we eat, 
or what ſhall we drink, or with what ſhall we 
be clothed? For the Gentiles earneſtly ſeek after 
all theſe things; but your heavenly Father know- 
eth that ye have occahon for all theſe things. 
Seek then, in the firſt place, the kingdom of 
God, and his righteouſneſs; and all theſe things 
ſhall be ſuperadded to you. Be not therefore 


anxious about to-morrow : for the morrow will 


bring cares enough of its own ; the evil of the 
day is ſufficient for it,

Give not what is holy to dogs ; neither throw 
your pearls before ſwine, leſt they trample them 
under their feet, and turn again, and tear you. 

Aſk, and it ſhall be given to you; leek, and 
ye ſhall find; knoek, and it ſhall be opened to 
ag For every one, that aſketh, receiveth; and 

e, that ſeeketh, findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it ſhall be opened. What man is there 
among you, if his ſon ſhould aſk him for bread, 
will he give him a ſtone? And if he aſk for a 
fiſh, will he give him a ſerpent ? If therefore ye, 
who are evil, know to give good gifts to your 
children; how much rather will your heavenly 
Father give good things to them that aſk him ? 
Therefore all things whatſoever ye would that 
men ſhould do to you, do ye in like manner to 
them: for this is the law and the prophets.

S ECT. XIX. 


Jeſus, coming down from the mount, cleanſeth 


a leper in his way to Capernaum : and as 
he was going into the city, cures a ſon or 
ſervant of a Centurion. Matt. viii. 113. 


WHEN he was coming down from the 
mountain, the great multitudes followed 
him: and behold a leper came, and worſhipped 
him, ſaying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canſt 
make me clean. And Je.'s ſtretched forth his 
hand, and touched him, ſaying, I will ; be thou 
clean. And immediately his leprofy was cleanſed. 
And Jeſus faith to him, See thou tell no man : 
but go and ſhew thyſelf to the Prieſt, and offer 
the gift, which Moſes hath commanded, for a 
teſtimony to them. . 
And as Jefus was entering into Capernaum, a 
Centurion came to him, intreating him, and 


faying, Lord, my fon [or ſervant] lyeth at home 


paralytick, greatly tormented, And Jeſus ſaith 
to him, I will come and heal him. And the 
Centurion anſwering ſaid, Lord, I am not wor- 
thy that thou ſhouldſt come under my roof: but 
ſpeak the word only, and my ſon [or ſervant] 
{hall be healed. For I amalſo a man under au- 
thority, and have ſoldiers under me: and I ſay 
to one, Go, and he goeth; and to another, 
Come, and he cometh ; and to my ſervant, Do 
this, and he doeth it, Now when Jeſus * 
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this, he was ſtruck with admiration, and ſaid to 
thoſe that accompanied him, Verily I ſay to you, 
I have not found ſo great faith in Iſrael. I fa 
alſo to you, that many ſhall come from the Fal 
and from the Weſt, and ſhall fit down with Abra- 
ham, and Iſaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven: but the children of the kingdom ſhall 
be caſt out to outward darkneſs : there ſhall be 
weeping and gnaſhing of teeth. And Jeſus ſaid 
to him, Go home, and be it to thee, as thou haſt 
believed : and his fon [or ſervant] was cured at 
that very time. 


SECT. XX, 


When Jeſus was in Capernaum, he cured a 
daemomiack in the Synagogue : heals Peter's 
wife s mother : cures many diſeaſes, aud 
safts out many devils ;, and then takes ano-

ND they went into Capernaum, and ſoon 
after on the Sabbath-day he entered into the 


| Synagogue, and . and they were aſtoniſned 


at his doctrine: ſor he taught them, as one that 


- had authority, and not as the Seribes. 
And there was a man in the Synagogue, that 
-had the ſpirit of an unelean devil ; and he cried 


out with a loud voice, ſaying, Let us alone. 
W hat have we to do with thee, Jeſus of Naza- 
reth? Art thou come to deſtroy us? I know 
thee, who thou art, the Holy One of God. And 
Jeſus rebuked him, ſaying, Be ſilent, and come 
out of him. And the unclean ſpirit the devil, 
having thrown him into the midſt of the com- 


pays 
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pany, and violently convulſed him, and making 
a great outcry, came out of him, without doing 
him any harm. And they were all aftoniſhed 
with great amazement, and ſpake and enquired 
among themſelves, ſaying, What is this ? What 
new doctrine is this? What a word is this ? For 
with authority and power he commandeth even 
the unclean ſpirits, and they obey him, and come 
out, 

And immediately his fame ſpread through all 
the country of Galilee, and into all the neigh- 
bouring places. 

And he aroſe prefently, and going out of the 
Synagogue, they went to the houſe of Simon 
and Andrew with James and John, And Pe- 
ter's wife's mother was confined to her bed with a 
violent fever : and immediately they told him, 
and intreated him for her. And he, coming and 
ſtanding over her, took her by the hand, and 
raiſed her up, and rebuked the fever; and at that 
inſtant the fever left her ; and ſhe aroſe, and mi- 
niſtered unto them. | 

And when the evening was come, at the ſet- 
ting of the ſun, they brought to him all that 
were diſtempered with various diſeaſes, and many 
that were poſſeſſed with devils: and the whole 
city was gathered together at the door. And 
he laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them: and devils likewiſe came out of 
many, crying out and ſaying, Thou art the 
Chriſt, the Son of God. But he rebuked them, 
and ſuffered them not to ſpeak : for they knew 
that he was the Chriſt, And with his word he 
caſt out the ſpirits, and healed all the ſick; that 
it might be fulfilled what was ſpoken by the e 

phet 
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phet Iſaiah, ſaying, He himſelf took our infirmi- 
ties, and bore our diſeaſes, 

Now in the morning he aroſe very ea ly, when 
day was coming on, and went out, and departed 
into a deſert place, and there prayc'. And Si- 
mon, and they that were with him, tollo-yed after 
him: and when they had found him, they ſaid to 
him, All men ſeek for thee. The; ple alſo 
ſought after him: and coming where he was, 
they preſſed him not to depart. from them. But 
he ſaid to them, I muſt preach the kingdom of 
God to other cities alſo ; let us go into the next 
towns, that I may likewiſe preach there} for 


therefore was I ſent, and am come abroad. And 


he preached in the Synagogues throughout all 
Galilee, and caſt out devils, 


SEC TFT, XXI. 


A miraculous draught of fiſhes. Jeſus cures 
another leper. Mark i. 49—45, Luke 
V. 1—16. 


AND ſ ſome time after this] it came to pals, 

that when the multitude crowded upon him 
to hear the word of God, as he was ſtar ding by 
the lake of Gennefareth ; he faw tw. ſhips ſta- 
tioned in the lake, but the fiſhermen were gone 
out of them, and were waſhing their nets. And 
entering into one of the thips, which was Si- 
mon's, he defired him to put off a little from the 
land; and he ſat down, and tiught the people 


from the ſhip. And when he had Jone ſpeaking, 


he ſaid to Simon, ſtiike out 15 the deep, and let 
down your nets for a draught, And Simon ait- 
Welling 
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ſwering ſaid to him. Maſter, we have laboured 
all night, and catched nothing : but at thy word 
I will let down the net. And when they had 
done fo, they encloſed a vaſt number of fiſnes; 
and their net brake. And they beckoned to their 
partners who were in the other veſſel, to come 
and aſſiſt them: and they came, and filled both 
ſhips, ſo that they were ready to fink. And 
Peter ſeeing this, fell down betore the knees of 
Jeſus, and faid ; Depart from me, O Lord, for 
Tama ſinful man. For he and all they that were 
with him were greatly aſtoniſhed at the draught 
of the fiſhes, which they had taken: and ſo 
likewiſe were James and John, the ſons of Ze- 
bedee, who were partners with Simon. And 
Jeſus ſaid to Simon, Be not afraid; from this 
time thou ſhalt captivate men. And when they 
had brought their ſhips to the ſhore, they left 
every. thing, and followed him. 

And it came to paſs, that when he was at one 
of the cities, behold, a man full of leproſy, ſee- 
ing Jeſus, came to him, and kneeling down and 
then proſtrating himſelf, begged ot him, faying, 
Lord, if thou wilt, thou canſt make me clean. 
And Jeſus being moved with compaſſion, ſtretched 
forth his hand, and touched him, and ſaid, I 
will ; be thou clean : and immediately, as ſoon 
as he had ſpoken, the leproſy departed from him, 
and he was cleanſed, And giving him a ſtrict 
charge, he directly ſent. him away, and ſaid to 
him; See thou {ay nothing to any one: but go 
and ſhew thyſelf to the Prieſt, and offer for thy 
purification thoſe things which Moſes hath com- 
manded, for a teſtimony to them. But when he 
went away, he began to publiſh this matter very 
much, and to blaze it abroad; and the fame of 
him was rather ſpread the further; and great mul- 
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titudes came together to hear him, and to be 
healed of their infirmities ; ſo that he could no 
longer enter openly into the city, and he with- 
drew without into deſert places for prayer: but 
they followed him from all parts. 


SECT. XXII, 


In croſſing the lake, Jeſus lays a great florm. 
Matt. viii. 18—27, Mark iv, 35—41. 
Luke viii. 22—2g. 15881 Ts 

OW when Jeſus ſaw great multitudes about 

him, he gave orders to go over to the other 
ſide [of the lake]. And a certain Scribe came to 
him and ſaid, Maſter, I will follow thee where- 
ever thou ſhalt go. And Jeſus ſaid to him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have 
neſts; but the Son of man hath not where to 

Jay his head, And another of his diſciples ſaid to 

him, Lord, permit me firſt to go and bury my 

father. But Jeſus ſaid to him ; follow me, and 
leave the dead to bury their deae. | 
Now it came to pals, that on a certain day 


the ſame day when the even was come, he went 


into a ſhip, and his diſciples followed him : and 
he ſaid to them, Let us paſs over to the other 
fide of the lake. And they launched forth; and 
other little veſtels were with him: but they had 
ſent away the great multitude. Now as they 
ſailed he fell aſleep. And behold a great ſtorm 
of wind came down upon the lake, and there 
was a violent agitation in the ſea, inſomuch that 
the ſhip was now covered with the waves; for they 
beat into the ſhip, ſo that it was full; and they 
were in the utmoſt danger. And he was in the 
hinder part of the ſhip, aſleep upon a pillow :

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and his diſciples came to him, and awoke him, 
ſaying, Matter, Maſter, careſt thou not? Lord 
ſave us, we periſh. And he ſaid to them, 
Why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith?

among the tombs ; and was fo exceeding fierce, 
that no man could | ſafely] paſs by that way, 
Neither could any one bind him, no not with 
chains : for he had been often bound with fetters 
and chains ; and the chains were plucked aſunder 
by him, and the fetters broken in pieces; nei— 
ther could any man tame him. And the unclean 
ſpirit had oft times ſeized him, and driven him 
into theſe deſert places: and he was continually 


night and day in the mountains, and in the 


tombs, crying out, and cutting himfelf with 
tones. But when he faw Jeſus afar off, he ran, 
and proſtrated himſelf, and worſhipped him, and 
cried with a loud voice and ſaid, What have I 
to do with thee, Jeſus, thou Son of the moſt 
high God? I beſeech thee, and adjure thee by 
God, that thou torment me not: Art thou come 
hither to torment us before the time? For he had 
commanded the unclean ſpirit; and ſaid to him, 
Come out of the man, thou unclean ſpirit, And 
Jeſus aſked him, ſaying, What is thy name ? 
And he anſwered, faying, My name is Legion, 
for we are many; becauſe many devils had en- 
tered into him. And they intreated him very 
much, that he would not ſend them away out 
of the country ; and command them to go out 
into the abyſs. 

Now there was, at a diſtance from them, a 


great herd of many ſwine feeding at the moun- 


tains: and all the devils deſired of him, ſaying, 
If thou wilt caſt us out, fend us and ſuffer us to 
o into the herd of ſwine: and immediately Je- 
- gave them leave, and ſaid to them, Go. 
And the unclean ſpirits went out of the man, 
and entered into the herd of ſwine: and behold, 
the whole herd, being about two thouſand, ran 
7 | violently 
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violently down a ſteep place into the ſea, and 
were {uffocated. and periſhed in the waters. 

When they, that fed the ſwine, had ſeen what 
was done, they fled, and told every thing in the 
city, and in the country; and what had hap- 
pened to the poſſeſſed of the devil: and they 
went out to ſee what was done. And when they 
came to Jeſus, and ſaw the man, that had been 
poſſeſſed with the devil, and had the legion, and 
out of whom the devils were now departed, ſit- 
ting at the foot of Jeſus, and clothed, and in 
his ſenſes, they were afraid. And they, who 
had ſeen all this, told them likewiſe what had 
been done to the dæmoniack, and how he was 
reſtored ; and alſo concerning the ſwine. And 
behold, the whole city came out to meet Jeſus ; 
and the whole multitude of the country of the 
Gadarenes, when they ſaw him, began to defire 
that he would depart from them out of their 
coaſts: for they were ſtruck with great fear, 

He chen went up into the ſhip, and returned 
back again, But as he was entering into the 
ſhip, the dæmoniack, out of whom the devils 
were departed, begged of him that he might be 
with him. But Jeſus would not permit him; 
and ſent him away, ſaying, Return, go to thy 
own houſe, and to thy own people, and tell 
them how great things the Lord God hath done 
for thee, and hath had compaſſion on thee. And 
he departed, and began to publiſh through the 
whole city, and in Decapolis, what wonderful 
things Jeſus had done for him : and all men were 
amazed,

multitude gathered to him, and the people received

AN D after ſome days he came again, and en- 

tered into his own city Capernaum : and 
when they heard that he was in the houſe, many 
ſoon gathered together, ſo that there was no 
room to receive them, not even about the door ; 
and he preached the Word to them. And it hap- 
pened on one of thoſe days, as he was teaching, 
that Phariſees and Doctors of the law were ſit— 
ting by; who were come out of every town of 
Galilee, and Judea, and Jeruſalem: and the 
power of the Lord was [preſent] to heal em 
| that applied Jor a cure]. 

And behold, they come to him bringing a pa- 
ralytick, who was lying on a couch, and carried 
by four [men]; and they endeavoured to bring 
him in, and ſet him before him. But when they 
could not find by what way they might bring 
him in, and could not come near becauſe of 
the crowd ; they went upon the top of the 
houſe, and removed the covering where he was ; 
and when they had broken it open, they let 
down by the roof the ſick of the palſy, and 
the couch whereon be lay, into the midit before 
Jeſus. And when he faw their faith, he ſaid to 
the paralytick, Son, take courage; thy fins, 
man, ate forgiven thee, But ſome of the Scribes

and Phariſees, that were ſitting there, began to 
reaſon in their hearts, and ſay within themſelves, 
This man blaſphemeth: Who is this? And why 
doth he thus ſpeak blaſphemies? Who can for- 
give fins but God alone? And immediately Jeſus, 
knowing their thoughts, and perceiving in his 
ſpirit, that they reaſoned thus within themſelves, 
faid to them, Why do ye reaſon thus, and think 
evil things in your hearts? For whether 1s it 
eaſier to ſay to this paralytick, Thy fins be for- 

iven thee; or to ſay, Ariſe, take up thy couch, 
and walk ? But that ye may know, that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive ſins; he 
faith to the ſick of the palſy, Ariſe, and take up 
thy couch, and go to thy houfe. And immedi- 
ately riſing up in their preſence, and taking up 
the couch whereon he lay, he went out before 
them all, and departed to his own houſe, glorify- 
ing God. And they were all amazed, and glo- 
rified God, and were filled wich fear, ſaying, 
We have ſeen ſtrange things to- day; ſuch as we 
never ſaw before. The multitude likewiſe, when 
they had ſeen it, wondered, and glorified God, 
who had given ſuch power to men. 


SECT. XXV. 


Matthew called. Some queſtions of diſciples 
of Jobn about faſting anſwered. Matt. 
ix. 9—17, Mark 11, 13—22. Luke 
v. 27—39. 


AND after theſe things, he went out again 
towards the ſea-fide: and all the multitude 
came to him, and he taught them. And as he 
paſſed along he ſaw a publican, Levi, named 
40% Matthew, the ſen of Alpheus, fitting at the 
855 EI | place 
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place where he received the cuſtom ; and he ſaid 
to him, Follow me: and riſing up he left all, and 
followed him. And Levi made a great feaſt for 
him in his own houſe: and it came to paſs that as 
Jeſus ſat at meat in the houſe, a great company 
of publicans and ſinners fat alſo together with 
Jeſus, and his diſciples, and others; for thets 
were many, and they followed him. But when 
their Scribes and Phariſees ſaw him eat with pub- 
licans and finners, they murmured, and ſaid to 
his diſciples; Why do ye cat and drink? And 
how 1s it, that your Maſter eateth and drinketh 
with publicans and ſinners? When Jeſus heard 
it, he anſwering ſaid to them, They that are 
in health have no occaſion for a phyſician, but 
they that are ſick, I came not to call the righ- 
teous, but ſinners to repentance :.go then, and 
learn what that meaneth, I will have mercy, and 
not ſacrifice. ; 

Now the diſciples of John, and of the Phari- 
fees, uſed to faſt. And they came to him ſay- 
ang, Why do we, the diſciples of John and of 
the Pharitees, faſt often, and make prayers : but 
thy diſciples eat and drink, and do not fait? And 
Jeſus ſaid to them, Can the children of the 
bride- chamber mourn and faſt, while the Bride- 
groom is with them? As bong as thy have the 
Bridegroom with them, they cannot faſt. But 
the days will come, when the Bridegroom ſhall 
be taken away from them, and then ſhall they 
faſt in thoſe days. And he ſpake a parable to 
them : No man putteth a piece-of new cloth to 
an old garment ; becauſe the new maketh a rent, 
and alſo the piece, that was put in out of the 
new to fill it up, agreeth not with the old: and 
$efider as it taketh ſrom the old, the rent is made 
worſe. Again, No man putteth new wine int 
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old bottles: leſt the new wine burſt the bottles, 


ſo that they break, and the wine is ſp:i\cd, and 
the bottles dettioyed. But new wine muſt be put 
into new bottles; and both are preſerved. nd 
no man, having drank old 29, immediately de- 
ſires new: for he ſaith, the old ts better. 


Ss ECT. XVI. 
Jeſus raiſes to life the daughter of Jairus. 


Cures a woman that touched bis garment. 
Reſtores ſig hit to ttwo blind men; and ſpeech 
to a dumb damoniack, Matt. ix. 18—34. 
Matt. v. 22—43. Luke viii. 41—56, 


W HILE he was ſpeaking theſe things to 
them, behold, one of the rulers of the 
Synagogue, Jairus by name, came; and when 
he ſaw him, he fell at his feet, and worſhipped 
nim, and intreated him to come to his houſe. 
For my little daughter, an only daughter about 
twelve years of age, is at her laſt extremity and 
juſt dead; I therefore earneitly beieech thee to 
come, and lay thy hands upon her, that the ma 


be healed, and ſhe ſhall live. And jeſus aroſe 


and followed him, as did alſo his difciples : and 
as he went, many people accompanied him, and 
preſſed upon him. | 

And behold, there was a certain woman, who 
had been troubled with a flux of blood for twelve 
years, and had ſuffered many things from many 
phyſicians, and had ſpent ail that ſhe had, even 
all her living upon them, yet could not be healed 
by any, and was not at all better, but rather 
grew worle : ſhe having heard of Jeſus, came 
in the crowd behind im, and touched the hem 
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or border of his garment. For ſhe ſaid within 
heiſelf, If I may but touch his clothes, I ſhall be 
cured, And immediately the fountain of her 
blood was dried up, and the flux ſtopped, and 
ſhe felt in her body that ſhe was releaſed from 
that tormenting diforder, And Jeſus, immedi- 
ately knowing in himfelf, that virtue had gone 
out of him, turned him about in the crowd, and 
ſaid, Who touched my clothes? When all de- 
nied, Peter, and the diſciples that were with 
him, ſaid to him, Maſter, thou ſeeſt hto the 
multitude throng thee, and preſs thee, and ſayeſt 
thou, Who touched me? But Jeſus ſaid, Some 
body hath touched me ; for | perceive that virtue 
is gone out from me: and he turned about to ſee 
her who had done it. Now when the woman 
ſaw that ſhe was not concealed, and knowing 
what was done for her; the came with fear and 
trembling, and falling down before him, told him 
the whole truth, and declared to him before all 
the people, for what cauſe ſhe had touched him, 
and how ſhe was inſtantly cured. Jeſus then, 
having turned about, and ſeen her, ſaid to her; 
Courage, daughter, thy faith hath ſaved thee: 
go in peace, and be free from thy diſtemper : and 
the woman was perfectly recovered from that 
very hour, 

While he was yet ſpeaking [te the 1w9man], 
ſome came from the ruler. of the Synagogue's 
houſe, and faid to him; Thy daughter is dead; 
Why doſt thou ſtill trouble the Maſter ? Trou- 
bie him no more. As ſoon as Jeſus heard the 
word which was ſpoken, he anſwered and ſaid to 
the ruler of the Synagogue: Be not afraid, only 
believe, and the ſhall be recovered. And as he 
was going into the ruler's houſe, he ſuffered no 
man to follow him, but Peter, and * _ 
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John the brother of James, and the father and 
mocher of the child. And all wept and lamented 
ber: and when he was come into the houſe of 
the ruler of the Synagogue, he ſaw che tumult, 
and the pipers, and all the company weeping 
and wailing, and making a great noiſe, And he 
ſaid to them, Get away, weep not: Why do ye 
make ſuch a hubbub and lamentation ; the dam- 
ſe] is not dead, but ſſeepeth? And they derided 
him, knowing that ſhe was dead. But when he 
had turned them all out, he taketh the father and 
the mother of the damſel, and Peter, and Frmer, 


and John, that were with him, and entereth in 


where the damſel was laid. And he took her by 
the hand, and called, ſaying to her, Talitha 
kumi, which is being interpreted, Damfel (I ſay 
to thee) ariſe. And immediately her fpi:it came 
again, and ſhe aroſe, and walked; for ſhe was of 
the age of twelve years. And he ordefed that 
ſomething ſhould be given her to eat. And her 
parents and the reſt were wonderfully aſtoniſhed: 
and he charged them ſtrictly that they ſhould tell 
no man what was done. But the fame of it 
went out into all that country. 

And as he was coming away from thence. two 
blind men followed him, crying out, and fay- 
ing, Have mercy upon us, thou Son of David. 
And when he was entered into the houſe, the 


blind men came to him, and Jeſus faith to them, 


Do ye believe, that I am able to perform this ? 
They ſay to him, Yea, Lord. Then he touched 
their eyes, ſaying, According to your faith be it 
done to you. And their eyes were opened, and 
Jeſus ſtrictly charged them, ſaying, Lake care 
that no one know it: but they departed and 
fpread his fame over all that country. PE 
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And as they were going out, behold, they 
brought to him a man that was dumb, and poſ- 
ſeſſed with a devil: and when the devil was caft 
out, he that had been dumb ſpake. And the mul- 
titudes were amazed, and ſaid, It had never been 
ſeen thus in Iſrael: but the Phariſees ſaid, He 
caſteth out devils by the prince of the devils. 


8 ECT. XXVII. 


Jeſus takes another tour through Galilee, 
Chuſes twelve out of his diſciples for his 

apoſtles. Their names. Matt. ix. 35— 38. 
Mark iii. 13—19. Luke vi. 12—16. 


AND Jeſus went about all the cities and 

villages, teaching in their Synagogues, and 
preaching the Goſpel of the kingdom, and heal- 
ing every diſeaſe, and every malady among the 
people. But when he ſaw the multitudes, he 
was moved with cempaſſion for them, becauſe 
they were faint, and ſcattered abroad, as ſheep 
which have no ſhepherd. Then faith he to his 
diſciples, The harveſt is indeed great; but the 
labourers are few. Pray ye therefore to the Lord 
of the harveſt, that he would ſend forth more 
labourers into the harveſt. 

And it came to paſs in thoſe days, that he went 
from them to a mountain to pray; and continued 
all night in prayer to God, And when it was 
day, he called to him whom he pleaſed of his 
diſciples: and out of them he choſe twelve, 
whom he ordained and named Apoſtles, that they 
ſhould be with him; and that he might ſend 
them forth to preach, and to have power to heal 
diſeaſes, and to caſt out devils,

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And Simon he had ſurnamed [ Cephas] Peter; 
and James the ſon of Zebedee; and John the 
brother of James; and to theſe he added the 
names, Boanerges, which is, Sons of TT hunder ; 
and Andrew; and Philip; and Bartholomew; 
and Matthew (Levi) the publican; and Thomas 


[ Didymus]; and James the le, the fon of Al- 


pheus; and Judas Lebbeus, whoſe ſirname was 
Thaddeus, the brother of [the /a/t] James; and 
Simon the Canaanite, called Zelotes; and Judas 
Iſcariot, who was the traitor, and betrayed him,

Jeſus comes down from the mount, and 
preaches a Sermon on the plain, Luke vi. 


17—49. 


AND coming down with them | from the 
mount] he ſtood upon the plain. And there 
were a great company of his diſciples, and a vaſt 
multitude of the people from all jJudea, and Je- 
ruſalem, and from the ſea-coaſts of Tyre and 
Sidon, who came to hear him, and to be cured 
of their diſeaſes: arid they that were troubled 
with unclean ſpirits; and he healed them. And 
the whole multitude ſought to touch him: -for 
power went out from him, and nealed them, 

And lifting up his eyes on his diſciples, he ſaid: 
Bleſſed are ye poor; for yours is the kingdom 
of God. Bleſſed are ye that hunger now; for 
ye ſhall be filled. Bleiled are ye that weep now 
for ye ſhall laugh Bleſſed are ye, when men 
ſhall hate you, and when they thall ſeparate you 
from them, and ſhall reproach you, and caſt out 
your name as evil, for the ſake of the Son of 
man. Rejoice in that day, and leap for joy; 
for 
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for behold, your reward hu be great in hraven : ar 
and thus did their fathers behave to the pro- in 
phets. | it 
But woe to you who are rich; for ye have re- 
ceived your conſolation. Woe to you who are bl 
filled; for ye ſhall hunger. Woe to you who in 
laugh nw; for ye ſhall mourn and weep. Woe te 
to you when all men ſhall ſpeak well of you; hi 
for thus did their fathers to the falſe prophets. is 
But i (ay to you that hear me; Love your ene- th 
mics: d» good to them that hate you: bleſs them C2 
that curſe you; and p ay for them that calum— v 
niite you : to him that ſmiteth thee on the cheek, W

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and ſhaken, and running over, ſhall they give 
into your lap; for with what meaſure ye mete, 
it ſhall be meaſured to you again. 

And he (pake a parable to them; Can the 
blind guide the blind? Will they not both fall 
into a ditch ? The diſciple is not above his Mal- 
ter: but every one that is perfected, ſhall be as 
his Maſter. Why doſt thou ſce the ſplinter that 
is in thy brother's eye; when thou perceiveſt not 
the beam that is in thy own eye! Or how 
canſt thou ſay to thy brother; Hold, brother, I 
will draw out the ſplinter, that is in thy eye 
when thou doſt not fee the beam that is in thy 
own eye? Thou hypocrite, firſt caſt out the 
beam from thy own eye: and then wilt thou ſee 
clearly to draw out the ſplinter that is in thy 
brother's eye. 

Now there is no good tree, that produceth 
bad fruit: nor. a bad tree that produceth good 


fruit, For every tree is known by its proper” 


fruit: for they do not gather figs from thorns, 
nor make their vintage from the bramble. A good 
man out of the good treaſure of his heart bring- 
eth forth that which is good: and a wicked man 
out of the bad treafure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is bad; for from the abundance 
of the heart his mouth ſpeaketh, 

Why call ye me L we. Lord; and do not gs 
things which I ſay? 5 ery one that cometh 
me, and heareth my words, and. practiſeth; I 
will ſhew you to whom he is like. He is like to 
a man, who, when he was building a houſe, dug, 
and ſunk, and laid a foundation upon the rock 
and when an inundation came, the flood beat 
v ney upon that houſe, and was not able to 
hike itz for it was founded upon the rock. But 
bs that heareth, and doeth not, is like to a 
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man, who built a houſe upon the ground with- 
out a foundation: the flood heart violently upon 


it, and it prefently fell; and great was the ruin 
of that houſe. 


SECT. 29, 


S E T. XXIX. 
Teſus cures the ſervant of a Centurion in Ca- 
pernaum. Luke vii. 1—10. 


NOW when he had finiſhed all his ſayings 


in the audience of the people, he entered 
into Capernaum. And a certain Centurion's 
ſervant, who was very much eſteemed by him, 
was very ill and ready to die. And when he 
heard of Jeſus, he ſent to him the elders of the 
Jews, intreating him to come and fave his ſer— 
vant. And when . came to Jeſus, they ear- 
neſtly deſired him, ſaying, That he was worthy 
for whom he ſhould do this: for he loveth our 
nation, and hath built a >5ynagogue for us. Jeſus 
then went with them: and when he was not far 
from the houſe, the Centurion ſent /ome friends 
to him, ſaying to him : Lord, trouble not thy- 
ſeif : for ] am not worthy that thou ſhouldſt enter 
under my roof, Wherefore neither did I think 
myſelf worthy to come to thee : but ſay in a word, 
and my ſervant ſhall be healed. For I am allo a 
man placed under authority, and have foldiers un- 
der me: and I ſay to one, Go, and he goeth; and 
to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my fer- 
vant, Do this, and he docth it. When Jeſus heaid 
theſe things, he marvelled at him: and turning 
about ſaid to the people who followed him; | [ay 


to you, not even in Iſrael have J found 10 great 


faith. And when they that were ſent returned to 
the houſe, they found the ſervant, that had been 
lick, reſtored to health, SEC Hl.

The apoſiles receive their commiſſian and in- 
firnehions in Capernaum. Natit, x. 1—42. 


Mark i, 19—21, 


ND they went into a houſe: and the mul- 
titudes came together again, fo that they 
could not ſo much as eat bread. And they that 
were with him hearing em, went out to appeaſe 
them; fer they ſaid. They are outtageoue. 
And when he had called to bim his twelve dit- 


ciples, [www he had choſen to be apsjiles] he gave 


them power over unclean ſpirits, to caſt them out, 
and to heal every diſeaſe, and ovary malady. 
Now the names of the twelve a;.cftles were theſe : 
the firſt, Simon who is called Peter. and Andrew 
his brother ; James the ſon of Zebedee, and John 
his brother; Philip and Bartholomew; T homas, 
and Matthew the publican; James the fon of 
Alpheus, and Lebbeus, whole ſirname was Thad— 
deus; Simon the Canaanite, and Judas Iſcariot, 
who alſo betrayed him. "Theſe twelve Jefus ſent 
forth, and commanded them, ſaying, Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles, and enter not into 
any city of the Samaritans : but rather go to 
the loſt ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael, And as ye 
go, preach, ſaying, I he kingdom of heaven is 
at hand. Hcal the ſick; cleanſe the lepers ; 
raiſe the dead; caſt out devils: freely ye have re- 
ceived, freely give. Provide neither gold, nor 
hiver, nor braſs in your purſes; nor a ſcrip for 
your journey; nor two coats; nor | more] ſhoes ; 
nor [another] ſtaff: for the Jabourer is worthy 
of his maintenance.

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And into whatſoever city or village ye fhall 
enter, enquire who is in it that is worthy, and 
there remain till ye go from thence. And when 
ye come into a houſe, ſalute it; and if the houſe 
be worthy, let your peace come upon it: but if 
i: de not worthy, let your peace return to you, 
Ang if any one ſhall not receive you, nor hear 
your words; when ye depart out of that houſe 
oz City, ſhake off the quſt of your feet, Verily 


I fay to you, it ſhall be more tolerable for the 


land of Sodom and Gomorrah, than for that 
city. 

Behold, I ſend you forth as ſheep in the midſt 
of wolves: be ye therefore wife as ſerpents; and 
tnoffenſive as doves, But beware of men: for the 
Wall deliver you up to councils, and ſhall icourge 
you in their ſynago guss. And ye ſhall be brought 
before govetnors ang kines for my fake, for a teſ- 
timony to them and the Gentiles, But when 
they deliver you up, take no thought how or 
what ye ſhall ſay: for it ſhall be given to you at 
that time what ye ſhall ſay. For it is not ye that 
ſpeak ; but the Spirit of your Father, that ſpeaketh 
in you. 

And the brother ſhall deliver the brother to 
death; and the father the ſon; and children ſhall 
riſe up againſt their parents, and cauſe them to 
be put to death. And ye ſhall be hated by all 
men for my name: but he that endureth. to the 
end, the ſame {hall be ſaved. And when they 
ſhall perſecute you in one city, fly to another: 
for verily I fay to you, ye ſhall not finiſh the 
cities of Iſracl, till the Son of Man ſhall come. 

The diſciple | is not above his teacher; nor the 
ſervant above his maſter : it is ſufficient for the 
diſciple, it he can be as his teacher; and the fer- 
vant as his maſter, If they have called the maſter 

of 
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of the houſe Beelzebub; how much rather ww: 
they ſo call his domeſticks ? Fear them not there- 
fore : for there is nothing hid, that {hall not be 
uncovered ; and nothing ſecret, that ſhall not be 
known. What I ſay to you in the darkneſs, de- 
clare in the tight: and what ye hear in the ear, 
preach upon the houſe-tops. And fear not them 
who kill the body; but are not able to kill the 
ſoul : but rather fear him, who is able to deſtroy 
both foul and body in hell. 

Are not two ſparrows ſold for, a farthing ? 
And yet one of them ſhall not fall to the ground 
without your Father. And even the hairs of 


your head are all numbered: therefore fear not; 


ye are of more value than many ſparrows. 

Every one that ſhall confels me before men, 
bim will I alſo confels before my Father, who is 
in heaven. And whoſoever ſhall deny me before 
men, him will I alſo deny before my Father, 
who is in heaven, Think not that I am come to 


ſend peace on the land : I am not come to fend 
peace, but a ſword. For I am come to ſet a man. 


at variance againſt his father; and a daughter 
againſt her mother; and a daughter-in-law againſt 
her mother-in-law : and a man's enemies a bz 
thoſe of his own family. He that loveth father 
or mother more than me, is not worthy of me : 


and he that loveth ſon or daughter more than me, 
is not worthy of me. And he that doth not take 


up his croſs, and follow after me, is not worthy 
of me. He that findeth his life, ſhall loſe it: 


and he that lofeth his life for my ſake, hall 


find it. 

He that receiveth you, receiveth me: and he 
that receiveth me, receiveth him that Ent me, 
He that receiveth a prophet in the name of a pro- 


phet, ſhall receive the reward of à prophet: and!

he that receiveth a righteous man in the name of 
a righteous man, ſhall receive the reward of a 
righteous man.

From Capernaum Jeſus goes to Nain, and 
raiſes the ſon of a widow from the dead. 
Matt. xi. 1. Luke vil. 11—17. 


AND it came to paſs, when Jeſus had made 

an end of giving theſe orders to his twelve 
Ciſciples, he departed from thence to teach, and 
to preach in their cities. And it came to paſs the 
day after, that he went to a city called Nain : 
and many of his diſciples accompanied him, and 
a great multitude. And as he drew nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, a dead man was carry- 
ing out, the only ſon of his mother, and ſhe was 
a widow: and much company of the city was 
with her. And when the Lord ſaw her, he had 
compaſſion on her, and ſaid to her, Weep not. 
And drawing near he touched the bier, and the 
bearers flood ſtill: and he faid, Young man, I 
ſay to thee, ariſe. And he that had been dead, 
ſat up, and began to ſpeak, and he delivered him 
to his mother. And fear came on them all, and 
they glorihed God, ſaying. That a great prophet 
1- riſen up amongit vs: and that God hath viſited 
his people. And chis report of him went forth 
rough all Judea, and through all the country

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S ECT. XXXII. 


Jeſus, when returned to Capernaum, receives 
meſſengers from John Baptiſt. Gives an 
anſwer to them, and a charatter of John. 
Reproaches ſome impenitent cities, and in- 
wites ſinners to come to bim. Matt. xi. 
2— 30. Luke vii. 18—35, 


N OW the diſciples of John informed him of 
all theſe things; and when john had heard 
in priſon the works of Chriſt, he called to him 
two of his diſciples, and ſent them to Jeſus, ſay- 
ing to him, Art thou He that ſhould come; or 
look we for another? When the men were come 
to him, they ſaid, John Baptiſt hath ſent us to 
thee, ſaying, Art thou He that ſhould come; or 
look we for another? Now at that very time he 
cured many diſeaſes, and plagues, and evil ſpi- 
rits; and gave ſight to many blind perſons, Then 

eſus anſwering ſaid to them; Go back, and tell 
— what things ye have ſeen and heard: that 
the blind ſee; the lame walk; the lepers are 
cleanſed; the deaf hear; the dead are raiſed; the 
poor have the goſpel preached to them: and 
bleſled is he, whoſoever ſhall not be ſcandalized 
at me. 

And when the meſſengers of John were de- 
parted, Jeſus began to ſpeak to the multitudes of 
people concerning John; What went ye out into 
the wilderneſs to ſee? a reed ſhaken by the wind ? 
But what went ye out to ſee? a man clothed in 
delicate garments? Behold, they who dreſs in rich 
apparel, and live luxuriouſly, are in king's courts. 
But what went ye out to ſee ?. a prophet? yea, I ay 
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unto you, and much more than a prophet. For 
this is He, of whom it is written, Behold, I ſend 
my meſlenger before thy face ; who ſhall prepare 
thy way before thee, Verily I ſay to you, a- 
mong them that are born of women, there hath 
not riſen a greater prophet than John the Baptiſt : 
notwithſtanding he, that is leaſt in the kingdom 
of heaven, is greater than he. And all the peo— 


ple, and the publicans, when they heard him 


(John) juſtified God, being baptized with the 
baptiſm of John. But the Phariſees and the 
lawyers rejected the counſe] of God to them- 
ſelves : being not baptized by him. And from 


the days of John the Baptiſt, until now, the 


kingdom of heaven ſufftreth violence, and the 
violent take it by force. For all the prophets and 
the law propheſied til] John, And if ye will re- 
ceive it, this is Elias, who was to come. He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

The Lord alſo ſaid; To what ſhall I compare 
the men of this generation, and to what are they 
like? They are like to children fitting in the 
market place, and calling to their companions, 
and ſaying to one another; We have piped to 
you, and ye have not danced: we have mourned 
to you, and ye have not wept and lamented. For 
John the Baptiſt came, neither eating bread, nor 
drinking wine, and they ſay he hath a devil. The 
Son of Man is come eating and drinking, and 
they fay, Behold, a man gluttonous and a wine- 
bibber; a friend of publicans and ſinners: but 
wiſdom is juſtified of all her children, 

Then he began to upbraid the cities, in which 
molt of his miracies had been performed, becauſe 
they repented not. Woe to thee, Chorazin : 
woe to thee, Bethſaida : for if the miracles, 
which have been done in you, had been done in 
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Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented long 
ago in ſackcloth and aſhes. But I ſay to you, 
It ſhall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. And thou, 
Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, ſhalt 
be brought down to hell: for if the miracles, 
which have been done in thee, had been done in 
Sodom, it would have remained to this day. But 
] fay to you, that it ſhall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than 
for thee. 

At that time Jeſus anſwered and ſaid ; I thank 
thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou haſt hid theſe things from the wile and un— 
derſtandipg, and haſt revealed them to babes: 


even ſo, Father, becauſe it ſeemed good in thy 


fight. All things are delivered to me by my Fa- 
ther: and no man knoweth the Son, but the Fa- 
ther; neither doth any man know the Father, 
but the Son, and he to whom the Son will reveal 
him. Come to me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you eaſe. Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek, and Jowly in heart: and ye ſhall find reſt 
for your fouls. For my yoke is caly, and my 
burthen is light,

Feſus dines with a Phariſee in Capernaum. 
[s anointed by a woman for the firſts time. 
Luke vii. 36—30. 


ND one of the Phariſees invited him to eat 


with him: and going to the houſe of the 


Phariſee, he fat down to table, And bchold, a 


woman 
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woman in the city, who was a ſinner, wnowing 
that he fat at meat in the Phariſee's houf brought 


an alabaſter box of rich ointment; and handing 
behind (a) at his feet, ſhe wept, and began to 


Water his feet with her tears; and wiped them 
with the hairs of ber head; and kifled his feet ; 
and anointed them with the precious ointment, 
But when the Phariſce, whe invited him ſaw 
this, he ſpakc within himſelf, ſaying, This man, 
if he was a prophet, would know who, and whit 
fort of a woman this is. who toucheth him; for 
ſhe is a finner. And fſelus anſwering ſaid to 
him; Simon, | have ſomething to ſay to thee: 
and he ſaid, Maſter, fay it. A cerinn creditor 
had two debtors: one owed five hundred peace, 
and ihe other fifty. But as they had. nothing to 
pay, he generouſly forgave them both: ſay then, 
which of theſe will love him moſt ? And Simon 
anſwering faid, I ſuppoſe that ne, to whom he 


- forgave moiſt, He then ſaid to him, Thou hatt 


judged right: and turning towards h woman, 
he ſaid to Simon, Seeſt thou this wor an? 1 en- 
tered into thy houſe, thou did ve me wa— 
ter for my feet: but {he hath wathed my feet with 
tears, and wiped them with ihe hairs of her head, 
Thou didſt not give me a K: but the, from the 
time ſhe came in, hath not ceaſcd to k iſs my fect, 
Thou didſt not anvint my head with oil: but ſhe 
hath anointed my feet with precious ointment.

Jeſus * fer eral places in his way to Jeru- 
ſalem al ihe feaſt. Cures an infirm man 
at the pos! of Leihbeſda: and vindicaies 
himſelf, aud his nnjion, Luke vill. 1—3. 
John v. 147. 


ND it came to pals after this [er the day 

after] that he went through every city and 
village preaching, aud dcciarins the go0d lidings 
of the kingdom of God: and the twelve were 
with him; and certain women, who had been 
healed of evil ſpirits and infirmities Mary Mag- 
dalenc, out of whom went {even devils; and jo- 
anna the wife of Chuza, Herod's ſteward, and 
Suſannah, and many others, who miniſtred to 
him with their ſubſtance. 

After this there was a feaſt of the Jews, and 
Jeſus went up to Jeruſalem. Now there is in 
Jeruſalem by the ſheep-market a pool, which is 
called in the Hebrew tongue Betheſda, having 
five porticos. In theſe lay a great number of! in- 
firm, blind, lame, withered, waiting for the 
moving of the water. For at a certain ſeaſon an 
angel deſcended into the pool, and agitated the 
water: he then, that went in firſt after the agi- 
tation of the water, was recovered from whatever 
diſorder he had been ſeized. Now e there was a 
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certain man there, who had been under an in— 
firmity for thirty-eight years. Teſus ſeeing him 
laid there, and kno io” +++. he had been zn this 
condilion for a long ih to him; Wilt thou 
be made whole? I i. potent man anſwered 
him; Sir, I have nd man to put me into the poo), 
when the water is moved: but while I am com- 
ing, another gueth in before me. Jeſus ſaith to 
him; Riſe, take up thy couch, and walk. And 
immediately the man was recovered, and took up 
his couch, and walked. And on that day was a 
fabbath : the Jews therefore ſaid to him that was 
cured ; It is a ſabbath; it is not lawful for thee 
to carry thy couch. He anſwered them; The 
ſame that made me whole, ſaid to me; Take up 
thy couch, and walk. Then they aſked him; 
Who is the man, that ſaid to thee, Take up thy 
couch, and walk? But he that was cured, knew 
not who it was: for there being a great company 


in the place, Jeſus had ſlipped away. After 


wards Jeſus findeth him in the temple, and ſaith 
to him; Behold, thou art made whole: fin 90 
more, leſt a worſe thing happen to thee. The 
man went away, and told the Jews, that Jeſu; 
was the perſon, who had made him whole. 

And for this the Jews perſecuted Jeſus, ar! 


fought to put him to death; becauſe he had done 


theſe things on a ſabbath. But Jeſus anſ« ered 
them; My Father worketh until now; and | 
alſo work. For this therefore the Jews ſought 
the more to put him to death ; becauſe he had 
not only broken the ſabbath: but alſo becauſe he 
ſaid that God was his Father; making bimſelt 
equal with God. Jeſus therefore anſwered and 
taid to them; Verily, verily, I ſay to you, the 
Son can do nothing of himſelf, unlefs he {hl} 
ſce the Father doing it: for what things he 
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doeth, the ſame in like manner doeth the Son 
alſo. For the Father loveth the Son, and ſhew- 
eth to him all things, which he himſelf doeth : 
and greater works than theſe will he ſhew to him, 
that ye may be aſtoniſhed, For even as the Fa- 
ther raiſeth the dead, and giveth them life; ſo 
alſo the Son giveth life to whom he pieaſes, For 
neither doth the Father judge any one ; but he 
hath committed all judgment to the Son: that 
all men ſhould PEA the Son, even as they ho- 
nour the Father: he that honoureth not the Son, 
honoureth not the Father, who ſent him. Ve— 
rily, verily, I ſay to you, that he who hearcth 
my word, and believeth on him that ſent me, 
hath everlaſting life: and ſhall not come into 
condemnation, but is paſſed from death to life. 
Verily, verily, I fay to you, ine time cometh, 
and now is, that the dead hall hear the voice of 
the Son of God: ; and hearing they ſhall live. 
For as the Father hath lite in him elf, fo hath he 
pres alio to the Son to h AVC lite in himſelf: and 

e hath given him authority alto to execute judg- 
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t becauſe he is the gen of Man. Wondet 


not. at this; for the time will come when all that 
are in thi e grave 8 Hall! 

ut of them: the 7 that have done good tt A re- 
ae don of 79H and they * ' nave practiſed 
evil, to a reſurrection of damnation. I can do 
nothing of myſelf 
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will, but the will of him that ſent me. 
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If I reſtify for. myſelf, my teſtimony is not 


' true, There is another who reftifi th for me: 


and I know that the teſtimony with which he 
teſtiheth for me, is true. Ye tent to John, and 
he teſtified to the truth. But 1 receive not teſti- 


mony from man: yet I mention theie things, 
that 
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that ye may be ſaved. He was a burning and 
a ſhining light; and ye were willing for a little 
while to rejoice in his light. But I have a teſti- 
mony greater than John' s: for the works which 
the Father hath given me to finiſh, the ſame 
works which I do, witneſs for me, that the Fa- 
ther hath ſent me: and the Father, who ſent me, 
himſelf teſtifieth for me. Ye have neither heard 
his voice at any time, nor ſeen his appearance: 
and ye have not his word abiding in you; for 
ye believe not on him, whom he hath ſent. 
Search the Scriptures; for ye think to have eter- 
nal life in them: and thele are they which teſ— 
tify of me. Yet ye will not come to me, that 
ye might have life. 

I receive not honour from men. But I know 
you that ye have not the love of God in you, 

am come in the name of my Father, and ye 
receive me not: if another ſhall come in his own 


name, him ye will receive. How can ye believe, 


who receive honour from each other; and feck 
not the honour which is from God only? Think 
not that I ſhall accuſe you to the Father : the 
accuſer of you is Moſes, in whom ye truſt. For 
had ye believed Moſes, ye would believe me; 
for he wrote concerning me: but it ye believe 
not his writings; how ſhould ye believe my 
words? 
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S ECT. XXXV. 


The diſciples pluck the ears of corn on a Sab- 
bath. The Phariſees blame them, Jeſus 
excuſes them, On another Sabbath reſtores 
a withered hand; and then returns into 
Galilee, Matt. xii. 1—21. Mark ii. 
23— 28. Ill, 1—12, Luke vi. 1—11, 


AND it came to paſs that about that time, 

jeſus went on the ſecond Sabbath after 
the firſt through the corn-fields : and his diſci— 
ples were hungry, and began as they went to 
pluck the ears of corn and did eat, rubbing them 
in their hands. And certain of the Phariſees 
when they ſaw it, ſaid to them; Why do ye 
that, which is not lawful to do on the Sabbath- 
days? The Phariſees ſaid alſo to him; Behold, 
thy diſciples do that, which is not lawful to do 
on the Sabbath. And jeſus anſwering them ſaid; 
Have ye never read that which David did when 
he wanted, and was hungry : he and they that 
were with him? How he went into the houſe of 
God, in the days of Abiathar the high-prieſt ; 
and did take, and eat the ſhew-bread, and gave alſo 
to them that were with him: which was not Jaw- 
ful for him, neither for them to eat ; but for the 
prieſts alone. Or have ye not read in the law, 
that on the Sabbath-days the prieſts in the tem- 


ple profane the Sabbath, and are blameleſs ? 


And J ſay to you, that a greater than the temple 
is here. But if ye had known what this mean- 
eth, I wil) have mercy, and not ſacrifice; ye 
would not have condemned the innocent. He 
{aid to them alſo, The Sabbath was made for 
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man; and not man for the Sabbath: fo that 
the Son of -Man is Lord even of the Sabbath, 
And when he went from thence, it came to 
pais alſo that on another Sabbath he entered again 
into their Sonago gue, an 1d taught. And behold, 
a man was there, who had a withered hand. 


And the Scrib-s and Phariſees watched him, 


whetn er he would heal on the Sabbath- day; that 
they might find an accuſation againit bim. But 
ne knew their thoughts, and {aid to the man who 


had the withered hand; Rite up, and ſtand forth 
in the midſt; and he arcſe, and food forth. 
And they aſked him, ſaying; Is it lawful to heal 


on the Sabbath- day? that they might accuſe him. 
Then {ad Jeſus to them, I will aſk you one 
thing; Is it lawſul on the Sabbath-days to do 
good or to do evil? to fave life, or to kill and 
deſtroy it? but they were ſilent. He faid like- 
wile to them 3 What man is there among you, 
who, if he ſhall have one ſheep fall into a pit on 
the Sabvath-day, will not lay hold on it, and 


lift it dat? How much then is a man more ex 


cellent than a ſheep! 80 that it is lawful to do 
good on the Sabbath-days. And wil en "my had 
looked round about upon them them all with in- 
dignation, being grieved for the 8 S Of their 
hearts; he ſaith to the man, Stretch forth thy 
hand: and he ſtretched it out, and his hand was 
reſtored whole, like the other. And they were 
filled with Fage 3 and the Phariſees went out, 
and immedia ely took counſel with the Herocrans 
againſt him, how they might defiroy him. But 
when ſeſus knew it, he withdrew himtelf from 
thence with his diſciples to the ſea. And a great 
multitude followed him from Galijee, and from 
Judea, and from Jeruſalem,” and from Idumea, 


and from beyond Jordan; and they about Tyre 
and 
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and Sidon, a great multitude, when they had 
heard what great things he did, came to him: 
and he healed them all, and charged them that 
they ſhould not make him known. | 
And he ſpoke to his diſciples, that a ſmall ſhip 


ſhould be ready for him, upon account of the 


multitude, that they might not crowd in upon 


him. For he had healed many ſo that they who 


were under any diſorders, puſhed forward to him, 
that they might touch him. And unclean ſpi- 


rits, when they ſaw him, fell down before him, 


and cried, ſaying, Thou art the Son of God: 
and he ſtrictly charged them, that they ſhould 
not make him known, T hat it might be ac- 
compliſhed, what was ſpoken by the prophet 


Iſaiah, ſaying, Behold, my ſervant, whom I have 


choſen ; my beloved, in whom I am well pleaſed : 
I will put my Spirit upon him; and he ſhall de- 
clare judgment to the Gentiles. He ſhall not 
contend, nor exclaim, neither ſhall any one. hear 


his voice in the ſtreets, He ſhall not break a 
bruiſed reed; nor extinguiſh the ſmoaking flax; 


till he ſend forth judgment to victory: and in his 
name ſhall the Gentiles truſt, 
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S EBT. NAA 


In Caperiaum Jeſus cures another demoniach. 
J be Phariſees a ſecond time aſcribe bis mi- 
racles to Beelzebub. They require a ſigu 
for the firſt time. The fign of the prophet 
Jonas promiſed for the firſt time. His mo- 
ther und brethren viſit bim. Matt. xii. 
22— 60. Mark Ill. 22—35. 


75 HEN was brought to him one poſſeſſed with 

a devil, blind and dumb: and he healed 
him, ſo that the blind and dumb both ſpake and 
ſaw. And all the people were amazed, and ſaid; 
Is nat this the fon f David ? But when the Pha- 
riſces and the Scribes, who came down from Je- 
rufalem, heard it, they faid ; This elle doth 
not caſt out devils, but by Beclzebub, the. prince 
of the devils, And Jeſus knowing their thoughts, 
called them to him, and ſaid to them in parables, 
How can Satan caſt gut Satan? Every kingdom 
divided againſt ittelf is brought to deſolation, 
and cannot be eitablithed : and every city or 
houſe divided againſt itfelf, cannot ſubſiſt. If 
then Satan riſe up. againſt himſelf, and be di- 
vided, and caſt out Satan; he is divided againſt 
himfcif: how therefore ſhall his kingdom ſtand ? 
It cannot ſtand, but hath an end. And if 1 by 
Beelzebub calt out devils; by whom do your ſons 
caſt them Hut? Therefars they ſhall be your 
judges. But if I cait our devils by the Spirit ct 
860 9. then the kingdom of God is chme to you. 
Otherwiſe, how can one enter into aftrong man's 
houſe, and ſpoil his goods? He cannot / 2, 
unlets he firſt binds the ſtrong man; and then he 
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may ſpoil his houſe. He that is not with me, is 
againſt me: and he that gathereth not with me, 
fcattereth abroad. Wheretore I ſay to you, all 
manner of fins ſhall be forgiven to the ſons of 
men, and all blaſphemies with which they ſhall 
blaſpheme ; but the blaſpheniiy of the Holy Spirit 
ſhall not be forgiven to men. For he that ſhall 


blaſpheme againſt the Holy Spirit, hath never“ 


forgiveneſs ; but is obnoxious to cternal damna- 
tion. And whoſoever ſpeaketh a word againſt 
the Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven him; but 
whoſoever ſpeaketh againſt the Holy Spirit, it 
ſhall never be forgiven him, either in this world, 
or in that to come. And this, becauſe they ſaid 
he had an impure fpirit. 

Either make the tree good, and its fruit 200d : 
or elſe make the tree bad, and its fruit bad; for 
the tree is known by the fruit. O generation of 
vipers: how can ye, being evil, ſpeak good 
things? For out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth ſpeaketh. A good man from the good 
treaſure of the heart, bringeth forth good things: 
and an evil man from the evil treaſure, bringeth 
forth evil things. But I fay to you; That for 
every idle word, which men ſhall ſpeak, they 
ſhall give an account at the day of judgment: 
for by thy words thou ſhalt be juſtified ; and by 
thy words thou ſhalt be condemned. 

Then certain of the Scribes and Phariſees an- 
ſwered, ſaying, Maſter, we would fee a ſign 


from thee. But he anſwered and ſaid to them; 


A wicked and adulterous generation ſeeketh after 
a ſign: and no ſign ſhall be given to it, but the 
ſign of the prophet Jonas. For as Jonas was 
three days and three nights in the belly of a great 
fiſh : ſo ſhall the Son of Man be three days and 


three nights in the heart of the earth, The men 
of 
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of Nineveh ſhall ariſe at the judgment with this 
generation, and ſhall condemn it: becauſe the 
repented at the preaching of Jonas; and behold, 
a greater than Join is here. The queen of the 
South ſhall be raiſed up in the judgment with 
this generation, and ſhall condemn it : for ſhe 
came from the furtheſt parts of the earth to hear 
the wiſdom of Solomon ; and behold, a greater 
than Solomon is here, 

When the unclean ſpirit is come out of a man, 
he walketh through dry places, ſeeking reſt, and 
findeth none. hen he faith, I will return to 
my houſe, from whence l came out: and when 
he is come, he findeth it empty, ſwept, and gar- 
niſned. Then he goeth, and taketh with him- 
ſelf ſeven other ſpirits, more wicked than him- 
ſelf; and they enter in, and dwell there: and 
the laſt ſtate of that man is worſe than the firſt. 
Thus alſo ſhall it be to this wicked generation. 

While he was yet ſpeaking to the multitudes, 
behold, his mother and his brethren ſtood with— 
out, and ſent in to call him, deſiring to ſpeak 
with him. And a great company ſat round him: 
and they told him; Behold, thy mother and thy 
brethren ſtand without, deſiring to ſpeak with 
thee. But he anſwered, and ſaid to him that 
told him; Who is my mother? and who are my 
brethren? And he looked round on them, who 
ſat about him, and ftretching forth his hand to- 
ward his diſciples ſaid, Behold my mother, and 
my brethren : for whoſoever ſhall do the will 
of God my heavenly Father; the ſame is my 
brother, and ſiſter, and mother,

Jeſus preaches in parables at the ſea of Ga- 
lee. The parable of the ſecwer. T he in- 
terpretation of it. The parable of the 
= ppm Matt. xiii. 1—23. Mark 


iv. I—25. Luke viii. 4—18, 


HE fame day Jeſus went from the houſe, 

and fat by the ſea-ſide, and began again to 
teach there, And preat-multitudes of people 
were come to him out of every city, and were 
gathered together; ſo that he went up into a RIP, 
and fat in the fea, and the whole multitude {to od 
by the ſea on the ſhore. And he taught them 
many things by parables ; and ſaid to them in his 
doctrine by a rn le: 

Liſten. Behold, a ſower went forth to {ow 
his ſeed. And * came to paſs, as he ſawed, 
ſome fell by the way ſide; and it was trœdden 
under foot, and the fowls of the air came, and 
devoured it. And ſome fell upon {tony places 

upon a rock, wheie it had not much earth: and 
immediately it ſprang up, becauſe it had no depth 
of foil, And as ſoon as it was ſprung up, and 
the fun aroſe, it was ſcorched, nd withered 
away, becauſe it had no root, and waned mute 
ture. And ſome fell among thorns, and the 
thorns grew up with it, and thoake hit; and it 
yielded no fruit, And the eſt fell on goud land, 
and produced truit which ſprang up and increaſed, 


and yielded, fome thirty, ſome ſixty, and ſome 


an hundred 5 Id. And Shen he had ſaid theſe 
things, he cricd out, and ſaid to them; He that 
hath e ears to hear, let him hear. 


And 
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And when he was alone, [at ſome diſtance from 
the multitude] the diſciples that were about him 
with the twelve came to him, and aſked of him 


the parable; and ſaid to him, Why ſpeakeſt thou 


to them in parables? He anſwered, and ſaid to 
them; Becauſe to you it is given to know the 
myſteries of the kingdom of heaven: but to them 
It is not granted; for to others that are without, 
all theſe things are done in parables. For to 
every one that hath {hall be given, and he ſhall 
have more abundance : but from him that hath 
not, even that, which he hzth, ſhall be taken 
away. TI herctiore | ſpeak to them in parables: 
that ſeeing they may ſee, but not fee, ſo as to 
perceivez and hearing they may hear, but not 
hear, ſo as to underſtand ; if peradventure they 
ſhould be converted, and thr fins foroiven them, 
And in them is fulfilled the prophec) of ſaiah, 
which faith, By hearing ye ſha!! hear, and ſhall 
not underſtand: and ſeeing ye {hall tee, and ſhall 
not perceive. For the heart of this people is 
waxed groſs, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes they have cloſed : left at any time 
they ſhould ſee with therr eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and underſtand with their heart; and 
ſhould be converted, and I ſhould heal them. 
But bleſſed are your eyes, for they ſee; and your 
ears, for they hear. For verily I fay to you, that 
many prophets and righteous men have defired to 
ſee thoſe things, which ye ſee, and have not 
ſeen them: and to hear thoſe things, which ye 
hear, and have not heard them. 

And he ſaid to them; Know ye not this pa- 
rable? and how then will ye know all parables ? 
Hear ye therefore the parable of the ſower. Now 
the parable is this. The ſeed, which the ſower 
ſoweth, is the word of God. And theſe wo 

they 
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they by the way-ſide: when any one heareth the 
word of the kingdom, and underſtandeth it not; 
then cometh immediately Satan, the wicked one, 
and catcheth away the word, which was ſow in 
his heart, leſt he ſhould believe and be ſaved, 
This is he that received ſeed by the way-ſide. 
And theſe are they likewiſe, which received the 
ſeed on ſtony ground, or on a rock: who, when 
they have heard the word, immediately receive it 
with joy: but have no root in themſelves, and 
ſo believe and endure for a little time; for when 
tribulation or perſecution ariſeth becauſe of the 
word, they are preſently offended, and in time 
of temptation fall away. And thele are the 
which received feed, or were ſown, or fell among 
thorns : ſuch as hear the word, and go out; and 
the cares of this world, and the deceitfulneſs of 
riches, and the pleaſures of life, and the luſts of 
other things entering in, choke the word; and it 
becometh unfruitful, and bringeth no fruit to 
perfection. And theſe are they, who received 
the ſeed that was ſown in good land: ſuch as 
hear the word, and underſtand, and receive, and 
keep it in an honeſt and good heart; and bring 
forth fruit with patience, ſome thirty, ſome ſixty, 
and ſome an hundred fold. 

And he ſaid to them; Is a candle brought to 
be put under a buſhel, or under a bed; and not 
to be placed upon a candleſticx? No man, when 
he hath lighted a candle, covereth it with a veſ- 
ſe], or putteth it under a bed; but placeth it up— 
on a candleſtick ; that all who come in may ſee 
the light, For there is nothing hid, which ſhall 
not be made maniteſt : neither was any thing 
kept ſecret, but that it ſhould be known and pub- 
liſhed. If any man have ears to hear, let him 
hear. And he ſaid to them, Take heed what 
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and how ye hear: with what meaſure ye mete, 
it ſhall be meaſured to you; and to you that hear, 
more ſhall be added. For to him that hath, ſhall 
be given : and from him that hath not, ſhall be 
taken even that which he hath, or ſeemeth to 


have. | | 0

Jeſus proceeds 10 teach the people by parables, 
Of the tares. Of the wmperceptible growth 
of ſeed. Of the muſtard- ſeed. Of the 
leaven. Then his mother comes to him a 
ſecond time. Matt. xiii. 24—25. Mark 
iv. 26—34. Luke viii. 19—21, 


H E propoſed another parable to them, ſaying, 
The kingdom of heaven may be compared 
to a man, who ſowed good ſeed in his field : but 
while men flept, his enemy came. and ſowed 
tares among the wheat, and went away. So 
that when the blade ſprung up, and was pro- 
ducing fruit, then appeared alſo the tares. $9 
the F of the houſholder came, and ſaid to 
him; Sir, didſt not thou ſow good ſeed in thy 
eld? from whence then hath it tares? He ſaid 
to them; Some malicious perſon hath done this, 
The ſervants ſaid to him; Wilt thou then that 
we go, and gather them up? But he ſaid, No: 
left while ye gather up the tares, ye root up alſo 
the wheat with them. Suffer them both to grow 
together till the harveſt: and in the time of che 
bal veſt I will ſay to the reapers; Gather ye to— 
gether firſt the tares, and bind them in bundles, 
that they may be burnt ; but gather the wheat 


into my barn, ; 
And 
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And he ſaid, So is the kingdom of God, as if 


a man ſhould caſt ſeed. into the ground; and 


ſhould ſleep and riſe night and day; and the ſced 
ſhould ſpring and grow» up, he knoweth not how. 
For the e 'rth ſpontaneouſly bringeth on the fruit: 
firſt the blade, then the ear, after that the full 
grain in the ear. But when the corn is ripe, 
immediately he ſendeth in the fickle, becauſe the 
harveſt is come, 

And he, ſaid, To what ſhall we compare the 
kingdom of God ? and in what kind of parable 
ſhall we propoſe it? Then he gave out this other 
parable to them. The kingdom of heaven is 
like to a grain of muſtard- ſeed, which a man took 
and ſowed in his field: which indeed, when it is 
ſown in the carth, is the leaſt of all feeds, that 
are in the earth, But when it is ſown, it grow- 
eth up, and is the greateſt among herbs: for it 
becometh a tree, and ſhooteth out great branches; 
ſo that the fowls of the air come and lodge in the 
branches under the ſhadow of it. 

Another parable ſpake he to them; The TRE 
dom of heaven is like to leaven, .which a woman 
took, and covered it up in thiee meaſures of meal, 
till the whole was leavened. 

All theſe things Jeſus ſpoke to the multitude 
in parables; and with many ſuch parables he 


preached the word to them, as they were able to 


hear it but without a parable he did not ſpeak 
to them. That it might be fulfilled, which was 
ſpoken by the prophet ſaying ; I will open my 
mouth in parables : 1 will proclaim things, which 


have been kept ſecret from the foundation of the 


world, 

Then came to him his mother and his bre- 
thren : but they could not come near him for the 
crowd, And it was W layings Thy gy 

all 
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and thy brethren ſtand without, defiring to ſee 


thee. And he anſwered and ſaid to them; My 
mother and my brethren are theſe, who hear the 
word of God and do it. 


S EC T. XXXIX. 


Jeſus goes back to Capernaum. Explains the 
parable of the tares, The parable of hid- 
den treaſure; of a merchant ſeeking pre- 
cious pearls, of a net caſt into the ſea , 
and of the houſnolder bringing out things 
new and old. Matt. xiii. 36— 52. Mark 


iv. 34. 


| THEN Jeſus ſent the multitude away, and 


went into the houſe: and when they were 
in private, he expounded all things to his diſci— 
ples. And they came to him, ſaying, Explain 
to us the parable of the tares in the field, He 
anſwered and ſaid to them; He that ſoweth the 
good ſeed, is the Son of Man. The field is the 
world. The good feed are the children of the 
kingdom: but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one. The enemy that ſoweth them, is 
the devil. The harveſt is the end of the world; 
and the.reapers are the angels. As therefore the 
tares are gathered and burnt in the fire: ſo ſhall 
it be in the end of this world. The Son of Man 
ſhall ſend forth his angels, and they ſhall gather 


out of his kingdom all offences, and them who 


commit iniquity z and ſhall caſt them into a fur- 
nace of fire; there ſhall be wailing and gnaſhing 
of teeth. Then ſhall the righteous ſhine out, as 
the ſun, in the kingdom of their Father. Who 
hath ears to hear, let him hear, 
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Again, the kingdom of heaven is like to a 
treaſure hid in a field: which, when a man hath 
found, he concealeth; and for joy of it goeth 
and ſelleth all that he hath, and buycth that 
field. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like to a 
man, who is a merchant looking out for precious 
pearls: who, when he had found one pearl of 
great price, went, and ſold all that he had, and 
bought it. 

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like to a 
net, that was caſt into the ſea and gathered of 
every kind. Which they drew to ſhore when it 
was full: and ſat down, and collected the good 
into veſſels; but caſt the bad away. So ſhall it 
be at the end of the world: the angels ſhall 
come forth, and ſeparate the wicked from among 
the juſt, and ſhall caſt them into the furnace of 
fire; there ſhall be wailing and gnaſhing of 
teeth. 

Jeſus faith to them; Have ye underſtood all 
theſe things? They ſay to him, Yes, Lord. 
Then ſaid he to them, Therefore every Scribe, 
who is inſtructed to the kingdom of heaven, is 
like to a man that is an houſholder, who bring— 


eth forth out of his treaſure things new and old. 


. 


Jeſus goes to Nazareth, and ſoon leaves it. 
Takes another tour, and ſends out his 


apoſtles, Matt. xiii. 53—58. Mark vi. 
1—13. Luke ix. 1—6, 


AN 1) it came to paſs that when Jeſus had 
finiſhed theſe parables, he departed thence, 


and went to his own country: and his diſciples” 
I 2 followed 
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followed him. And when he was come to his 
own country, and the Sabbath-day was come, he 
began to teach them in their Synagogue: ſo that 
many who heaid him were aſtoniſhed, ſaying; 
Whence hath this man this wifdom that is given 
to him, and ſuch mighty works which are wrought 
by his hands? Is not this the carpenter ? the fon 
of the carpenter? Is not his mother called Mary? 
and his brethren, James, and Joſes, and Simon, 
and Judas; and his filters, are they not all with 
þ | us? Whence then hath this man all theſe things? 
10 And they were offended in him. But Jeſus ſaid 
1 to them; A prophet is not without honour, ex- 
I cept in his own country, and among his own re- 
Jations, and in his own houſe. And he could 
not, and did not perform many mighty works 
there, becauſe of their unbelief: except that he 
laid his hands upon a few ſick, and healed them. 
And he wondered at their unbelief, and went 
round about the villages teaching. | 

Then he called his twelve diſciples together, 
and began to ſend them out by two and two: and 
gave them power and authority over all devils, and 
impure ſpirits, and ta cure diſeaſes. And he 
ſent them to preach the kingdom of God, and to 
heal the ſick. And he faid to them; Fake nothing 
for your journey, but one ſtaff; neither ſtaves, 
nor ſcrig nor bread, nor money in your girdles; 
neither nave two coats apiece-: but be ſhod with 
ſandals, and put not on two coats. And he faid 
to them; In any place when ye enter into a 
houſe, there abide till ye depart from thence. 
And if any ſhall not receive you, nor hear you; 
when ye depart thence, ſhake off even the duſt 
under your feet for a teſtimony againſt them. 
Verily I fay to you; it ſhall be more tolerable 

for Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judyment, 15 
than 
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than for that city, And they departed, and went 
2 the towns, preaching the goſpel, that 
men ſhould repent: and they caſt out many de- 
vils, and anointed with oil many that were fick, 

healing them every where. 


SECT. AlLL 


John Baptiſt beheaded by Herod. Matt. xiv. 
1—11. Mark vi. 14—29. Luke ix. 
29 

NOW at that time king Herod the tetrarch 

heard of the fame of jeſus, and of all that 


was done by him; for his name was ſpread abroad. 


And he was perplexed, becauſe it was faid by 
ſome, that John was riſen from the dead; and 
by ſome, that Elias had appeared; and by others, 
that one of the old prophets was riſen again. 
And Herod ſaid, John have I beheaded : but 
who is this, of whom [I hear ſuch things? And 
he deſired to ſee him: and ſaid to his ſervants, 
This is John the Baptiſt, he is riſen from the 
dead: and therefore mighty works do ſhew forth 
themſelves in him. Others ni ſaid, that it is 
Elias: and others ſaid, that it is a prophet, or 
as one of the prophets. But when Herod heard 
them he (aid again, It is certainly John whom 1 
beheaded : he is riſen from the dead. 

For Herod himſelf had ſent forth, and appre— 
hended John, and bound him, and put him in 
priſon upon account of Herodias, his brother 
Philip's wife: for he had married her; and John 
bad ſaid to Herod ; It is not lawful for thee to 
have thy brother's wife. For this cauſe Hero- 


dias had a a ſtrong reſentment againit him, and 


© 2 would 
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would have put him to death, but ſhe could not : 
for Herod feared John, knowing him to be a juſt 
and holy. man; and obſerved him, and when he 
heard him, did many things, and heard him with 
pleaſure. And afterwards when he was willing 
to put him to death, he was afraid of the multi- 
tude, becauſe they took him for a prophet. 

But a convenient day being. come, when He- 
rod on his birth-day made a ſupper for his lords, 
chief captains, and the principal perſons of Ga- 
lilee, the daughter of the ſaid Herodias came in, 
and danced before them; and pleaſed Herod, and 
them that ſat with him. The king ſaid to the 
damſel; Aſk of me whatſoever thou wilt, and I will 
give it thee. And he ſware to her, and promiſed 
with an oath, whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of me, 
] will give it thee, even to the half of my king- 
dom. And ſhe went out, and ſaid to her mo- 
ther; What ſhall I aſk? And ſhe ſaid; the 
head of John the Baptiſt, And ſhe, being pre- 
moniſhed by her mother, immediately came in 
with haſte to the king, and aſked ſaying, I de- 
fire that thou will preſently give me in a diſh the 
head of John the Baptiſt, And the king was 
exceedingly ſorry ; yet for his oath's ſake, and 
out of regard to them, who ſat with him, he 
would not reject her; and he commanded it to 
be given her. And the king ſent directly one 
of his guards, and commanded him to bring the 
head of John: and he went, and beheaded him 
in the priſon; and his head was -brought in a 
diſh, and given to the damſel; and ſhe carried 
it, and gave it to her mother. 

And when his diſciples heard Hit, they came, 
and carried away his corple, and Jaid it in a 
ſcpulchre, 
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S E C T. XLII. 


The apoſtles return to Capernaum. Jeſus goes 
over the late; and for the firſt time feeds 
a multitude by miracle, Matt. xiv. 12— 
21. Mark vi. 30—44. Luke ix. 1o— 
17. John vi. 1—13. 


H IS (John's) diſciples buried the body, and 


went, and told Jeſus: and when Jeſus heard 


it, he departed thence. And the apoſtles, be— 


ing returned, gathered themſelves together to je- 
ſus, and told him all things, both what they had 
done, and what they had taught. And he faid 
to them, Come ye yourſelves privately to a deſart 
place, and reſt a little: for there were ſo many 
coming and going, that they had not an oppor- 
tunity of eating bread. After theſe things Jeſus 
took them, and they departed thence, and went 
privately by ſhip over the ſea of Galilee, which 
is the ſea of Tiberias, into a deſart place, be- 
longing to the city cailed Bethſaida, And the 
people ſaw them departing ; and many knew it, 
and the , when they heard of it, followed 
him. For'a great multitude. attended him, be- 
cauſe they had ſeen his miracles, which he per- 
formed upon them that were diſcaſed: and they 
ran afoot thither out of all cities, and outwent 
them, and came together to him, 

And when Jeſus came out , the ſhip, he ſaw 
a great multitude of much people, and was moved 
with compaſſion for them, becauſe they were as 
ſheep not having a ſhepherd : and he received 
them and began to teach them many things, and 


to ſpeak to them of the kingdom of God; and 


he healed all that wanted healing. 
And 
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And Jeſus went up to a mountain, and fat there 
with his diſciples. And the paſſover, a feaſt of the 
Jews, was near, And when the evening came, 
that the day was far ſpent, and began to wear 
away; his diſciples, the twelve, came to him, 
ſaying, This is a deſart place, and the day is far 
advanced : diſmiſs the multitudes, that they may 
go into the towns and villages round about, and 
buy themſelves bread and victuals, for they have 
nothing to eat. But Jeſus ſaid to them, They 
need not depart: give ye them to eat, Jeſus 
then, lifting up his eyes, and ſeeing a great com- 
pany come to him, faith to Philip; Whence ſhall 
we buy bread, that theſe may eat? And this he 
ſaid to prove him, for he himſelf knew what he 
intended todo. Philip anſwered him, Two hun- 
dred pennyworth of bread is not ſufficient for 
them, that every one of them may have a little. 
And they ſaid to him; Shall we go, and buy two 
hundred pennyworth of bread, and give them to 
eat? And he faith to them; How many loaves 
have ye? go, and ſee. And when they knew, 
they ſay; Five, and two fiſhes. One of his diſ- 
ciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, ſaid to 
him, There is a lad here, who hath five barley 
loaves and two ſmall fiſhes: but (we have no 
more) what are they among ſo many? He ſaid, 
Bring them hither to me. And he commanded 
the multitude to fit down on the green graſs; 
(now there was much graſs in the place) and 
he ſaid to his diſciples; Make them all fit down 
by companies. And they did fo, and made them 
al ſit down in ranks by hundreds and by fifties ; 
ſo the men ſat down, in number about five 
thouſand. And when Jeſus had taken the five 
loaves, and the two fiſhes, he looked up to hea- 
ven: and when he had given thanks, he bleſſed 

| them, 
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them, and brake the loaves, and diſtributed to his 
diſciples to ſet before the multitude that were ſet 
down; and likewiſe the two fiſhes divided he 
among them all ; and the diſciples gave them to 
the multitude, as much as they would have, 
And they did all eat, and were filled : and when 
they were filled, he ſaid to his diſciples ; Gather 
up the fragments which remain, that nothing 
may be loſt, Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and filled twelve baſkets with the frag- 
ments of the five barley loaves and the two fiſhes, 
which remained over and above to them that had 
eaten. And they that had eaten, were about hve 
thouſand men, beſides women and children, 


S ECT. XLII. 


Feſus diſmiſſes the multitude, that would have 
made him a king. Sends his diſciples in a 
ſhip for Bethſaida : but by a ſtorm they 

. Tere carried towards Capernaum. He 
walks upon the ſea in the ſtorm; and 
makes Peter do the ſame. Matt. xiv. 
22—34. Mark vi. 45—53. John vi. 
14—21. 


THEN thoſe men, when they had ſeen the 
miracle, which ſeſus performed, ſaid; This 

is indeed that prophet, who was to come into 
the world. When Jeſus therefore perceived that 
they would come and take him by force, to make 
him a king, he immediately obliged his diſciples 
to get into a hip, and to go before him to the 
other ſide for Bethſaida; while he ſent the mul- 
titudes away, And when evening was "_— 
18 
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his diſciples went down to the fea, and entered 
8a ſhip, and went over the ſea towards Caper- 

1. And when he had ſent them al! away, 
n ent up again by himſelf into a mountain to 
Fray; and he was there alone. And when the 
evening was fo far advanced that it was dark, 
the ſhip was in the midſt of the ſea: and the ſea 
aroſe by reafon of a great wind that blew, and 
the ſhip was toſſed by the waves. So when they 
had rowed about five and twenty or thirty fur- 
longs, in the fourth watch of the night, Jeſus 
ſaw them toiling in rowing, for the wind was 
contrary to them; and he cometh to them walk- 
ing on the ſea, and drawing nigh to the ſhip, 
and would have paſſed by them. But when they 
ſaw him walking upon the ſea, they were afraid, 
ſuppoling and ſaying, It is a ſpirit; and they 
cried out for fear: for they all ſaw him, and were 
troubled, But he talked with them, and faith 
to them, Take courage; it is I, be not afraid, 
Then Peter anſwered him and ſaid; Lord, if it 
be thou, conmand me to come to thee upon the 
water. And he ſaid to him, Come. And when 
Peter was come down from the ſhip, he walked 
on the water to go to Jeſus, But when he ſaw 
the wind boiſterous, he was afraid, and begin- 
ning to fink, he cried, Lord, ſave me. And 
immediately Jeſus ſtretched forth a hand, and 
caught him, and ſaid to him, O thou of little 
faith, why didſt thou doubt? Then they went up 
into the ſhip, and they willingly received him : 
and the wind ceaſed, and immediately the ſhip 
was at the land, whither they went. And they 
were greatly amazed in themſelves beyond mea- 
ſure, and wondered : for they did not think of 
the loaves, becauſe their heart was ſtupified. 
Then they that were in the ſhip came, and wor- 


ſhipped 
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ſhipped him, ſaying, Of a truth, thou art the 
Son of God. And having paſſed over they ar- 
rived at the land of Genneſareth, and drew to 
the ſhore. 


SECT. XLIV. 


The ſermon and converſation of Jeſus in the 
Synagogue at Capernaum, John vi. 22— 


71. 
＋ H E day following [the miracle of the loaves] 


when the people, who ſtood on the other 
fide of the ſea, ſaw that no other boat was there, 
but that one into which his diſciples had entered; 
and that Jeſus did not go with his diſciples into 
the boat, but that his diſciples were gone away 
alone. (Howbeit there came other boats from 
Tiberias, near to the place where they had eaten 
bread, after the Lord had given thanks.) When 
the people therefore ſaw that Jeſus was not there, 
neither his diſciples, they alſo took ſhipping, and 
came to Capernaum, ſeeking for Jeſus. And 
when they had found him on the other fide of 
the ſea, they ſaid to him, Rabbi, when cameſt 
thou hither? Jeſus anſwered them and faid; Ve- 
rily, verily, I ſay to you, ye ſeek me, not be- 
cauſe ye ſaw the miracles: but becauſe ye did 
eat of the loaves, and were filled. 

Labour not for the meat, which periſheth : 
but for that meat, which endureth to everlaſting 
life; which the Son of Man ſhall give to you; 
for Him hath God the Father ſealed. Then faid 
they to him; What can we do, that we may 
work the works of God? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
to them; This is the. work of God, that ye 
ſhould 


w 
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ſhould believe 'on him, whom he hath ſent. 
Then they ſaid to him; What iign therefore doſt 
thou ſhew, that we may ſee and believe thee ? 


What doſt thou work? Our fathers did eat bread | 


in the wilderneſs, as it is written; He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat. Then Jeſus ſaid to 
them ; Verily, verily, I ay to you; Moſes did 
not give you the bread from heaven: but my Fa- 
ther giveth you the true bread from heaven. For 
the bread of God is that which cometh down from 
heaven, and giveth life to the world. Then ſaid 


they to him; Lord, always give us this bread, 


And Jeſus ſaid to them; I am the bread of life : 
he that cometh to me, ſhall never hunger; and 
he that believeth on me, ſhall never thirſt, But 
J have ſaid to you, that ye have even ſeen me, 
and believe not, All that the Father giveth me, 
will come to me: and him that cometh to me, 
IT will by no means caſt out. For I came down 
from the Father, not that I might do my own 
will; but the will of him, that ſent me. And 
this is the will of the Father, that ſent me, that 
of all which he hath given me, I ſhould loſe 
none: but ſhould raiſe it up at the laſt day. 
This likewiſe is the will of him that ſent me, 
that every one, who ſeeth the Son and believeth 


on him, may have everlaſting life: and I will 


raiſe him up at the laſt day. 

The Jews then murmured about him, becauſe 
he ſaid, I am the bread, that came down from 
heaven: and they ſaid; Is not this Jeſus, the 
ſon of Joſeph, whoſe father and mother we 
know ? How then can he ſay, That I came down 


from heaven? Jeſus therefore anſwered and ſaid 


to them ; Murmur not among yourſelves. No 
man can come to me, unleſs the Father, who 


ſent me, draw him; and J will raiſe him up * 
the 


i 
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the laſt day. It is written in the prophets; And 
they ſhall be all taught by God. Therefore 
every one, who hath heard and learnt from God, 

cometh to me. Not that any one hath ſeen the 

Father, except He who is from the Father: He 
hath ſeen the Father. 

Verily, verily, I ſay to you; he that believeth 
on me, hath everlaſting lite. I am the bread of 
life. Your fathers did eat the manna in the wil 
derneſs, and died: this is the bread, which 
cometh down from heaven; that any one may 
eat of it, and not die, I am the living bread, 
which came down from heaven : it any one eat 
of this bread, he ſhall live for ever: «and the 
bread, which I will give, is my fleſh; which J 
ſhall give for the life of the world. 

The Jews therefore diſputed among themſelves ; 
ſaying, How can this man give us his fleſh to cat ? 
Then Jeſus ſaid to them, Verily, verily, I fay to 
you, Except ye eat the fleſh of the Son of Man, 
and drink his blood, ye have not lite in you. He 
that eateth my fcſh, and drinketh my blood, 
abideth in me, and I in him. As the living Fa- 
ther hath ſent me, and I live by the Father ; : ſo 
he that eateth me, ſhall live by me. This is the 
bread which came down from heaven: not ag 
your fathers did eat the manna, and dicd; he 
that eateth this bread, ſhall live for ever, 

He ſpoke theſe wards: in the Synagogue, as he 
taught at Capernaum : Many therefore of his 
diſciples, who heard him, ſaid; This is a ditli- 
cult faying, who can hear it? But Jeſus, know- 
ing in himſelf, chat his diſciples murmured about 
it, ſaid to them, ' Noth this offend you? I hut 
therefore if ye ſhall ſee the Son of Man aſcend 
where he was before? It is the Spirit that quick- 
eneth; the fleſh profiteth nothing : the words, 

N which 
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which I ſpeak to you, are ſpirit, and life. But 
there are ſome of you who do not believe: (for 
from the beginning Jeſus knew who they were 
that did not believe; and who it was that ſhould 
betray him.) He ſaid likewiſe, For this reaſon 
I faid to you, that no man can come to me, un- 
leſs it be granted to him by my Father. 

From that time many of his diſciples went 
back, and walked no longer with him. There— 
fore ſaid Jeſus to the twelve; Will ye alſo go 
away? Then Simon Peter anſwered him; Lord, 
to whom ſhall we go; thou haſt the words of 
eternal life? And we believe and know that thou 
art the Chriſt, the Son of the living God. Jeſus 
anſwered them; Have not I choſen you the 
twelve: but one of you is a devil. And he meant 
Judas Ifcariot, the ſon of Simon: for he would 
betray him, being one of the twelve,

Jeſus cures ſeveral at Capernaum, and in the 
country as be travelled, probably to Feru- 
ſalem at the Paſſover. See John vi. 4. 
He returns again to Galilee, and diſputes 
<vith the Phariſees about waſhing of hands 
and cups, Matt. xiv. 34, 35. XV. 1— 
20. Mark vi. 54—56. vii. 1—23, John 
vii. 1. 


HEN they (Jeſus and his diſciples) had 
come out of the ſhip, the men of that 


place preſently knew him, and they ran, and 
ſent out through that whole region round about: 
and beg.n to carry about in beds thoſe that were 
ſick, where they heard he was; and een to 
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him all that were diſeaſed. And wherever he 
entered ¶ in his journey, probably to Feruſalem] in- 
to villages, or cities, or country, they laid the 
infirm in the ſtreets; and intreated him that they 


might touch, if it were but the border of his gar- 


ment: and as many as touched him were made 
perfectly whole. 

And after theſe things Jeſus walked in Galilee: 
for he would not walk in Jewry, becauſe the 
Jews [the great men in Feruſalem] ſought to kill 
him. Then came together to him the Phariſees, 
and certain of the Scribes of Jeruſalem, who 
came from thence. And when they ſaw ſome 
of his diſciples eat bread with defiled (that is to 
ſay, with unwaſhed) hands, they found fault. 
(For the Phariſees, and all the Jews, except they 
waſh their hands often, eat not, holding the tra- 
dition of the elders : and when they come from the 
market, except they waſh, they eat not. And 
there are many other things, which they have 
received to hold: as the wathing of cups, and 
pots, and of brazen veſſels, and of tables. 
Then the Phariſees and Scribes aſked him; Why 
walk not thy diſciples according to the tradition 
of the elders, but tranſgreſs it, and eat with un- 
waſhed hands? And he anſwered and ſaid to 
them; Why do ye alſo tranſgreſs the command- 
ment of God by your own tradition? Ye fairly 
reject the commandment of God, that ye may 
keep your own tradition. For God commanded 
by Moſes, ſaying, Honour thy father, and thy 
mother: and he that curſeth. father, or mother, 
let him die the death. But ye (ay, If any man 
whatſoever ſhall ſay to Jig father or mother; Ut ig 
corban, that is to ſay, a gift, by which thou 
mighteſt receive benefit from me, he ball be free; 
and ye ſuffer him no more to do any thing for 
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his father or his mother, Thus ye make void 
the word and commandment of God by your tra- 
dition, which ye have delivered: and many ſuch 
like things ye do. Ye hypocrites, well did Iſa- 
jah propheſy of you, as it is written: This peo- 
ple draweth near to me with their mouth, and 
honoureth me with their lips, but their heart is 
far from me. But in vain do they worſhip me, 
teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. 
For laying aſide the commandment of God, ye 
hold the tradition of men, as the waſhing of pots 
and cups: and many other ſuch like things ye 
do. | 

| Now when he had called all the people to him, 
he ſaid to them, Hearken to me every one of 
you, and underſtand. Nothing from without a 
man, which goeth into the mouth, and entereth 
into him, can defile him : but the things which 
come out of him, what proceedeth out of the 
mouth, thoſe are they that defile the man, If 
any man hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

And when he was entered into the houſe from 
the multitude, his diſciples came, and aſked him 
concerning the parable, and faid to him; Dot 
thou know that the Phariſees were offended, after 
they heard this ſaying. But he anſwered and 
ſaid, Every plant which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted, ſhall be rooted up. Let them alone; 
they are blind leaders of the blind: and if the 
blind lead the blind, both ſhall fall into a ditch. 

Then anſwered Peter, and ſaid to him; De- 
clare to us this parable. And Jeſus ſaid to them ; 
Are ye alſo thus without underſtanding? Do ye 
not yet perceive, that whatſoever thing from 
without entereth into the man, it cannot defile 
him? Becauſe whatſoever entereth in at the 


mouth, entereth not into his heart, but goeth 
into

into the belly, and is caſt out into the vault, 


which purgeth all meats. And he ſaid, That 
which cometh out of a man, that defileth a man : 
becauſe thoſe things, which proceed out of the 
mouth, come forth from the heart. For from 
within, out of the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetouſneſs, wickedneſs, falſe witneſs, deceit, 
laſciviouſneſs, an evil eye, blaſphemy, pride, fool- 
iſhneſs. All theſe evil things come from within, 
and theſe are the things which defile the man: 
but to eat with unwaſhed hands, defileth not a 
man. |

Jeſus goes towards Tyre and Sidon, and cures 
the daughter of a Canaanitiſh woman, who 
was vexed with a devil, He returns to 


Galilee through Decapolis, where he cures 


a deaf man, who had alſo an impediment 


in his ſpeech. Matt. xv. 21—28, Mark. 


vii. 24—37. 


AN D from thence Jeſus aroſe, and departed, 


and went into the coaſts or borders of T'yre 
and Sidon : -and entered into a houſe, and would 
have no man know, but he could not be con- 


cealed. For behold, [as he went away], a Ca- 


naanitiſh woman of the ſame coaſts, whoſe young 
daughter had an unclean ſpirit, heard of him, and 
came, and cried to him, ſaying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord, thou Son of David : my daughter 
is grievouſly vexed wi.h a devil: (the woman was 
a Greek, a Syro-Phœnician by nation) and ſhe 
beſought him that he 278 caſt forth the devil 
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out of her daughter. But he anſwered her not a 
word: and his diſciples came, and deſired him, 
ſaying, Diſmiſs her, for ſhe crieth after us. But 
he anſwered and ſaid, I am not ſent, but to the 


Joſt ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael. Then ſhe came, 


and fell at his feet, and worſhipped him, ſay ing, 
Lord help me. But Jeſus ſaid to her, Let the 
children firſt be filled : for it is not proper to take 
the children's bread, and throw zt to the dogs. 
And ſhe anſwered and faid to him; True, Lord, 
yet the dogs under the table eat of the crumbs, 
which fall from their matter's table. Then Jeſus 
anſwered and ſaid to her; O woman, great is 
thy faith: for this ſaying go thy way, be it unto 
| thee even as thou wilt, the devil is gone out of 
thy daughter. And her daughter was cured from 
that very hour: and when ſhe came to her houſe, 
ſhe found the devil was gone out, and her daugh- 
ter lying upon the bed. 

And departing again ſrom the coaſts of Tyre 
and Sidon, he came towards the ſea of Galilee, 
through the midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis. 
And [in that country] they bring to him one that 
was deaf, and had a great impediment in his 
ſpeech : and they intreat him to put his hand 
upon him. And he took him apart from the 
multitude ; and put his fingers into his ears, and 
ſpit, and touched his tongue. And looking up 
to heaven, he fighed, and ſaith to him, Ephpha- 
tha, that is, be opened. And immediately his 
cars were opened, and the ſtring of his tongue 
was looſed, and he ſpake plain. And he charged 


them that they ſhould tell no man: but the more 


he charged them, ſo much the more a great deal 
they publiſhed it; and were beyond meaſure aſto- 
nifſhed, ſaying, He hath done all things well: 
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making both the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
ſpeak. 


SECT. 47. 


S E C T. XLVII. 


Jeſus again feeds a mullitude: and then goes 
to Dalmanutha. There the Phariſees a ſe- 
cond time demand a ſign from heaven: and 
the ſign of the prophet Jonah is again pro- 
miſed. Matt. xv. 29—39. xvi. 1—4, 
Mark vii. 1—12, 


AND Jeſus departed from thence, and came 
near to the ſea of Galilee ; and went up to 
a mountain, and fat down there. And great 
multitudes came to him, having with them lame, 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many others; and 
laid them down at the feet of Jeſus, and he 
healed them. So that the people were aſtoniſhed, 
when they ſaw the dumb ſpeaking, the maimed 
made whole, the lame walking, and the blind 
ſeeing : and they glorified the God of Iſrael. 

In thoſe days the multitude being very nume— 
rous, and having nothing to eat, Jeſus called 
bis diſciples to him, and faith to them, I have 
compaſſion on the multitude, becauſe they have 
now been with me three days, and have nothing 
to eat. And I am not willing to ſend them away 
faſting to their own houſes, leſt they ſhould faint 
by the way : for many of them come from afar, 
And his diſciples anſwered him; How can one 
ſatisfy theſe men with bread here ? from whence 
ſhould we have ſo much bread in the wilderneſs, 
as to fill ſo great a multitude? And he aſked 
them, How many loaves have ye? And they 
ſaid, Seven, and a few ſmall fiſhes. And he com- 
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manded the multitude to fit down on the ground: 
and he took the ſeven loaves, and gave thanks, 
and brake, and gave to his diſciples to ſet before 
them; and they ſet them before the people. And 
they had a few ſmall fiſhes : and he bleſſed, and 
commanded to ſet them alſo before them. So 
they did all eat, and were filled : and they took 
up ſeven baſkets full of the remnants of the broken 
meat: and they that had eaten were about four 
thouſand men, beſide women and children. And 
he ſent away the multitude, and immediately 
entered into a ſhip with his diſciples: and came 
into the parts of Dalmanutha in the coaſts of 
Magdala. | 

And the Phariſees and the Sadducees came, 
and diſputed with him: and tempting him de- 
manded that he would ſhew them a ſign from 
heaven. He anſwered and ſaid to them? When 
it is evening, ye ſay, It woill be fine weather; for 
the ſky is red: and in the morning, it will be 
tempeſtuous; for the ſky is red and lowring. O 
ye hypocrites, ye can diſcern the face of the ſky : 
but can ye not diſcern the ſigns of the times ? 
And he ſighed deeply in ſpirit; and faith; Why 
doth this generation demand a ſign? A wicked 
and adulterous generation demandeth a ſign: but 
verily I fay to you, there ſhall no ſign be given 
to it, but the ſign of the prophet Jonah, 


. 
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SECT. XLVII. 


Jeſus warns his diſciples againſt the leaven of 
the Phariſees. Cures a blind man near 
Bethſaida. Goes to Cefarea Philippi. 
Beflows the power of the keys upon Peter: 
and after that rebukes Peter. Matt. xvi. 
5—23. Mark viii. 13—33. Luke ix. 
18—22. 


AND he left them, and departed, and enter- 
ing again into the ſhip, he went to the other 

ſide. Now when the diſciples were come to the 
other fide, they had forgotten to take bread z 
neither had they any more.than one loaf in the 
ſhip with them. Then Jeſus charged them, ſay- 
ing, Take heed, and beware of the leaven of the 
Phariſees, and of the Sadducees, and of Herod, 
And they reaſoned among themſelves, ſaying, 
This is becauſe we have taken no bread, When 
Jeſus perceived it, he ſaid to them; O ye of 
little faith, why do ye reaſon among yourſelves, 
becauſe ye have no bread ? Do ye not yet per- 
ceive, neithe; underftand ? have ye your heart 
yet hardened? Having eyes, do ye not fee? and 
having ears, do ye not hear? Do ye not remem- 
ber the five loaves among five thouſand, and how 
many baſkets ye took up? nor the ſeven loaves 
among four thouſand, and how many baſkets ye 
took up? When I brake the five loaves among 
hve thouſand, how many baſkets full of fragments 
did ye take up? They ſay to him, Twelve. And 
when the ſeven among four thouſand, how many 
baſkets full of fragments did ye take up? And 
they faid, Seven. Then he ſaid to them; How 
18 
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is it that ye do not underſtand, that I ſpake to 
you, not concerning bread, but that ye ſhould 
beware of the leaven of the Phariſees and of the 
Sadducees. Then they underſtood, that he told 
them not to beware of the leaven of bread, but of 
the doArine of the Phariſees and of the Sad- 
ducees. 

And he cometh to Bethſaida, and they bring 
a blind man to him, and intreat him that he 
would touch him, And he took the blind man 
by the hand, and led him out of the town: and 
when he had ſpit on his eyes, and put his hands 
upon him, he aſked him if he ſaw any thing. 
And he looked up, and faid ; I ſee men, as trees, 
walking. After that he put his hands again upon 
his eyes, and made him look up: and he was re- 
ſtored, and ſaw every man diſtinctly. And he 
ſent him away to his houſe, ſaying, Neither go 
into the town; nor tell it to any in the town. 

And Jeſus went out, and his diſciples into the 
towns of Cæſarea Philippi. And it came to pals, 
that upon the road, when he was come into the 
coaſts of it, and had been praying in private, 
and his diſciples were with him, he aſked them, 
faying, Whom do men ſay that I am? the Son 
of Man? They anſwering ſaid, Some /ay, John 
the Baptiſt ; but ſome, Elias; and others, Jere- 
mias; and others, that one of the old prophets is 
riſen again. He faith to them; But whom {ay 
ye that l am? And Simon Peter anſwered, and 
faith to him; Thou art the Chriſt of God, the 
Son of the living God. Then Jeſus anſwered 
and ſaid to him; Bleſſed art thou Simon Bar- 
jona, for fleſh and blood hath not revealed it to 
thee, but my Father, who is in heaven, And ! 
fay alſo to thee," that thou art Peter: and upon 
this rock I will build my church; and the gates 


of 
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of hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. And J will 
give to thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven; 
and whatſoever thou ſhalt bind on earth, ſhall 
be bound in heaven ; and whatſoever thou ſhalt 


looſe on earth, ſhall be looſed in heaven. And 


he ſtrictly charged his diſciples, and commanded 
them not to tell any man that thing of him, that 
he was Jeſus the Chriſt, 

From that time Jeſus began to teach, and ſhew 
to his diſciples, ſaying, That he the Son of Man 
muſt go to Jeruſalem, and ſuffer many things, and 
be rejected by the Elders, and Chief-prieſts, and 
the Scribes; and be put to death, and after three 
days be raiſed again the third day. And he 
ſpake that ſaying plainly: but Peter taking him 
up, began to rebuke him, ſaying, Far be it from 
thee, Lord; this ſhall not be to thee. Then Je- 
ſus, having turned about and looked at his diſci- 
ples, turned to Peter and reprimanded him, ſay- 
ing, Get thee behind me, Satan, thou art an 
offence to me: for. thou regardeſt not the things 
of God, but the things of men, 


SECT. XLIX. 


Jeſus recommends patience and reſignation. 
Declares kimſelf judge of the world. Is 
transfigured before three diſciples. His 


death and reſurrection foretold a third time. 


Matt. xvi. 24—28. xvii. 1—13. Mark 
viii. 34, 35. ix. 1—13. Luke ix. 23 
36. 


FHEN he called the people to him with his 
diſciples, and ſaid to them all; If any one 
will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and 
daily 
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daily take up his croſs, and follow me. For 
whoſoever will ſave his life, ſhall loſe it: and 


whoſoever ſhall loſe his life for the ſake of me 


and the goſpel, the ſame ſhall find and fave it. 
For what would a man be profited, if he ſhould 
gain the whole world, and by loſing his own life 


ole himſelf, and be caſt away? Or what ſhall a 
man give as a ranſom for his life? Whoſoever 


therefore ſhall be aſhamed of me, and my words, 


in this adulterous and ſinful generation; of him 
alſo ſhall the Son of Man be aſhamed, when he 
cometh in his own glory, and in the glory of the 
Father, with the holy angels. For the Son of 
Man ſhall come in the glory of his Father, with 
his angels, and then he ſhall reward every man 
according to his works. And he ſaid to them, 
Verily I tell you for a truth, there be ſome ſtand- 
ing here, who ſhall not taſte of death, till they 
have ſeen the kingdom of God, and the Son of 
Man coming in his kinzdom with power. 

And it came to paſs after fix days, or about 
eight days ¶incluſive] after theſe diſcourſes, Jeſus 
took with him Peter, and James, and John his 
brother, and brought them up privately to a high 
mountain by themſelves to pray. And while he 
was praying, he was transfigured before them, 


and the appearance of his face was altered, ſo 


that his face ſhone like the fun : and his raiment 
was white and ſparkling ; and became exceeding 
white, as ſnow, or the light; ſo as no fuller on 
earth can whiten them. And behold, there ap- 
eared to them two men, who were Moſes and 
lias, and they were diſcourling with him. They 
appeared al/o in glory, and they talked of his de- 
ceaſe, which he was to accompliſh at Jeruſalem. 
But Peter, and they that were with him, were 
Lat fir] heavy with ſleep: and when they were 
awakened, 
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awakened, they ſaw his glory, and the two men 
ſtanding with him. And it came to paſs, as 
they were about to be parted from him, Peter 
anſwered and ſaid to Jeſus; My Lord and Maſ- 
ter, it is good for us to be here; and if thou 
wilt, let us make here three tents, one for thee, 
and one for Moſes, and one for Elias: for they 
were fo frighted, that he knew. not what he 
ſhould, or what he did fay, While he was thus 
ſpeaking, behold, there came a bright cloud, 
which overſhadowed them [H]: and they (the 
diſciples) were afraid when they entered into the 
cloud. And lo, a voice came out of the cloud, 
which ſaid, This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleaſed : hear ye him. And when the 
diſciples heard it, they iell on their faces, and 
were greatly terrified. And Jeſus came, and 
touched them, and ſaid; Be not afraid. And 
ſuddenly, when the voice was paſt, ſeſus was 
found alone : for lifting up their eyes, and look- 
ing round about, they ſaw no man any more, 
but Jeſus only with themſelves. 

And as they came down from the mountain, 
Jeſus commanded them, ſaying; Tell the viſion, 
and what things ye have ſeen, to no man, till 
the Son of Man be riſen again from the dead. 
And they were filent, and told no man in thoſe 
days any of the things, which they had ſeen: but 
they catched at that ſaying, debating among 
themſelves, what the riſing from the dead could 
mean. | 

And his diſciples aſked him, ſaying; Why then 
do the Scribes fay that Elias mutt firſt come? 
And Jeſus anſwering ſaid to them; Elias truly 
cometh firſt, and ſhall reſtore all things. But I 
ſay to you, that Elias is indeed come already, and 
they know him not; but have done to him what- 
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ever they pleaſed, as it is written of him. And 
the Son of Maa likewile ſhall ſafer by them: 
for it is written of the Son of Man, that he muſt 
endure many things, and be vilified. Then the 


diiciples underſtood, that he ſpake to them of 
John the Baptiſt, 


SE. CL. 


Feſus cures an epileptick. Foretels his ſuffer- 
ings and reſurrection for the fourth time. 
Comes to Capernaum, and pays the tribute, 
Matt. xvii. 14—27. Mark ix. 14—32. 
Luke ix. 37—45. | 

AND it came to paſs, that on the next day, 

when they came down from the mountain, 

a great multitude met him. And when he was 

come to the (% of his) diſciples, he ſaw a great 

company about them, and the Scribes diſputing 
with them. And immediately all the multitude, 
as ſoon as they beheld him, were greatly amazed, 
and running to nim ſaluted him. And he afked 
the Scribes; What diſpute have ye with them; 

And behold, a certain man of the, multitude, 

kneeling down to him, anſwered and cried out, 

ſaying ; Maſter, I have brought to thee my ſon, 
who hath a dumb ſpirit. Lord, I beſeech thee 
to have compaſhon and look on him; for he is 
my only child, and is Junatick, and prievoully 
tormented ; for he often faileth into the fire, and 
often into the water. And lo, whenever this 
ſpirit ſeizeth him, he ſuddenly crieth out: and 
it throws him into convulſions, that he foameth, 
and gnaſheth with his teeth, and pineth away; 
and when it hath bruiſed him, with difficulty 

6 departeth 
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departeth from him. And I brought him to thy 
diſciples, and ſpake to them, and deſired them 
to caſt it out, but they could not cure him. 
Then Jeſus anſwering ſaid; O faithleſs and 
perverſe generation, how long fhall I be with 
you? how long ſhall I ſuffer you? Bring thy fon 
hither to me. And they brought him to him: 
and as ſoon as he ſaw him, while he was coming, 
the ſpirit threw him down, and convulſed him, 
fo chat he fell on the ground, and rolled about 
foaming. And he aſked his father; How long 
is it ſince this came to him? And he laid, From 
his childhood. And it hath frequent'y thrown 
him into the fre, and into the waters to deſtroy 
him : but if thou canſt do any thing, have com- 
paſſion on us, and help us. Jeſus ſaid to him, 
If thou canſt believe, all things are poſſible to 
him that believeth. The father of the child pre- 
ſently cried out, and ſaid with tears; Lord, I 
believe, help thou my unbelief. When Jeſus 
faw that the people came running together, he 
rebuked the unclean ſpirit the devil, ſaying to 
him ; Thou dumb and deaf ſpirit, I command 
thee, come out of him, and enter no more into 
him. And 7he ſpirit having cried out, and greatly 
convulſed him, came out of him: and he appear d 
to be dead, fo that many ſaid, He is dead. But 
Jeſus took him by the hand, and lifted him up, 
and he aroſe : and when he had healed the child, 
he delivered him again to his father; and the 
child was cured from that very time; and they 
were all amazed at the mighty power of God, 
And when he was come into the houſe, his 
diſciples came to Jeſus alone, and aſked him pri- 
vately; Why could not we caft him out? And 
Jeſus ſaid to them, Becauſe of your unbelief. For 
verily I ſay to you, if ye have faith as a grain of 
L 2 muſtard 
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muſtard-ſeed, ye might ſay to this mountain, 
Remove hence into that place, and it ſhould re— 
move: and nothing would be impoſſible to you. 
But, ſaid he to them, this kind can come forth 
and go out by nothing, except by prayer and 
faſting. 

And they went away from thence, and paſſed 
through Galilee: and he was deſirous that no 
man might knew zt. For when they were re- 
turned to Galilee. and while every one was won- 
dering at all the things which Jeſus did, he taught 
his diſciples and fa id, Let theſe ſayings fink deep 
into your ears : for the Son of Mar ſhall be be— 
trayed, and delivered into ihe hands of men; and 
they thal! put him to death, and after he is 
killed, he ſhall be raiſed again, and riſe the third 
day. But they underſtood not this aying : and 
it was hid from them, fo that they did not per- 
ceive it. And they wee afraid to aſk him con- 
cerning it, and were exceeding ſorry. - 

And he came to 8 ; an! who they 
were come thither, they that N the tri- 
bute, came to Peter, and be !oth not your 
maſter pay tribute ? He ſaſth, Yes. And when he 
was come into the houſe, Teſs preveriea him, 
ſaying; What thinkeſt thou, Simon? Of whom 
do the kings of the carth take cuſtom or tribute ? 
of their own children, or of ſtrangers? Fetet faith 
to him, Of ſtrangers, Jeſus faith to hm, Then 
are the children free. But left we may offend 
them, go thou to the ſea, and throw in a hook, 
and take the firſt fiſh that cometh up: and,when 
thou haſt opened his mouth, thou ſhalt find a 
piece of money ; that take and give to them tor 
me and thce. |

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UT. II. 


The diſciples reproved for their ambition. The 
evil of offences. The parable of the loft 
ſheep for the firſt time: and that of the 
two debtors to their lord. Matt. xviii. 1 
—35. Mark ix. 33—50. Luke ix. 
46—50. 


N OW there had ariſen a diſpute among them 
(the diſciples) which of them ſhould be the 
reateſt. And when they were in the houſe, he 
aſked them, What was it that ye diſputed among 
yourſelves upon the road? But they ſaid no- 
thing: for in the way they had diſputed among 
themſelves. who ſhould be g:-ateſt. And fitting 
down he called the twelve, and faith to them 
If any man defire to be firſt. he ſhal} be laſt of 
all, and ſervant of all. At the ſame time the 
diſcipies came to him, ſaying; Who is then the 
greateſt in the kingdom of heaven? And Jeſus 
perceiving the thought of heir heart. called a 
little child to him, and fet nim by him in the 
midſt of them: and faid, Verilv I ſay to you, 
except ye be converted, and v-come. as little chile 
dren ve mall not enter into che kingdom of hœa- 
ven. Whoever therefore ſhall humble himſelf, 
as this little child, the fame 1s the gieateſt in the 
kingdom of heaven. And having taken him in 
his arms, he faid to them, Whatever ſhall re- 
ceive his child, or one of ſuch little children, 
in my name, receiveth me: and whoſoever ſhall 
receive me, receiveth not me, but him that tent 
me; for he that is leaſt among you all, thall be 


great, 
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And John anſwered him and ſaid, Maſter, we 
ſaw one, caſting out devils in thy name, who 
doth not follow us: and we forbade him, be— 
cauſe he followeth not with us. But Jeſus ſaid 
to him, Forbid him not; for there is no man, 
who ſhall do a miracle in my name, that can 
eaſily ſpeak evil of me : for he that is not againſt 
us, is for us. For whoever ſhall give you a cup 
of water to drink in my name, becauſe ye belong 
to Chriſt ; verily I ſay to you, he ſhall not loſe 
his reward. And whoſoever ſhall offend one of 
theſe little ones, that believe in me; it were bet- 
ter for him that a mili-ftone were hanged about 
his neck, and he were caſt into the ſea, and 
drowned in the depth of it. 

Woe to the world becauſe of offences : for it is 
unavoidable, offences will come; but woe to that 
man, by whom the offence cometh. And there- 
fore if thy hand offend thee, cut it off, and caſt 
it from thee: it is better for thee to enter into life 
maimed, rather than having two hands to go into 
hell, into the fire that never ſhall be quenched : 
where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched, And if thy foot offend thee, cut it 
off: it is better for thee to enter lame into life, 
than having two fect to be caſt into hell, into 
the fire that never ſha}l be quenched : where their 
worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 
And if thy eye offend thee, pluck it out, and caſt 
it from thee : it is better for thee to enter into life 
in the kingdom of God, with one eye, than 
having two eyes to be caſt into hell- fire; where 
the worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 

For every one ſhall be ſalted for the fire : and 
every fac:ifice ſhall be ſalted with ſalt. Salt is 
good: but if the ſalt have loſt its ſaltneſs, e 

Wat 
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what can ye ſeaſon it? Have ſalt in yourſelves: 
and have peace one with another. 

Take care that ye deſpiſe not one of theſe little 
ones: for I ſay to you, that in heaven their an- 
gels do always behold the face of my Father, who 
is in heaven. For the Son of Man is come to 
ſave that which was loſt. What think ye? If a 
man have an hundred ſheep, and one of them 
ſhould be gone aſtray; doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and go into the mountains, and 
ſeek that which is gone aſtray? And if he hap- 


pen to find it, verily | fay to you, he rejoiceth 


more for that /þ-ep, than for the ninety and nine, 
which went not aſtray. Juſt ſo it is not the will 
of your Father who is in heaven, that one of 
thele little ones ſhould periſh. 

And if thy brother ſhall treſpaſs againſt thee, 
go and convince him between him and thee alone: 
if he ſhall liſten to thee, thou haſt gained thy bro- 
ther. But if he will not hearken to thee, take 
with thee one or two mote, that in the mouth of 
two or three witneſſes, every word may be eſta— 
bliſhed. And if he will not hearken to them, tell 
it to the church: but if he will not hcarken to 
the church, let him be to thee as a heath:n, and 
a publican. Verily I fay to you, whatloever ye 
ſhall bind on earth, ſhall] be bound in heaven: 
and whatſoever ye ſhall looſe on earth, ſhall be 
looſed in heaven. Again 1 lay to you, that if 
two of you ſhall agree on earth, concerning any 
thing that they ſhall aſk, it ſhall be done for them 
by my Father, who is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together in my name, 
there am | in the midſt of them. 

Then Peter came to him, and ſaid, Lord, how 
often ſhajl my brother fin againſt me, and J for- 
give him? till ſeven times? Jeſus faith to him, 
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I fay to thee, not till ſeven, but till ſeventy times 
ſeven, 

Therefore the kingdom of heaven may be com- 
pared to a king, who would make up an account 
with his ſervants. And when he had begun to 
reckon, one was brought to him, who was a 
debtor for ten thouſand talents. And having no- 
thing to PAY his lord commanded him to be ſold, 
and his wife, and children, and all that he had, 
and reſtitution to be made. The ſervant there- 
fore falling down worſhipped him, and ſaid ; 
Lord, have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. Then the lord of that ſervant was 
moved with compaſſion, and releaſed him, and 
remitted to him the debt. But the ſame ſervant 
went out, and found one of his fellow- ſervants, 
who was indebted to him an hundred pence: and 
laying hold of him, he ſcized him by the throat, 
ſaying, Pay me what thou oweſt. And his fel- 
low-ſervant fel] down at his feet, and begged of 
him, ſaying, Have patience with me, and | will 
pay.thee all. And he would not: but went, and 
caſt him into priſon, till he ſhould. pay the debt. 
So when his fellow- ſervants ſaw what was done, 
they were very ſorry, and coming to their lord 
informed him tully of all that was done. Then 
his lord, when he had called him, ſaid to him, 
O thou wicked ſervant, I forgave thee all that 
debt, becauſe thou defiredſt me: ſhouldſt not 
thou alſo have had compaſſion on thy fellow-ſer- 
vant, even as | had compaſſion on thee? And 
his lord being enraged, delivered him to the 
tormentors, till he Hhould reſtore all that was 
due to him. And thus ſhall my heavenly Father 
do to you, if ye from your hearts forgive not 
every one his brother their offences,

Jeſus leaves Galilee, and goes through Perea 
into Fudea, Returns agoin, and then goes 
to the feaſt of tabernacles, Mhile be is 
preaching in the temple, officers are ſent to 
apprehend him, but go back without at- 

tempting it. Matt. xix. 1, 2, Mark x. 
1. John vii. 2—53. viil. 1. 


ND it came to paſs, that when Jeſus had 
hniſhed theſe diſcourſes, he aroſe and de- 
parted from Galilee, and came into the coils of 
Judea by the farther part of Jordan. And great 
multitudes followed him, and he healed them 
there: and the people reſort to him again, and 

as uſual he taught them again. 
[ After he had returned to Ga/iles) A feail of the 
= drew near, caled the feaſt of taberracles, 
is brethren therefore ſaid to him. Depart hence, 
and go into Judea, that thy diſciples 1-4 may 
alſo ſee the works which thou performeſt For 
no man doeth any thing in fecr: t, when he him- 
ſclf defires to be publickly KN: own: if thou do 
theſe things, manifeſt th. ae % the world. For 
neither did his brethren beliete on him. Then 
Jeſus hid to them; My time is not yet come: 
but your time is always rcady The world can- 
not hate you: but it hateth me becauſe ] teſtify 
concernin it, that t © works of it are evil. Go 
ye up to this feaſt: I go not up yet to this teaſt, 
for my time is not yet fully come. When he 
had ſaid chete words wo them, he remained {till 
in Galilee, But when his brethren were gone 
up, then went he up alſo to the feaſt : not pub- 
lickly, 
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lickly, but as it were in ſecret. Then the Jews 
ſought for him at the feaſt, and ſaid, Where is 
he? And there was much murmuring among the 
people concerning bim: for ſome ſaid, He is a 
good man; others ſaid, No, but he deceiveth 
the people. But no man ſpoke freely of him, 
for fear of the Jews. 

Now about the middle of the feaſt, Jeſus went 
up. into the temple, and taught: and the Jews 
were amazed, ſaving, How doth this man know 
letters, having never been initrufted, Jeſus an— 
ſwered them, and ſaid; My doct:ine is not mine, 
but his that ſent me. If any man dehire to do 
his will, he ſhall know by the docirine, wheiher 
it be from God, or whether I ſpeak of myſelf, 
He that ſpeaketh of himleif, ſec th his own 
glory: but he, that ſeeketh the ory of him 
that ſent me, is true. and there is no unrighte- 
ouſneſs in him. Did not Mo'es give you the 
law, and none of you obſetve the jaw? Why do 
you go about to kill me? The people anſwered 
and faid. Thou haſt a devil: who goeth about 
to kill thee? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to them, I 
have done one work, and ye all are ſurprized at 
it. Moſes gave you circumciſion : and not be- 
cauſe it is of Moſes, but of the fathers, ye on 
the Sabbath-day circumciſe a man, If a man on 
the Sabbath-day receive circumciſion, that the 
law of Moſes ſhould not be broken; are ye angry 
at me, becauſe | have made the whole man ſound 
on the Sabbath-day? Judge not according to the 
appearance, but judge righteous judgment. 

Then ſome of the inhabitants of Jeruſalem 
ſaid; Is not this he whom they ſeek to kill; 
But lo, he ſpeaketh boldly, and they ſay nothing 
to him: do the rulers know certainly that this 
man is indeed the Chriſt? But we know this 

many 
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man, whence he is: and when the Chriſt cometh, 
no man knoweth whence he is. Then Jeſus, 
as he was teaching in the temple, cried aloud, 
and ſaid; Ye both know me, and whence | am: 
and I am not come of myſelf, but he that ſent 
me is true, whom ye know not: but I «now 
him, for I am from him, and he hath ſent me. 
Then they ſought to apprehend him: however 
no man laid hands on him, becauſe his hour was 
not yet come. And many of the people believed 


on him, and faid ; When the Chriſt ſhall come, 


will he do more miracles than theſe, which this 
min hath done? The Phariſees heard that the 
people murmured theſe things concerning him : 
and he Chariſees and the chief-pricſts ſent offi- 
cers to apprehend him Jeſus then ſaid to them; 
Yet for a little while I am with you, and then I 
go to im that ſent me. Ye ſha!l ſeek me, and 
ſhall not find me: and where 1 am, ye cannot 
come. | hen ſaid the Jews among themſelves; 
Whither will he go, that we ſhall not find him? 
Will he go to the diſperſed among the Gentiles, 
and teach the Gentiles? What a ſaying s this 
which he hath ſpoken; Ye ſhall ſeek me, and 
ſhall not find me: and where | am, ye cannot 
. 

In the laſt day, that great day of the feaſt, Je- 
ſus ſtood and cried, ſaying ; If any man thirſt, 
let him come to me, and drink. He that be- 
lieveth on me, as the Scripture hath faid, Out 
of his belly ſhall flow rivers of living + ater, 
But this he ſpake of the Spirit, which they who 
believed on him ſhould receive: for the Holy 
Spirit was not yet given, becauſe Jeſus was not 
yet -glorified. Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this diſcourſe, ſaid; Of a truth 
this is a prophet, Others ſaid; This is the 


Chritt, 
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Chrit But ſome taid ; hall the Chriſt come 
out of Gai:lee? Haih not the Scripture {aid ; 
that the Chiilt ſhall come of the feed of David, 
and from the town ot Bethlehem, where David 
was? do there was a diviſion among the people 
concerning him. And ſome of hem would have 
apprehended him: but no man laid hands on 
him. Then the officers came to the chict-prieſts 
and Phariſces, who faid o them; Why heve ye 
not brought hm ? The offcers aniwered ; No 
man ever ſpake like this man | hen anſwered 
the Phaiiſees; Are ye allo deceived? Have 
any of the rule-s, or of the Phariſees believed on 
bim? But this m bble, wot knowing the law, 
are accurſed Nicodem:s, who came to Jeſus 
by night. being one of them, faith to them 
Doth our law condemn any man before it hear 
him, and know what he hath done? They an- 
ſwered and ſaid to him; Art thou alſo of Gali— 
lee ! Search, and (ec, that out of Galilee ariſeth 


no prophet, 


And every man went to his own houſe ; but 
Jeſus went to the mount of Olives. 


S-E CF; III. 


Jeſus returns to the temple, and teaches there 
again. Diſmiſſes a woman caught in adul- 
tery with a reprimand, John viii. 2— 
59. | o 


E“ R LY in the morning he came again into 
the temple, and all the people came to him: 

and fitting down he taught them. And the 
Scribes and Phariſees brought to him a woman 
taken in adultery: and when they had placed 
. her 
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her in the midſt, they ſay to him; Maſter, this 
woman was caught in the very act of adultery. 
Now Moſes commanded us in the law, that 
ſuch ſhould be ſtoned : but what doſt thou ſay ? 
This they ſaid tempting him, that they might 
have to accuſe him, But Jeſus ſtooping down 
wrote with his finger upon the ground. And as 
they continued to aſk him, he raiſed up himſelf, 
and ſaid; Let him, that is without fin among 
you, caſt the firſt ſtone at her. And ſtooping | 
down again, he wrote on the ground. When 1 
they had heard is, being convicted by their own f 
conſciences, they went away one by one, begin- 
ning from the eldeſt to the laſt. Jeſus then raiſ- 
ing up himſelf, and ſeeing none but the woman, 
ſaid to her; Woman, where are thoſe thine ac- 
cuſers? Hath no man pronounced ſentence upon 
thee? She ſaid, No man, Lord. And Jeſus (aid 
to her; Neither do I pronounce ſentence upon 
thee, Go, and fin no more. 

Then Jeſus ſpake again to them, ſaying ; I 
am the light of the world. He that followeth 
me, ſhall not walk in darkneſs, but ſhall have 
the light of life, The Phariſees therefore ſaid to 
him; Thou beareſt witneſs for thyſelf : thy teſ- 
timony is not true. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to 
them ; If I ſhould bear witneſs for myſelf, my 
teſtimony is true: for I know whence | came, 
and whither I go; but ye know not whence I 
come, and whither [ go. Ye judge after the 
fleſh, I judge no man. And yet if I judge, my 
judgment is true: for I am not alone; but IJ and. 
the Father, who ſent me. Any it is written in 
your law, that the teſtimony of two men is true, 

am one bearing witneſs for myſelf, and the Fa- 
ther, who ſent me, beareth witneſs for me. 
Then ſaid they to him ; Where is thy Father ? 
M | Jeſus 
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Jeſus anſwered; Ye neither know me, nor m 

Father : for if ye had known me, ye would alſo 
have known my Father. Theſe words Jeſus 
ſpake in the Treaſury, as he taught in the Tem- 


ple: and no man laid hands on him, for his hour 


was not yet come. | 

Then Jeſus again faid to them; I go away, 
and ye ſhall ſeek me, and ſhall die in your fins : 
whither I go, ye cannot come. Then ſaid the 
Jews; Will he kill himſelf? becauſe he ſaith, 
Whither I go, ye cannot come. And he ſaid to 


them, Ye are from below, I am from above: ye 


are of this world, I am not of this world. I ſaid 
therefore to you, Ye ſhall die in your fins: for 
if ye believe not that I am He, ye ſhall die in 
your fins. Then faid they to him; Who art 
thou? And Jeſus ſaith te them, The ſame that 
I told you from the beginning. I have many 


things to ſay, and to judge of you: but he that 


ſent me is true; and what I have heard from him 
I ſpeak to the world. They did not underſtand 
that he ſpake to them of the Father. Therefore 


Jeſus ſaid to them; When ye have lifted up the 
Son of Man, then ye hall know that I am He, 


and that | do nothing of myſelf ; but as my Fa- 
ther hath taught me, thoſe things I ſpeak. And 
he that ſent me is with me : the Father hath not 
left me alone; for I always do the things that 
are pleaſing to him. | 
As he ſpake theſe words, many believed on 
him. Then Jeſus ſaid to thoſe Jews, who be- 
lieved on bim; If ye ſhall continue in my word, 


ye are truly my diſciples : and ye ſhall know the 


truth, and the truth ſhall make you free. The 
anſwered him; We are the feed of Abraham, 
and never were in ſlavery to any man: how doſt 
thou ſay; Ye ſhall be made free? Jeſus anſwered 
them; 
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them; Verily, verily 1 fay to you, whoever 
practiſeth ſin, is the {lave of fin. And the flave 
doth not always abide in the houſe : the Son 
abideth always. If therefore the Son ſhall make 
you free, ye will he free indeed, I know, that 
ye are the ſeed of Abraham ; but ye ſeek to kill 
me, becauſe my word hath no place in you. I 
ſpeak what I have ſeen with my Father: and e 
do what ye have ſeen with your father. They 
anſwered and ſaid to him; Abraham is our fa- 
ther. Jelus faith to them; If ye were the chil- 
dren of Abraham, ye would do the works of 


Abraham. But now ye ſeek to kill me, a man 


who hath told you the truth, which I have heard 
from God; tbis did not Abraham: ye do the 
works of your father. Then ſaid they to him; 
We are not born of fornication: we have one Fa- 
ther, whois God. Jeſus ſaid to them; If God were 
your Father, ye would love me: for I proceeded 
from God, and am come; for neither came of 
myſelf, but he ſent me. Why do ye not under- 
ſtand my diſcourſe? It 7s becauſe ye cannot at- 
tend to my word. Ye are of your father the 
devil, and are inclined to do the Juſts of your 
father. He was a murderer from the beginning, 
and ſtood not in the truth, becauſe there is no 
truth in him. When he ſpeaketh a lie, he 
ſpeaketh of his own : for he is aliar, and the fa- 
ther of it. And becauſe I tell you the truth, ye 
believe me not. Which of you convicteth me 
of fin? And if I ſpeak the truth, why do ye not 
believe me? Ke that is of God, heareth the words 
of God: ye therefore hear them not, becauſe ye 

are not of Gad. | 
Then the Jews anſwered and ſaid to him; Do 
we not ſay truly, that thou art a Samaritan, and 
haſt a devil? Jeſus anſwered ; I have not a devil: 
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but J honour my Father, and ye diſhonour me. 
And I ſeek not my own glory; there is one who 
ſeeketh and judgeth. Verily, verily I ſay to you; 
If a man keep my word, he ſhall never fee death, 
Then ſaid the Jews to him; Now we know that 
thou haſt a devil. Abraham is dead, and the pro- 
phets : and thou ſayeſt, If a man keep my word, 
he ſhall never tafte of death. Art thou greater 
than our father Abraham, who is dead ? and the 
prophets are dead? whom makeſt thou thyſelf ? 
Feſus anſwered ; If I honour myſelf, my honour 
is nothing: it is the Father that honoureth me: 
of whom ye ſay, that he is your God. Yet ye 
have not known him, but I know him: and if I 
ſhould fay I know him not, I ſhould be a liar 
like to you; but I know him, and keep his word. 
Your father Abraham rejoiced that he might ſee 
my day: and he ſaw, and was glad. Then ſaid 
the Jews to him; Thou art not yet fifty years 
old ; and haſt thou ſeen Abraham? Jeſus ſaid to 
them; Verily, verily I ſay to you, before Abra- 
ham was, I am. | 

Then they took up ſtones to caſt at him : but 
Jeſus concealed himſelf, and went out of the 
temple, going | /ecretly] through the midſt of 
them, and fo paſled away. 


SECT. 
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er. I. 
A blind man, ſent by Jeſus to waſh in the 


pool of Siloam, receives his fight: and is 
examined by the Sanhedrim, John ix. 


1—34. 


AND as Jeſus paſſed along, he ſaw a man 
who was blind from is birth. And his diſ- 
ciples aſked him, ſaying, Maſter, which of them 
finned, this man or his parents, that he was 
born blind? Jeſus anſwered, Neither hath this 
man ſinned, nor his parents: but that the works 
of God ſhould be manifeſted in him. It is ne- 
ceſſary that | ſhould do the works of him that 
ſent me, while it is day: the night cometh, 
when no man can work. So long as I am in the 
world, Fam the light of the world. When he 
had ſpoken theſe words, he ſpat on the ground, 
and made clay with the ſpittle, and plaiſtered the 
clay upon the eyes of the blind man: and ſaid to 
him ; Go, wath in the pool of Siloam, which is 
by interpretation, Sent. He went away there- 
fore, and waſhed, and came tceing. Then his 
neighbours, and they who before had ſeen him 
that he was blind, ſaid; Is not this he, who «/e& 
to fit and beg? Some ſaid, It is he: others ſaid, 
It is like him: but he ſaid, I am he. Therefore 
faid they to him; How have thy eyes been 
opened? He anſwered and ſaid; A man, called 
Jeſus, made clay, and dawbed it upon my eyes, 
and ſaid to me; Go to the pool of Siloam. and 
waſh: and I went, and waſhed, and received 
fight, Then they faid to him; Where is he? 
He faid, I know not. They brought to the 
M 3 Phari- 
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Phariſces him that had been blind. (Now it was 
the Sabbath-day, when Jeſus made the clay, and 
opened his eyes.) The Phariſees therefore aſked 
him alſo again, how he had received his fight, 
He ſaid to them; He put clay upon my eyes, and 
I waſhed, and I ſee. Then ſaid ſome of the Pha- 
Tiſees; This man is not from God, becauſe he 
keepeth not the Sabbath, Others ſaid; How can 
a man that is a ſinner, perform ſuch miracles ? 
And there was a diviſion among them. They 
fay again to the blind man; What doſt thou ſay 
of him, that hath opened thy eyes? He ſaid, He 
is a prophet. | 
But the Jews would not believe concerning 
him, that he had been blind, and received fight, 
till they ſent for the parents of him that had re- 
ceived his fight. And they aſked them, ſaying 
Is this your ſon, who you ſay was born blind? 
How then doth he now ſee? His parents an- 
ſwered them, and ſaid; We know that this is 
our ſon, and that he was born blind: but how 
he now ſeeth, we know not; or who hath opened 
his eyes, we know not: he is of age, aſk him, 
he ſhall ſpeak for himſelf. His parents ſpake 
thus, becauſe they feared the Jews: for the Jews 
had already determined, that if any man confeſſed 
him to be Chriſt, he ſhould be expelled from the 
ſynagogue, Therefore ſaid his parents; He is 
of age, aſk him, 
Then they called the man, that had been blind, 
a ſecond time, and ſaid to him; Give glory to 
God: we know that this man is a ſinner. He 
anſwered and ſaid; If he be a ſinner, I know 
not: one thing I know, that whereas was blind, 
I now fee, Then they ſaid to him again; What 
did he to thee? How did he open thy eyes? He 
anſwered them; I have told you already, wr 
| 
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did not regard: why do ye defire to hear it again: 
Are ye alſo willing to be his diſciples? Then they 
reviled him, and ſaid; Thou art his diſciple: 
but we are the diſciples of Moſes. We know 
that God ſpake to Moſes: but as for this man, 
we know not from whence he is. The man an- 
ſwered and ſaid to them; Why! this is wonder- 
ful, that ye know not from whence he is, and 
yet he hath opened my eyes. Now we know that 
God heareth not ſinners; but if any man be a 
worſhipper of God, and obſerve his will, him he 
heareth. Since the world began it never was 
heard, that any man opened the eyes of one that 
was born blind. If this man were not of God, 
he could do nothing. They anſwered and ſaid 
to him; Thou waſt born entirely in fin ; and doſt 
thou teach us? And they cait him out [of the 


ſpnagogue. ] 
„ 


After being abſent ſome time from Jeruſalem, 
Feſus goes back again thither for the Feaſt 
of Dedication. In Samaria he rebukes his 
diſciples for their revengeful ſpirit. Re- 
mains in another village while he ſent out 

bis ſeventy diſciples, Luke ix. 51—62, 


X. 11 6. 


AN D it came to paſs, that the days of his be- 
ing taken up drawing on, he reſolutely 
turned his face to go to Jeruſalem : and ſent mei- 
ſengers before him, who went and entered into 
a village of the Samaritans, to prepare for him. 
But they would not receive him, becauſe his face 
was directed as going to Jeruſalem, And when 
his 
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his diſciples James and John ſaw this, they ſaid, 
Lord, wilt thou that we ſhould command fire to 
come down from heaven, and conſume them, as 
Elias once did? But he turned, and rebuk<d them, 
ſaying; Ye know nor of what kind of ſpirit ye 
are. For the Son of Man is not come to de- 
ſtroy, but to fave, the lives of men, So they 
went to another village. 

And it came to pals, as they were going, a cer- 
tain man ſaid to him upon the road ; Lord, I will 
follow thee, whitherſoevet thou goeſt. And Jeſus 
ſaid to him; The foxes have holes, and the birds 
of the air have neſts: but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay %s head. And he faid to ano- 
ther; Follow me: but he ſaid; Lord, ſuffer me 
to go firſt and bury my father Jeſus ſaid to 
him; Let che dead bury their dead: but go thou, 
and preach the kingdom of God. And another 
alſo ſaid; Lord, 1 will follow thee : but permit 
me firſt to take leave of thoſe that are at my houſe, 
Jeſus ſaid to him; No man having put his hand 
to the plough, and looking behind him, is fit for 
the kingdom of God. | 

After theſe things the Lord appointed other 
ſeventy allo, and ſent them two and two before 
his face into every city and place, where he him- 
ſelf intended to come. Therefore ſaid he to them; 
The harveſt is indeed great, but the Jabourers are 
few: pray ye therefore the lord of the harveſt, 
that he would ſend forth labourers into his har- 
veſt. Go your ways: behold, I ſend you out as 
lambs in the midit of wolves. Carry neither 
purſe, nor ſcrip, nor ſhoes: neither [/p 10 
ſalute any man upon the road. And into what- 
ever houſe ye ſhall enter, firſt ſay, Peace be to 
this houſe. And if a fon of peace be there, your 
peace ſhall reſt upon it: but if not, it ſhall return 

| | to 
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to you again. And remain in the ſame houſe, 
eating and drinking what they have: for the Ja- 
bourer is worthy of his hire. Remove not from 
houſe to houſe. And into whatever city ye fha}l 
enter, and they receive you, eat ſuch things as 
they ſet before you: and heal the ſick that are 
in that city; and ſay to them, The kingdom of 
God is coming to you. But into whatever city 
ye enter, and they do not receive you, go out in- 
to the ſtreets of it, and ſay; We wipe off againſt 
you even the very duſt of your city, which ſtick- 
eth to us: but know this, that the kingdom of 
God is coming to you. | 
But I fay to you, It ſhall be more tolerable in 
that day for Sodom, than for that city, Woe to 
thee Chorazin ; woe to thee Bethſaida; for if the 
mighty things had been done in Tyre and Sidon, 
which have been done in thee, they had long ago 
repented, fitting in ſackcloth and aſhes, But it 
ſhail be more tolerable for Tyre 4nd >iJon in the

day of judgment, than for you. Ad thou, Ca- 


pernaum, which art exalt*\ to en, hall be 
thruſt down to hell. He mat hee. vou, hears 
eth me; and he that deſpiſeth you, eth me;

me, 
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S ECT. LVI. 


Jeſus ftays in Samaria till the ſeventy return 
with an account of their ſucceſs. He there 
teaches how to obtain eternal life : and de- 
livers the parable of the good Samaritan, 
Luke x. 17—37. | 


AN D the ſeventy returned again with joy, 

ſaying, Lord, even the devils have been ſub— 
ject to us in thy name. And he faid to them; 
I faw Satan, as lightning, falling from heaven, 
Behold, I give you power to tread upon ſerpents 
and ſcorpions, and over all the might of the ene- 
my: and nothing ſhall by any means injure you. 
But rejoice not in this, that the ſpirits are ſubject 
to you: rejoice rather, that your names are writ- 
ten in the heavens. | 

In that hour Jeſus rejoiced in ſpirit, and ſaid ; I 
glorify thee O Father, Tan of heaven and earth, 
that thou haſt hid theſe things from the wiſe and 
knowing, and haſt revealed them to babes: yea, 
Father, for thus it ſeemeth good in thy fight. All 
things are delivered to me by my Father: and no 
man knoweth who the Son is, except the Father: 
and who the Father is, except the Son; and he, 
to whom the Son will reveal him. 

Then turning to his diſciples, he ſaid privately ; 
Bleſſed are the eyes, that fee the things which ye 
fee. For I tell you, that many prophets and 
kings have deſired to ſee thoſe things, which ye 
ſee, and have not ſeen them. and to hear thole 
. which ye hear, and have not heard 
tem, 


And 
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And behold, a certain lawyer roſe up to tr 
him, and ſaid, Maſter, what ſhall I do to inhe- 
rit eternal lite? He ſaid to him; What is written 
in the law? how readeſt thou? And he anſwer- 
ing {aid ; Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart; and with all thy ſou]; and with 
all thy ſtrength; and with all thy underſtanding : 
and thy neighbour as thyſelf. And he ſaid to 
him; Thou haſt anſwered right: do this, and 
thou {halt live. But he, willing to juſtify him- 
ſelf, ſaid to Jeſus; And who is my neighbour ? 

Jeſus then taking up the diſcourſe, ſaid ; A cer- 
tain man went down from Jeruſalem to Jericho, 
and fell among robbers : who, ſtripping him of 
his raiment, and giving him ſeveral wounds, went 
off leaving him half dead. And it happened, that 
a certain prieſt travelled down in that road: and 
when he ſaw him, he turned off another way. 
And in like manner a Levite, when he was at the 
place, came, and looked, and turned off another 
way. But a certain Samaritan in his journey 
came where he was: and when he ſaw him, he 
was moved with compaſſion. And he went to 
him, and bound up his wounds, having poured 
in oil and wine: and mounted him on his own 
beaſt, and brought him to an inn, and took care 


of him. And on the morrow, when he went 


away, he took out two pence, [!wo Roman de- 
narit] and gave them to the landlord, and ſaid to 
him; Take care of him : and whatſoever thou 
malt lay out more, I will repay thee, when I re- 
turn again. Now which of thele three, doſt thou 
think, was the neighbour of him who fel] among 
the robbers? And he ſaid; He that ſhewed mercy 
on him. Then Jeſus ſaid to him; Go thou, and 
act in like manner,

Feſus in his way to Jeruſalem lodges at Beth- 
any. At the Feaſt of Dedication he meets 
with the man whom he had cured of blind- 
neſs at the Feaſt of Tabernacles, Sect. 34. 
Delivers the parable of the good ſhepherd, 
Teaches in Solomon's Porch, Luke x. 


38-42. John ix. 35—41. x. I—39. 


N OW it came to paſs, as they Jeſus and his 


diſciples] went (towards Feruſalem) he en- 
tered into a certain village: and a certain wo- 
man named Martha received him into her houſe, 
And the had a fitter called Mary, who, fitting at 
the feet of Jeſus, liſtened to his diſcourſe, Put 
Martha was hurried with much ſerving: and 
coming in the ſaid ; Lord, doſt thou not care 
that my ſiſter hath left me alone to ſerve? Bid 
her therefore to aſſiſt me. And Jeſus anſwering 
ſaid to her; Martha, Martha, thou art anxious, 
and troubled about many things : but one thing 
is needful; and Mary hath choſen that good part, 
which ſhall not be taken from her. 

[Al the feaſt he meets with the man whom he had 
cured of blindneſs ] and Jeſus, having heard that 
they had caſt him out, when he had found him, 
ſaid to him; Doſt thou believe on the Son of 
God? He anſwered and ſaid; Who is he, Lord, 
that I may believe on him? And Jeſus ſaid to 
bim; Thou haſt both ſeen him, and it is he who 
talketh with thee. And he ſaid; Lord, I be- 
lieve: and he worſhipped him, 

And Jeſus ſaid ; For judgment I am come in- 
to this world: that they who ſee not, may ſce; 
| and 
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and that they who ſee, may be made blind. And 
ſome of the Phariſees, that were with him, hear- 
ing theſe words, ſaid to him; Are we blind alſo? 
Jeſus ſaid to them; If ye were blind, ye would 
not have ſin: but now ye fay, We ſee; there- 
fore your fin remaineth. 

Verily, verily I fay to you; He that entercth 
not by the door into the ſheepfold, but climbeth 
over ſome other way; the ſame 1s a thief and a 
robber: but he that entereth in by the door, is 
the ſhepherd of the ſheep. To him the porter 
openeth : and the ſheep hear his voice : and he 
calleth his own ſheep by name, and leadeth them 
out. And when he putteth forth his own ſheep, 
he goeth before them : and the ſheep follow him, 
for they know his voice, And a ſtranger will 
they not follow, but will fly from him ; for they 
know not the voice of ſtrangers. 

Jeſus ſpake this parable to them : but they did 
not underftand what it was, that he ſaid to them. 
Jeſus therefore ſaid to them again ; Verily, verily 
I fay to you, I am the door of the ſheep. All 
that ever came before me, are thicves and rob- 
bers. I am the door: if any man enter in by 
me, he ſhall be ſaved : and go in and out, and 
find paſture. The thief cometh not, but to ſteal, 
and to kill, and to deftroy : I am come that they 
might have life : and have it more abundantly. 

I am the good ſhepherd : the good ſhepherd 
giveth his life for the ſheep. But he that is an 
hireling, and not the ſhepherd, whole own the 

eep are not, ſeeth the wolf coming; and he 
leaveth the ſheep, and flieth away: and the wolf 
ſeizeth them, and diſperſeth the ſheep. The 
hireling flieth away, becauſe he is a hireling, and 
hath no concern for the ſheep. I am the good 
ſhepherd : and know wy own, and am 1 
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of mine. As the Father knoweth me, even ſo I 
know the Father: and I lay down my life for the 
ſheep. And I have other ſheep, which are not 
of this fold: them alſo I mult bring, and the 
ſhall hear my voice; and there ſhall be one fold, 
and one ſhepherd. "Therefore my Father loveth 
me; becauſe I jay down my life, that I may take 
it again. No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myſelf: I have power to lay it down; 
and 1 have power to take it again. This com- 
mandment I have received from my Father. 

Then there was again a diviton among the 
Jews concerning theſe words. For many of them 
ſaid ; He hath a devil, and is mad: why do ye 
attend to him? Others ſaid; Theſe are not the 
words of a dxmoniack : can a devil open the eyes 
of the blind? 

And it was the Feaſt of Dedication at Jeruſa- 
lem, and it was winter: and Jeſus walked in the 
temple, in Solomon's Porch. Then the Jews 
gathered about him, and ſaid to him; tlow long 
doſt thou keep us in ſuſpenſe? If thou be the 
Chriſt, tell us plainly. Jeſus anſwered them; I 
told you, and ye did not believe: the works that 
I perform in the name of my Father, they bear 
witnels for me. But ye do not believe, becauſe 
ye are not of my ſheep, as I faid to you. My 
ſheep hear my voice, and I know them, and 
they follow me. And I give to them eternal life, 
and they ſhall never periſh: and no one ſhall 
force them out of my hand. My Father, who 
gave them to me, is greater than all: and no man 
is able to force them out of my Father's hand. 
I and my Father are one. 

Then the Jews again took up ſtones to tone 
him. Jeſus anſwered them; Many good works 
have I ſhewed you from my Father: for .

of thoſe works do ye ſtone me? The Jews 
anſwered him, ſaying; We do not ſtone thee 
for a good work : but for blaſphemy, even be- 
cauſe that thou, being a man, makeſt thyſelf 
God. Jeſus anſwered them; Is it not written in 
your law; I have ſaid, ye are gods? If he called 
them gods, to whom the word of God came ; 
(and the ſcriptures cannot be diſannulled) why do 
ye ſay of him, whom the Father hath ſanctified, 
and ſent into the world; Thou blaſphemett : be= 


cauſe I ſaid, I am the Son of God? If I do not 


the works of my Father, believe me not; but if 
Ido, though ye believe not me, believe the works; 


that ye may know and believe that the Father is 
in me, and I in him. 


Therefore they endeavoured again to apprehend 
him: but he eſcaped out of their hand. 


SECT. LVII. 


Jeſus goes into Perea, and continues there for 
ſome time. Teaches his diſciples to pray: 
and delivers the parable of the imporitunate 
friend. John x. 40—42. Luke xi. 1 
—13. 


ESUS went away again beyond Jordan, to 
| the place where John had at firſt baptized : 
and he continued there. And many retorted to 


him, and ſaid; John indeed performed no mi- 


racle : but all things, that John ſpake concern- 
ing this man, are true. ' And many believed on 
him-there, | 
And it came to paſs, that as he was praying 
in a certain place, when he had done, one of his 
diſciples ſaid to him; Lord, teach us to piay, as 
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John alſo taught his diſciples. And he ſaid to 
them; When ye pray, ſay; 

Our Father, who art in heaven; Hallowed be 
thy name. "Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done, as in heaven, ſo upon earth. Give us day 
by day our daily bread. And forgive us our fins : 
for we alſo forgive every one, that is indebted to 
us. And bring us not into temptation : but de- 
liver us from the evil. 

And he faid to them; Which of you ſhall 
have a friend, and ſhall go to him at midnight, 
and ſay to him; Friend, lend me three loaves ; 
for a friend of mine is come to me in a journey, 
and [ have nothing to ſet before him. And he 
from within ſhall anſwer and ſay; Trouble me 
not: the door is now ſhut, and my children [or 
fervanis] together with me are in bed; I cannot 
riſe and give thee, I fay to you; though he will 
not riſe and give him, becauſe he is his friend : 
yet becaule of his importunity, he will riſe and 

ive him as many as he hath occaſion for. 

And I fay to you; Aſk, and it ſhall be given 
to.you : ſeek, and ye ſhall find : knock, and it 
ſhall be opened to you, For every one that afk- 
eth, receiveth: and he that ſeeketh, findeth : and 
to him that knocketh, it ſhall be opened. If a 
ſon ſhall aſk bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a ſtone? Or if he ſhall aſk a 
fiſh, will he for a fiſh give him a ſerpent? Or if 
he ſhall aſk an egg, will he give him a ſcorpion ? 
If ye then who are evil, know how to give goo 
gifts to your children; how much rather will 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to thoſe 
that aſk him?

SE CF. IIX. 


In Perea Jeſus cures a dumb demoniack, A 
third time his miracies aſcrived to Beelze- 
bub. A third time a fin from heaven is 
required. A third lime the ſign of Jonas 
is promiſed. Toe parable of the lighted 
candle. Luke xi. 14—36. 


AND he (7Fe/us) was caſting out a devil, that 
was dumb: and it came to paſs, when the 
devil was gone out, the dumb ſpake, and the 
people wondered. But ſome of them ſaid; He. 
caſteth out devils through Bceizebub, rhe ruler 
of the devils. And others to try-him demanded 
of him a ſign from heaven. But he, knowing 
their thoughts, ſaid to them; Every kingdom di- 
vided againſt itſelf, becomes defo late: aid a houſe 
divided againſt a houſe, falleth. So that if Satan 
be divided againſt himſelf, ho ſhall his Kingdom 
be eflabliſhed ? Becauſe ye ſay, that ! caſt out 
devils through ,Beelzebub. And if I by Beelze- 
bub caſt out devils, by whom do your Fog caſt 
them out? therefore they ſhall be your judges, 
But if 1 with the finger of God caſt out devils, 

the kingdom of God is indeed come upon you, 
When a ſtrong man armed keepeth his p nalace, 
his poſſem̃ions are fate : but if a Hronger than he, 
ſhall come againſt him and overcome him, be 
taketh from him his complete armour, wherein 
he truſted, and divideth his ſpoils. He that is 
not with me, is againſt me: and he that gather- 
eth not with me, ſcattercth, When the unclean 
ſpirit is gone out of a man, he walteth through 
places where no water is, ſecking ref: and find- 
N 2 ing 
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ing none, he faith, I will return to my houſe, 
whence I came out; and when he cometh, he 
findeth it ſwept and garniſhed. Then he goeth 
and aſſociateth with himſelf ſeven other ſpirits, 
more wicked than himſelf, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and the laſt ſtate of that man is 
worſe than the firſt. 

And it came to paſs as he ſpake theſe things, 
a certain woman of the company lift up her voice, 
and ſaid to him; Bleſſed is the womb that bare 
thee; and the paps which thou haſt ſucked. But 
he ſaid ; Yea, bleffed rather are they, that hear 
the word of God, and keep it. 

Now when the multitudes were increaſed, he 
began to ſay; This is a wicked generation : it 
ſeeketh a ſign, and no ſign ſhall be given to it, 
but the ſign of Jonas the prophet. For as Jonas 
was a ſign to the Ninevites, even ſo ſhall the Son 
of Man be to this generation, The queen of the 
South thall be raiſcd up in the judgment with the 
men of this generation, and ſhall condemn them: 
for ihe caine trom the further parts of the earth, 
to bear the wiſdom of Solomon; and behold here 
a preater than Solomon. [he men of Nineveh 
mall be raited up in the judgment with this ge— 
neratiun. and ſhall condemn it: for they repented 
at the preaching of Jonas; and behold here, a 
greater than Jonas, | 

No man, when he hath lighted a candle, 
placeth it in ſecret, neither under a buſhel ; but 
on a candleflick. that they who come in, may 
fee the light. The light of the body is the eye: 
ſo that when thy eye is clear, thy whole body is 
enlightened; but vhen it is vitiated, thy body 
alſo is darkened. Take care therefore that the 
I1;chr, which is in thee, be not darkneſs. If then 
thy whole body be eniightened, having no part 

dark;

dark; the whole ſhall be enlightened, juſt as 
when a candle Jighteth thee by its luſtre, 


SECT. EX. 


Jeſus dines with the Phariſees a ſecond time; 
and reproves them. Begins a charge to 
his diſciples. Luke xi. 37—54. xii. I 


w—_2, 


| A® he ſpake, a certain Phariſee invited him to 

dine with him: and going in he fat down, 
But when the Phariſee ſaw that he had not firſt 
waſhed before dinner, he wondered. And the 
Lord ſaid to him; Now ye Pharitees make clean 
the outſide of the cup and of the diſh : but your 
inward part is full of rapine and wickedneſs, O 
inconfiderate! did not he, who made that which 
is without, make that alſo which is within? But 
rather give alms according to what ye have; and 
behold, all things ſhall be clean to you, 


But woe to you Phariſees: for>ye tithe mint, 


and rue, and every pot-herb; and paſs over judg— 
ment and the love of God, Thee ye ought to 
have done, and not omit the others. Woe to 
you Phariſees : for ye love the f1:it {eat in the ſy- 
nagogues, and ſalutations in the markets. Woe 
to you Scribes and Phaiiſces, bypocrites ; for ye 
are like graves, which do not appear, and the 
men, who walk them over, know :t not. 

Then one of the Lawyers anſwering ſaid to 
him; Maſter, by ſaying theſe things, thou alſo 
re proacheſt us. And he ſaid ; Woe to you like- 
wile, ye Lawyers: for ye load men with burdens 
grievous to be borne; and ye yourſelves touch 
not the burdens with one of your fingers, Woe 

to 
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to you: for ye build the ſepulchres of the pro- 
phets : and your fathers killed them. Ye do in— 
deed bear witneſs, and conſent to the works of 
your fathers : for they killed them, and ye build 
their ſepulchres. And for this reaſon the Wiſdom 
of God hath ſaid; I will ſend them prophets and 
apoſtles, and ſome of them they will ſlay and per- 
ſecute : that the blood of all the prophets, which 
hath been ſhed from the foundation of the world, 
may be required of this generation: from the 
blood of Abel to the blood of Zacharias, who 
was ſlain between the altar and the temple : ve- 
rily I ſay to you, it ſhall be required of this ge- 
neration. Woe to you Lawyers: for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge ; ye have not 
entered in yourſelves, and them that were enter- 
ing in, ye have hindered. 

When he had faid theſe things to them, the 
Scribes and Phariſees began to preſs him vehe- 
mently, and provoke him to fpeak of many things. 
Lying upon the catch for him, and endeavouring 
to ſtart ſomething from his mouth, for which 
they might accuſe him. | 

During theſe tranſactions ſuch an innumerable 
multitude of people gathered together, that they 
trod upon one another: and he began to ſay to 
his diſciples; * 

In the firſt place beware of the leaven of the 
Phariſees, which is hypocriſy : for there is no- 
thing covered, that ſhall not be revealed. There- 
fore whatever ye have ſpoken in darkneſs, ſhall 
be heard in the light: and what ye have ſaid in 
the private apartments, ſhall be proclaimed upon 
the houſe-tops. And I ſay to you, my friends; 
Be not afraid of them, that kill the body, and 
after that have nothing more that they can do: 
but I will forewarn you whom you ſhall fear: 

fear 
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fear him, who after he hath killed, hath power 
to caſt into hell; yea, I ſay to you, fear bim. 
Are not five ſparrows ſold for two farthings; 
and not one of them is forgotten before God? 
But even the hairs of your head are all numbered: 
therefore fear not; ye are of more value than 
many ſparrows. | 

] likewiſe ſay to you; Whoſoever ſhall confeſs 
me before men, him will the Son of Man alſo con- 
feſs before the angels of God: but he that de- 
nieth me before men, ſhall be denied before the 
angels of God. And whoſoever ſhall ſpeak a 
word againſt the Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven 
him: but to him, that blaſphemeth againſt the 
Holy Spirit, -it ſhall not be forgiven. And when 
they bring you before ſynagogues, and magiſtrates, 
and powers; be not ſollicitous how, or what de- 
fence ye ſhall make, or what ye ſhall ſay: for 
the Holy Spirit ſhall teach you at that very time, 
what ye are to ſpeak. 


SECT: EXL 


After having anſwered a queſtion, with which 
be was interrupted, Jeſus adviſes all to 
avoid covetouſneſs; and proceeds in the 


charge to his diſciples. Luke xii. 13— 
53. 


AND one of the company ſaid to him; Maſ- 
ter, ſpeak to my brother to divide the in- 
heritance with me. And he ſaid to him; Man, 
who hath conſtituted me a judge, or a divider 

over you ? 
And he faid to them; Take heed and guard 
#gainlt covetouſneſs: for a man's life conſiſteth 
not 
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not in the abundance of his poſſeſſions. Then he 
ſpake a parable to them, ſaying; The land of a 
certain rich man brought forth abundantly : and 
he reaſoned within himſelf, ſaying ; What ſhall 
I do, for I have not room where to lay up m 
fruits? And he faid, This IT will do: I will take 
down my barns, and build larger; and there [I 
will collect all my produce, and all my goods, 
And I will ſay to my foul ; Soul, thou hat many 
good things ſtored up for many years : take thy 
eaſe, eat, drink, and be merry, But God ſaid 
to him; Thou fool, this night they ſhall require 
thy life from thee; then to whom ſhall belong 
the things which thou haſt provided? Thus is he 
who layeth up treaſure for himſelf, but is not rich 
towards Gad. 

Then he ſaid to his diſciples ; For this reaſon 
I ſay to you; be not over ſollicitous about your 
life, what ye ſhall eat: nor for the body, what 
ye ſhall put on. The life is more than meat, and 
the body than raiment. Conſider the ravens: for 
they neither ſow nor reap: they have neither ſtore- 
houſe nor barn, but God feedeth them. How 
much better are ye than the fowels? And which 
of you by anxiety can add one cubit to his age? 
If then ye cannot do the caſt, why are ye follici- 
tous about the reſt? Conſider the flowers of the 
field, how they grow : they neither labour, nor 
ſpin; and yet I ſay to vou, that Solomon in 41! 
his glory, Was not arraved like one of theſe. And 
if God thus clothe the herb in the field, to-day 
flouriſhing, and on the morrow caſt into the 
oven: how much rather will he c/athe you, O 
ye of little faith? Be not then inquiſitive about 
what ye ſhall eat, or what ye ſhall drink: nei— 
ther be ye ſuſpended in doubts, For the nations 
of the world earneſtly ſeek after all theſe 8 * 

an 
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and your Father, knoweth that ye want them. 
Seek rather the kingdom of God, and all theſe 
things ſhall be added to you. Fear not, little 
flock : for your Father is gracioufly pleaſed to 
give you the kingdom. Sel] your poſſeſſions, and 
give alms. Make for yourſelves bags, which 
ſhall never grow old, a treaſure in the heavens 
which ſhall never fail: where no thief can ap- 
proach, nor moth corrupt. For where your trea- 
ſure is, there alſo will your heart be. 

Let your loins be girded about, and your lamps 
burning: and ye yourſelves like to men, who 
wait for their Lord, when he ſhall return from 
the wedding; that when he cometh and knocketh, 
they may open to him immediately. Bleſſed are 
thoſe ſervants, whom the Lord when he cometh 
mall nnd watching: verily I ſay to you, that he 
will gird himſelf, and place them at the table, 
and will come forward to ſerve them. And if he 
mall come in the ſecond watch, or come in the 
third watch, and thus find em, blefled are thoſe 
ſcrvants. But know this, that if the maſter of 
the houſe had known at what hour the thief 
would come, he would have watched, and not 
ſuffered his houſe to be broke into. Be ye there- 
fore alſo ready: becauſe the Son of Man cometh 
at an hour, of which ye think not. 

Then Peter ſaid to him; Lord, doſt thou ſpeak 
this parable to us [-nly], or likewiſe to all? And 
the Lord ſaid; Who then is that faithful and 
wiſe ſteward, whom the Lord ſhall appoint over 
his houſhold, to give them their allowance in due 
ſeaſon. Bleſſed is that ſervant, whom his Lord, 
when he cometh, ſhall find thus employed: truly 
I tell you, he will appoint him over all his poſ- 
ſeſſions. But if ſuch a ſervant ſhall ſay in his 
heart; My Lord delayeth his coming: and ſhall 
begin 
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begin to beat the men and the maid-ſervants, and 
to eat, and drink, and be drunken: the Lord of 
that ſervant will come in a day which he did not 
expect, and at an Hour which he knoweth not; 
and will cut him off, and appoint him his portion 
with the unbelievers, For that ſervant, knowing 
his Lord's will, but not preparing Himel, neither 
acting according to his will, ſhall be beaten with 
many ſtripes : whereas he that knew not, and 
committed things worthy of ſtripes, thall be beaten 
with few. For to whomſcever much is given, of 
him much will be required : and to whom much 


hath been intruſted, of him they will demand the 


more. | 
I am come to ſend fire on the earth: and what 


do I defire, if it be already kindled ? But I have 
a baptiſm to be baptized with: and how aml 
preſſed, till it be finiſhed ? Do ye imagine that ! 
am come to give peace on the earth? | tel] you, 
no, but rather diviſion. For hereafter there ſhall 
be five in one houſe divided : three againſt two, 
and two againſt three. The father ſhall be di— 
vided againſt the ſon, and the ſon againſt the fa- 
ther : the mother againft the daughter, and the 
daughter againſt the mother: the mother-in-law 
againſt her daughter-in-law, and the daughter- 
in-law againſt her mother-in-law. |

For when thou 
art going with thy adverſary before the magiſtrate, 
as thou art in the way endeavour to accommodate 
the matter with him: left he bring thee before 
the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the of - 
cer, and the officer caſt thee into priſon, I tell 
thee, thou ſhalt not come out from thence: till 
thou haſt paid the very laſt mite, 
Now ſome, who were preſent at that time, 
told him concerning the Galileans, whoſe blood 
Pilate had mingled with their ſacrifices. And 
Jeſus anſwering Taid to them; Do ye think that 
theſe Galileans were ſinners beyond all the Gali- 
leans, becauſe they ſuffered theſe things? I tell 
you, no: but unleſs ye repent, ye ſhall all thus 
periſh, Or thoſe eighteen, upon whom the tower 
in Siloam fell, and llew them: do ye think that 
they were inners beyond all men, who dwelt at 
Jeruſalem? I tell you, no: but unlels ye repent, 


ye ſhall all thus periſh.

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And he ſpake this parable; A certain man had 
a ſig-ttee planted in his vineyard ; and he came 
expecting fruit on it, but found none. Then le 
ſaid to the drefier of his vineyard ; 2 for three 
years have I come, expecting fruit on this fig. 
tree, atid find none: cut it down. why ſhould it 
take up the ground? But he anſwering faid to 
him ; Lord, ſufler it this one year more, till !

And again he ſaid 
To what ſhall I liken the kingdom of God? it 
is like leaven, which a woman took, and hid in 
three meaſures of meal, till the whole was 
leavened.

For as ſoon as the maſter of the 
houſe is riſen up, and hath faſtened the door, and 
ye begin to ſtand without and knock at the door, 
ſaying, Lord, Lord, open it to us: and he will 
anſwer and fay, I know you not whence ye are. 
Then will ye begin to ſay; We have eaten and 
drank in thy pretence : and thou haſt taught in 
our ſtreets. And he will ſay; I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are: depart from me all ye 
workers of iniquity. There ſhall be weeping and 


2 gnalh- 
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gnaſhing of teeth; when ye ſhall ſee Abraham, 
and Iſaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets in the 
kingdom of God, and yourſelves caſt out. And 
they ſhall come from the eaſt, and from the weſt, 
and from the north, and from the ſouth ; and 
ſhall fit down in the kingdom of God. And be- 
hold, there are laſt which ſhall be firſt; and 
there are firſt which ſhall be laſt. 

The fame day certain Phariſees came to him, 
ſaying ; Go away, and depart hence : for Herod 
deſians to kill thee. But he ſaid to them; Go, 
and tell that fox: Behold, I caſt out devils, and 
perform cures to-day, and to-mo:row ; and the 
third day I ſhall be perfected. But I muſt pro- 
ceed to day, and to-morrow, and the day follow- 
ing: for it cannot be that a prophet ſhould periſh 
out of Jeruſalem. O Jeruſalem, Jerufalem, 
which killeſt the prophets, and ſtoneſt thoſe who 
are. ſent to thee : how often would I have ga- 
thered tny children together, as a hen gathereth 
her brood under her wings, and ye would not? 
Behold, your houſe is left to you deſolate : and 
verily I ſay to you, ye ſhall ſee me no more, till 
the time cometh when ye ſhall ſay; Bleſſed is he 
who cometh in the name of the Lord. 


S E CI; EXIV. 


Jeſus for the third time dines with a Pha- 
riſee, The parables of the marriage ſupper, 
thoughtleſs builder, and king, and ſalt that 
bath lift its favour, Luke xiv. 135. 


A ND it came to paſs, that when he went into 
the houſe of one of the ruling Phariſees to 


eat bread on the Sabbath- day, they were watch- 
ing 
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ing him. And behold, there was a certain man 
before him, that had a dropſy. And ſeſus an— 
ſwering, ſpake to the Lawyers and Phariſees, 
ſaying; Is it lawful to heal on the Sabbath day ? 
And they were ſilent: and laying his hand upon 
him, he healed him, and -ſent kim away. And 
anſwering them faid ; Which of you, who ſhall 
have an aſs or an ox fallen into a pit, will not 
immediately draw him out on the Sabbath-day ? 
And they were not able to return any anſwer to 
theſe things. 

Then, having obſerved how thev choſe out 
the fieſt places, he delivered a parable to thoſe 
that were invited, and faid to them; When thou 
art invited by any one to a mairiage-ſea/?, tit not 
down in the uppermolt | place ; leſt a perſon, more 
honourable than thou art, ſhould be invited by 
him. And he, that invited you both, ſhall come 
and fay to mee; Give place to this perſon : and 
then thou begin with ſhame to go down to the 
lait place. But when thou art invited, go and 
ſit down in the loweſt place: that when he that 
invited thee cometh, he may ſay to thee, Friend, 
go up higher": then thou wilt have honour in 
the preſence of them that fit at table with thee. 
For every one that exalteth himſelf, ſhall be 
humbled : and he that humbleth himſelf, {hall 
be exalted. 

And then he ſaid to the perſon who had invited; 
When thou malt make a dinner or a ſupper, in- 
vite not thy friends, nor thy brethren, nor thy 
kinſmen, nor thy rich neighbours only : leſt they 
likewiſe invite thee again, and thas a return be mide 
to thee, But when thou ſhalt make a feat, invite 
aljo the poor, the maimed, the lame, and the 
blind. And thou ſhalt be bleſſed: for they. have 
not wherewithal to make any return to thee 
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but it ſhall be repaid thee at the reſurreQion of 
the juſt, 

Now when one of them that ſat at table with 
him, heard theſe things, he ſaid to him; Blefled 
75 he that ſhall eat bread in the kingdom of God, 
Then he ſaid to him; A certain man made a 
great ſupper, and invited many : and ſent his 
ſervant at ſupper-time to ſay to them that were 
invited; Come, for all things are now ready, 
And they all, as with one conſent, began to make 
excuſe, The firſt ſaid, I have purchaſed a held, 
and it is neceſſary I ſhould go and ſee it: I de- 
fire thee, have me excuſed. And another ſaid, 
I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I am going 
to try them: I defire thee, have me excuſed, 
And another ſaid, I have married a wife, and for 
that reaſon I cannot come. And that ſervant 
came, and told his lord theſe things. Then the 
maſter of the houſe being angry, ſaid to his ſer- 
vant ; Go out quickly into the ſtreets and Janes 
of the city: and bring in hither the poor, and 
the maimed, and the lame, and the blind. And 
the ſervant ſaid, Lord, it is done as thou haſt 
commanded, and yet there is room. Then the 
lord ſaid to the ſervant; Go out into the high- 
ways and hedges, and preſs them to come in, 
that my houſe may be full. For I ſay to you, 
that none of thoſe men, who were invited, ſhall 
taſte of my ſupper. 

And great multitudes went along with him : 
and turning about he ſaid to them; If any man 
ſhall come to me, and hate not his father, and 
mother, and wife, and children, and brethren, 
and ſiſters, and moreover even his own life, he 
cannot be my diſciple. And whoever teareth 
not his croſs, and followeth me, cannot be my 
diſciple, For which of you intending to build a 

tower, 
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tower, doth not firſt ſet down and calculate the 
expence, whether he hath ſufficient to complete 
it. Leſt perhaps, having laid the foundation, and 
not being able to fniſh, all that ſee it begin to 
mock him, ſaying, This man began to build, 
and was not able to finiſh, Or what king, 
marching to engage in a war with another king, 
doth not firſt ſet down and conſult, whether he 
is able with ten thouſand to go againſt him, who 
is coming upon him with twenty thouſand? And 
if not; while the other is at a diſtance, he ſendeth 
an embaſly to defire conditions of peace. T'hus 
therefure, every one of you, that biddeth not fare- 
wel to all his ſubſtance, cannot be my diſciple. 
Salt is good: but if the ſalt is become inſipid, 
with what ſhall it be ſharpened ? It is fit neither 
for the land, nor for the dunghill : it is thrown 
away. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear, 


S ECT, LX. 


The parables of the loſt ſheep, loſt money; 
and loſt ſon. Luke xv. 1—32. 


T HEN all the publicans and the finners drew 
near to him, that they might hear him: and 

the Phariſees and the Scribes murmured much, 
ſaying, This man receiveth ſinners, and eateth 
with them. And he ſpake this parable to them, 
ſaying; What man of you having a hundred 
ſheep, if he ſhall loſe one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the wilderneſs, and 
go after that which is loſt, till he find it? And 
when he hath found it, he layeth it on his ſhoul- 
ders, rejoicing. And coming home he calleth 
together his friends and neighbours, ſaying to 
| them; 
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them ; Rejoice with me; for I have found m 
ſheep, which was loſt. I fay to you, that thus 
ſhall there be joy in heaven over one repenting 
ſinner, more than over ninety and nine jult per- 
ſons, who have no want of converſion. Again, 
what woman having ten pieces of ſilver, if ſhe 
ſhall loſe one piece, doth not light a candle, and 
ſweep the houſe, and look about carefully till ſhe 
find it? And having found it ſhe calleth together 
ber female friends and neighbours, ſaying ; Re- 
joice with me ; for I have found the piece which 
{ had loit. - Thus, I fay to you, joy is in the 
preſence of the angels of God, over one repent- 
ing finner. 

And he ſaid; A certain man had two ſons : 
and the younger of them ſaid to the father; Fa- 
ther, give me the portion of goods, that will fall 
to my ſhare and he divided to them his effects. 
And not many days after, the younger ſon ga— 
thering all Vis together, travelled into a diſtant 
country : and living there riotouſly, he ſquandered 
away his ſubſtance. And when he had ſpent all, 
there came a mighty famine in that country; and 
he began to be in want. And he went and joined 
himſelf to a citizen of that place; and he ſent 
him into his fields to feed the ſwine. And he 
wiſhed he could have filled his belly with the 
huſks, which the ſwine did eat: for no man gave 
him any thing to eat, And when he came to him- 
ſelf, he ſaid; How many hired ſervants of my 
father have more than ſufficient bread to eat ; 
and I periſh with hunger! I will ariſe and go to 
my father, and will ſay to him; Father, I have 
ſinned againſt heaven, and before thee; and am 
no more worthy to be called thy ſon : make me 
as one of thy hired ſervants. And he aroſe, and 
came to his father. But keeping off as yet at a 

| diſtance, 
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diſtance, his father ſaw him, and was moved 
with compaſſion; and ran, and fell on his neck, 
and kifled him. And the ſon ſaid to him; Fa- 
ther, I have ſinned againſt heaven, and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to be called thy 
ſon. But the father ſaid to his ſervants; Bring 
out the beſt robe, and put it on him: and give 
a ring for his hand, and ſhoes for his feet. And 
bring hither and kill the fatted calf: and let us 
eat and be joyful: for this my ſon was dead, and 
is alive again; he was loſt, and is found: and 
they began to be merry. 

Now his elder ſon was in the field: and as he 
came near to the houſe, he heard muſick and 
dancing. And calling one of the ſervants to 
him, he enquired what was the meaning of theſe 
things. And he faid to him; Thy brother is 
come; and thy father hath killed the fatted calf; 
becauſe he hath received him in good health. 
And he was enraged, and would not go in: his 
father therefore went out, and intreated him. 
But he anſwering ſaid to his father; Lo, theſe 
many years I ſerve thee, and have not in any ar- 
ticle tranſgreſſed thy commands: yet thou never 
gaveſt me a kid, that I might make merry with 
my friends. But as ſoon as this thy ſon was 
come, who hath devoured thy ſubſtance with har- 
lots, thou haſt killed for him the fatted calf. 
And he faid to him ; Son, thou art always with 
me ; and all that I have is thine. It is right, 
that we ſhould be merry and rejoice: for this thy 
brother was dead, and is live again; and was 
loſt, and is found, | 
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S8 ECT. LXVI. 
The parables of the unjuſt fteward, and of 


Dives and Lazarus, Luke xvi. 1—23t. 


HEN he ſaid alſo to his diſciples; There 

was a certain rich man who had a ſteward, 
that was accuſed to him of having wilted his 
goods. And calling him he ſaid to him; What 
is this that I hear of thee? Render up an account 
of thy ſtewardſhip : for thou canſt be no longer 
ſteward. Then the ſteward ſaid within himſelf ; 
What ſhall I do? for my lord taketh away from 
me the ſtewardſhip: I cannot dig, to beg I am 
aſhamed. I have nv found out what I will do; 
that when J am turned out of the ſtewardſhip, 
they may receive me into their houſes. So he 
called every one of his lord's tenants to him, and 
faid to the firſt; How much art thou to pay to 
my lord? And he ſaid, A hundred meaſures of 
oil. And he ſaid to him; Take thy writing, 
and fit down quickly, and ſet down fifty. Then 
he ſaid to another; And how much art thou to 
pay? And he ſaid, A hundred meaſures of wheat: 
and he ſaid to him, Take thy writing, and ſet 
down fourſcore. And his lord commended the 
unjuſt fteward, becauſe he had acted wiſely: for 
the children of this world are wiſer in their ge- 
neration than the children of light. 

And I fay to you; Make to yourſelves friends 
of the falſe Mammon; that when ye fail, they 
may receive you into everlaſting habitations. He 
that is faithful in that which is leaſt, is faithful 
alſo in much ; and he that is unjuſt ia the leaſt, 
is unjuſt alſo in much, If Weretore ye ROE OP 
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been faithful in the falle mammon, who will 
commit to your truft the true? And if ye have 
not been fai:hful in that which belongs to ano- 
ther, who will give you any thing for your own? 
No fervant can ſerve two maſters : for either he 
will hate the one, and love the other: or elſe he 
i adhere to the one, and neglect the other. 
Ye cannot ſerve God and Mammon. | 

Now the Phariſees, who were lovers of money, 
heard likewiſe all theſe things; and they ſneered 
him. But he ſaid to them; Ye are they who 
Juſtify yourſelves before men: but God knoweth 
your hearts. For that which is highly eſteemed 
among men, is ten an abomination in the ſight 
of God. The law and the prophets were till 
John : from that time the kingdom of heaven 1s 
preached, and every man prefieth into it. And 
it is eaſier for heaven and earth to paſs away, 
than for one tittle of the law to fail. He that 
putteth away his wife, and marticth another, 
committeth adultery : and he that marrieth her, 
who is put away from her huſband, committeth 
adultery. 

There was a certain rich man, who was clothed 
in purple and fine linen, and feaſted ſplendidly 
every day. And there was a certain beggar named 
Lazarus, who was laid at his gate full of ſores, 
And deſiring to be fed with the crumbs, which 
fell from the rich man's table: moreover alſo 
the dogs came, and licked his ſores. And it 
came to paſs that the poor man died; and he 
was carried by angels into Abraham's boſom : 
the rich man alſo died, and was buried. And in 
hell being in torments, and lifting up his eyes, 
he ſaw Abraham at a diſtance, and Lazarus at 
his boſom. And calling out he faid; Father 
Abraham, have compailtion on me, and tend 

Lazarus, 
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Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his finger in 
water, and cool my tongue: for [ am tormented 
in this flame. But Abraham ſaid; Son, remem- 
ber that thou in thy life-time received{t thy good 
things, and Lazarus likewiſe evil things: and 
now he is comforted, and thou art tormented. 
And beſides all theſe, there is a great chaſm fixed be- 
tween us and you: ſo that they who would go from 
hence to you, cannot; neither can they who are 
there, paſs over to us. Then he ſaid ; I intreat 
thee therefore, father, that thou wouldſt ſend 
him to my father's houſe : for I have five bre- 
thren, that he may teſtify to them, that they alſo 
may not come into this place of torment. Abra- 
ham faith to him; They have Moſes and the 
prophets : they may attend to them. And he 
ſaid ; Nay, father Abraham, but if one went to 
them from the dead, they will repent. And he 
ſaid to him; If they liſten not to Moſes and the 
prophets, neither will they be perſuaded, if one 
thould ariſe from the dead. 


SECT; in 
Feſus ſpeaks of offences, and of unprofitadl: 


ſervants. Is ſent for io Lazarus. Leaves 
Peræa, and upon the road cures ten lepers. 


Luke xvii. 1—19. John xi. 1—16. 


_ HEN he ſaid to his diſciples ; It is impoſ- 
ſible but that offences will come: but woe 
to him by whom they come. It were better for 
him that a mill-ſtone was hanged about his neck, 
and he caſt into the ſea, than that he ſhould of- 
fend one of theſe little ones. Take heed to your- 
ſelves: if thy brother treſpaſs againſt thee, re- 

| buke 
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buke him; and if he repent, forgive him. And 
if he treſpaſs againſt thee ſeven times in a day, 
and feven times in a day turn again to thee, ſay- 
ing, | repent ; thou ſhalt forgive him. And the 
apoſtles ſaid to the Lord; Increaſe our faith. 
And the Lord faid ; If ye had faith as a grain of 
muſtard-ſeed, ye might ſay to this ſycamore- tree 
Be thou plucked up by the roots, and planted in 
the ſea; and it ſhould obey you. 


Now which of you, having a ſervant plowing 


or taking care of cattle, will ſay to him imme— 
diately as he cometh from the field; Come here, 
and fit down 21th me at table? But vill he not 
rather ſay to him; Make ready my ſupper, and 
girding. thyſelf wait upon me while J eat and 
drink; and after that thou ſhalt cat and drink: 
Doth he thank that ſervant, becauſe he did the 
things that were commanded him? [ think not. 
Thus likewiſe ye, when ye ſhall have done all 
thoie things which are commanded you, fay; We 


ae - unprofitable ſervants: we have done that 


wh ch was our duty toi do, 

Now a certain man was ſick, Lazarus of Beth- 
any, the town of Mary, and her fiiter Martha, 
(It was that Mary, who [after ibi] anninted the 
Lord with precious ointment, and wiped his feet 
with her hair, whoſe brother Lazarus was ſick.) 
Therefore the ſiſters ſent to him, ſaying ;. Lord, 
behold, he whom thou lovelt, is ſick. When 
Jeſus heard it, he ſaid; This ſickneſs is not to 
death, but for the glory of God, that the Son of 
God may be glorified by it. (Now Jeſus loved 
Martha, and her ſiſter, and Lazarus. ) Having 
then heard that he was ſick, he continued Rill 
two days in the piace where he was, And after 
that he ſaith to his diſciples ; Let us go into Ju- 
dea again, The diſciples ſay to him; Matter, 
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the Jews lately ſought to ſtone thee ; and doſt 
thou go thither again? Jeſus anſwered ; Are 
there not twelve hours in the day? If any man 
walk in the day, he ſtumbleth not, becauſe he 
ſeeth the light of this world: but if a man walk 
in the aight, he ſtumbleth, becauſe there is no 
light in him. Thus he ſpake ; and after that he 
faith to them; Our friend Lazarus is aſleep : but 
I go, that I may awake him. Then ſaid his diſ- 
ciples; Lord, if he ſleep, he will recover. But 
Jeſus ſpake of his death: and they thought, that 
he kad ſpoken of taking reſt in ſleep. Then Je- 
ſus ſaid to them plainly; Lazarus is dead : and 
I am glad for your ſakes, that I was not there, 
| becawſe ye may believe. Therefore let us go to 
him. Then Thomas, called Didymus, ſaid to 
his fellow-diſciples; Let us alſo go, that we may 
die with him. | 

And dt came to paſs, that in his journey to- 
wards Jeruſalem he paſſed through the midit of 
Samaria and Galilee, And as he was entering 
inte 2 certain village, ten men that were lepers 
met him, but ſtood at a diſtance. And they 
raiſed their voices, and ſaid; Jeſus, maſter, have 
compaſhon on us. And when he ſaw them, he 
ſaid to them; Go, ſhew yourſelves to the prieſts: 
and it came to paſs, that as they were going, they 
were cleanſed. And one of them, when he ſaw 
that he was healed, turned back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God; and fell down on is face at 
his feet, giving him thanks: and he was a Sa- 
maritan. Jeſus anſwering ſaid ; Were there not 
ten cleanſed ? but where are the other nine? There 
are not found that returned to give glory to God, 
except this ſtranger, And he ſaid to him; Arile, 
go on thy way, thy faith hath ſaved thee. 


7 SECT. 
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S ECT. LXVIII. 


Jeſus raiſes Lazarus at Betbam; and then 
goes to Ephraim. John xi. 17—54. 


HEN when Jeſus was come (20 Bethany), 
he found that he (Lazarus) had been already 
four days in the grave. (Now Bethany was near 
to Jeruſalem, about fifteen furlongs off.) And 
many of the Jews came to Martha and Mary to 
comfort them concerning their brother. hen 
Martha, as ſoon as ſhe heard that Jeſus was 
coming, went out to meet him: but Mary was 
fitting in the houſe. Then ſaid Martha to Jeſus, 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my brother had 
not died. But even now I know, that whatever 
thou ſhalt aſk of God, God will grant thee. 
Jeſus faith to her ; Thy brother ſhall riſe again, 
Martha ſaid to him; I know that he ſhall riſe 
again in the reſurrection at the laſt day. Jeſus 
ſaid to her; I am the reſurrection and the life: 
he that believeth in me ſhall live, though he 
ſhould die; and every one, who liveth and be- 
lieveth in me, ſhall never die. Believeſt thou 
this ? She faith to him; Yea, Lord: I believe 
that thou art the Chriſt, the Son of God, who 
was to come into the world, 8 
And having faid this, ſhe went from him, and 
fecretly called her ſiſter Mary, ſaying ; The maſ- 
ter is come, and aſketh for thee. As ſoon as ſhe 
heard it, ſhe aroſe haſtily, and went to him. 
(Now Jeſus was not yet come into the village, 
but was in the place where Martha had met him.) 
The Jews therefore, who were with her in the 
houſe comforting her, when they ſaw that Mary 
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roſe up haſtily, and went out, followed her, 
ſaying; She is going to the grave to weep there, 

Wien Mary came where Jeſus was, and law 
him, ſhe fell down at his feet, ſay:nz to bim; 
Loid, if thou hadit been here, my brother hal 
not died. Jeſus therefore, when he ſaw her 
weeping, and the Jews that came with her weep- 
ing , groaned in ſpirit, and was troubled : 
and faid; Where have ye laid him? They ſay to 
him; Lord, come and ſee. Jeſus wept. T hen 
the Jews ſaid ; Behold, how he loved him. And 
ſome of them faid; Could not this man, who 
opened the eyes of the blind, have done /emething 
that even this man ſhould not have died? Jeſus 
therefore groaning again in himſelt, cometh to 
the grave. It was a cave, and a (tone lay upon 
it. Jeſus ſaid; Take away the ſtone. Martha, 
che ſiſter of him that was dead, faith to him, 
Lord, he is now offenſive : for he is four days 
buried. Jeſus ſaith to her; Did I not ſay to 
thee, that if thou wouldſt believe, thou ſhouldit 
ſee the glory of God ? Then they took away the 
ftone, where the dead was laid. And jeſus lifted 
upwards his eyes, and ſaid; Father, I thank thee, 
that thou haſt heard me. I knew indeed that 
thou always heareſt me: but I ſaid z for the 
multitude who ftand by, that they may believe 
thou haſt ſent me. 

And having thus fpoken, he cried with a ound 
voice; Lazarus, come forth. And the dead 
came forth, having his feet and hands bound 
with fillets, and his face compaſſed about with 
a napkin. Jeſus ſaith to-them ; Looſe him, and 
let him go. 

Then many of the Jews, who were come to 
Mary, and faw what Jeſus did, believed on him 
but ſome of them went to the Phariſces, Aung 
| them 
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them what Jeſus had done. Then the chief 
prieſts and the Phariſees gathered a council to- 
gether, and ſaid; What are we doing ? for this 


man performeth many miracles: and if we Jet. 


him go on in this manner, all men will believe 
on him; and the Romans will come and take 
away both our place and nation, Now one of 
them, Caiaphas, being the high-prieſt that year, 
ſaid to them; Ye know nothing at all; nor con- 
fider, that it is better for us, that one man ſhould 
die for the people, and not the whole nation pe— 
riſh. And he ſpake not this of himſelf: but be- 
ing high-prieſt that year, he propheſied that Je- 
ſus ſhould die for the nation. And not for that 


nation only, but that he ſhould alſo gather into 
one, the children of God that are ſcattered - 


abroad. Then from that very day they conſuked 
together, how they might put him to death, 

Jeſus therefore walked no more openly among; 
the Jews: but went from thence into the country 
near the wilderneſs, to a city called Ephraim; 
and there he continued with his diſciples, 


SECT. LXIX. 


Jeſus foretells the deſtruction of Feruſalem fer 
the firſt time: and his own ſufferings the 
fifth. The parable of the unjuſt judge and 
the widow. Luke xvii. 20—37. xvili. 
1—8. 


AND being examined by the Phariſees, when 
| the kingdom of God was to come; he an- 
iwered them and ſaid; The kingdom of God 
cometh not with obſervation 5 neither fhall they 


ſay, Lo here, or Lo there; for lo, the kingdom 
33888 P 3 f 
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of God is within you. And he ſaid to the diſ- 
Ciples; The days will come, when ye ſhall de- 
fire to ſee one of the days of the Son of Man, and 
ye ſhall not fee it. And they ſhall ſay to you, 
Lo here, or lo there; but go not out, neither 
follow them. For as the lightning, which dart- 
eth from one part under heaven, ſhineth to the 
other part under heaven: thus alſo ſhall the Son 
of Man be in his day: but he muſt firſt ſuffer 
many things, and be rejected by this generation, 
Now as it was in the davs of Noah, even ſo 


ſhall it be in the days of the Son of Man. They 


did eat, they drank, they marricd wives, they 
were given in marriage, till the day that Noah 
entered into the ark: and the flood came, and 
deſtroyed them all. "Thus likewiſe it was in the 


days of Lot: they did eat, they bought, they ſold, 


they planted, they built, But the day that Lot 
went out of Sodom, fire and brimſtone rained 
from heaven, and deftroyed them all. 'I hus 
ſhall it be in the day, when the Son of Man is 
revealed. | 
In that day, he that ſhall be upon the houſe- 
top, and his goods in the houſe, let him not come 
down to take them away: and he that is in the 
field, let him likewiſe not return back. Remem- 
ber Lot's wife. He that ſhall ſeek to ſave his life, 
ſha!l loſe it: and he that ſhall loſe his life, ſhall 
preſerve it, I tell you, in that night two men 
ſhall be in one bed ; the one ſhall, be ſeized,. and 
the other diſmiſſed.

the one ſhall be ſeized, and the other diſmiſſed. 
And they anſwering ſay to him; Where, Lord? 
And he ſaid to them; Whereſoever the carcaſe is, 
there will the eagles be gathered together,

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Then alſo he ſpake a parable to them, that 
men ought conſtantly to pray, and not to ſleg, 
ſaying z There was in a certain city a judge, who 
neither feared God, nor regarded man. And 
there was a widow in that city, who came to 
him, ſaying ; Do me juſtice againſt my adver— 
ſary. And for ſome time he would not; but af- 
terwards he faid within himſelf; "Though I nei- 
ther ſear God, nor regard man ; yet becauſe this 
widow teazeth me, I will do her juſtice, leſt by 
her continual coming ſhe give me pain. And 
the Lord ſaid ; Hear what the unjuſt judge faith : 
and ſhall not God act in vindication of his own. 
elect, who cry day and night to him; though he 
bear long with thoſe [that eppreſs them.] I tell 
you that he will vindicate them ſuddenly, Ne— 
vertheleſs when the Son of Man cometh, ſhall 
he find faith on the earth?

The parable of the Phariſee and the Publican, 

Concerning divorces. Jeſus bleſſes little 

children. Luke xviil. 9-17. Matt. xix. 
3—15. Mark x. 2—16. 


AND he alſo ſpake this parable to ſome, 
who truſted in themſelves that they were 
righteous, and deſpiſed others. "I'wo men went 
up to the temple to pray: the one a Phariſee, the 
other a Publican. The Phariſee ſtanding by him- 
ſelf prayed in theſe words God, I thank thee 
that I am not as the reſt of men, rapacious, un- 
juſt, adulterers, or even as this Publican. I faſt 
twice in the week, and I pay tithes of all that [ 
poſſeſs. And the Publican ſtanding at a diſtance, 
WTF | | © would 
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would not ſo much as liſt up his eyes to heaven: 
but ſmote upon his breaſt, ſaying; God be mer- 
ciful to me a finner, I tell you, this man went 
down to his houſe juſtified rather than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himſelf, ſhall be hum- 


bled; and he that humbleth himſelf, ſhall be 


exalted, | 

And the Phariſees came to him to try him, and 
ſaying to him; Is it lawful for a man to put 
away his wife for any cauſe? And he anſwered 
and ſaid to them; Have ye not read, that God 
the Creator at the beginning made them male 
and female? And he ſaid ; For this reaſon ſhall 
a man leave his father and mother, and ſhall be 
joined to his wife, fo that they two ſhall be one 
fleſh. Wherefore they are no more two, but one 
fleſh : what therefore God hath bound together, 
let not man ſeparate. They ſay to him; Why 
then did Moſes command to give a writing of 
divorce, and put her away? And he anſwered 
and ſaid to them; What did Moſes command 

ou? And they ſaid; Moſes ſuffered to write a 

il! of divorce, and diſmiſs her. He faith to 
them ; Moſes, for the hardneſs of your hearts, wrote 
you this precept, and ſuffered you to put away 
your wives: but from the firſt it was not fo; for 
at the beginning of the creation, God made them 
male and female. And I fay to you; Wholo- 
ever ſhall put away his wife, except for fornica- 
tion, and ſhall marry another, committeth adul- 
tery : and he who marrieth her that is /o put 
away, committeth adultery. 

And in the houſe his diſciples aſked him again 
concerning this matter. And he ſaith to them; 
Whoſoever ſhall put away his wife, and marry 
another, committeth adultery againſt her: and if 
a woman ſhall put away her huſband, and be 

married 
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married to another, ſhe committeth adultery. 
His diſciples ſay to him ; If this be the caſe of a 
man with his wife, it is not-good to marry. But 
he ſaid to them; All men cannot receive this fay- 
ing; only they to whom it is given, For there 
are ſome eunuchs, born fo from heir mother's 
womb : and there are ſome eunuchs, who were 
made eunuchs by men: and there are ſome eu- 
nuchs, who have made themſelves eunuchs tor 
the ſake of the kingdom of heaven. He that is 
able to receive this, let him receive it. 

And they brought young children and infants 
to him, that he might touch them, and put his 
hands upon them, and pray; and when the diſ- 
ciples ſaw it, they rebuked thoſe that brought 


them. But Jeſus perceiving this, was greatly 


diſpleaſed, and ſaid to them; Suffer little chil- 
dien to come to me, and forbid them not; for 
of ſuch is the kingdom of God and of heaven. 
Verily I ſay to you; Whoſoever ſhall not re- 
ceive the kingdom of God as a little child, he 
ſhall in no wiſe enter into it. And calling them 
to him, and taking them up in his arms, he laid 
his hands upon them, and bleſſed them: and 
then he departed from thence. 
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SECT. LXXI. 


He leaves Ephraim. The rich ruler. Hard 
for a rich man to enter the kingdom of hea- 
den. Thrones promiſed for the firſt time. 
Self- denial inculcated a third time, The 
labourers in the vineyard. Matt. xix. 16 
—30. xx. 1—16., Mark x. 16—31. 
Luke xviii. 38—30. | 


AND when he was going forward in the way, 

behold a certain ruler came running, and 
kneeling down before him, demanded of him ſay- 
ing; Good maſter, what good thing ſhall I do, 
that | may inherit eternal life. And Jeſus ſaid 
to him; Why doſt thou call me good? There is 
none good, but God only, But if thou wilt en- 
ter into life, keep the commandments. He faith 
to him; Which? Jeſus ſaid ; Thou knoweſt the 
commandments : Thou ſhalt do no murder; 
Thou ſhalt not commit adultery ; Thou ſhalt 
not ſteal; Thou ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs ; 
Defraud not ; Honour thy father and thy mo- 
ther; and, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as 
thyſelf. The young man anſwered and ſaid to 
him ; All theſe things have I obſerved from my 
youth: what more do I want? Then Jeſus look- 
ing upon him earneſtly loved him, when he heard 
theſe things, and ſaid to bim; One thing thou 
yet wanteſt; if thou wilt be perfect; Go, and 
fell all thy ſubſtance, and diftribute it to the poor, 
and thou ſhalt have treaſure in heiven : and come, 
take up the croſs, and follow me. But when the 
young man heard that ſaying, he was grieve; 

an 
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and went away very ſorrowful: for he was very 
rich, and had great poſſeſſions. 

And when Jeſus ſaw that he was very ſorrow- 
ful, he looked round about, and faith to his di(- 


ciples; How hardly ſhall they that have riches 


enter into the kingdom of God? Verily I ſay to 
you; that a rich man ſhall with difficulty enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. And the diſciples 
were aſtoniſhed at his words: but Jeſus anſwer- 
ing again faith to them; Children, how difficult 
is it for thoſe who truſt in riches to enter into 
the kingdom of God! And again I ſay to you; 
It is eaſier for a camel to go through the eye of 
a needle, than for a rich man to enter into the 


kingdom of God. And when his diſciples heard 


it, they were exceedingly amazed, and aſtoniſhed 
above meaſure, ſaying among themſelves; Who 
then can be faved? And Jeſus looking upon them 
faith to them; With men this is impoſſible, bur 
not with God: for with God all things are poſ- 
ſible; even the things which are impoſſible with 
men are poſhble with God. 

Then Peter anſwering began to ſay to him; 
Behold, we have left all and followed thee : what 
ſhall we have therefore? And Jeſus anſwered, 
and faid to them; Verily I ſay to you, that ye 
who have followed me in the regeneration, when 
the Son of Man ſhall fit on the throne of his 
glory, ye alſo ſhall fit upon twelve thrones, judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of Iſrael. And every one, 


that hath left houſe, or brethren, or ſiſters, or 


father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, 
for my name's ſake, and for the goſpel, and the 
kingdom of God, ſhall receive manifold more, 
even an hundred fold now in this preſent time; 
houſes, and brethren, and fiſters, and mothers, 
and childien, and lands, with perſecution : and 

in 
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in the world to come ſhall inherit eternal lite. 
But many firſt ſhall be laſt, and the laſt firſt, 
For the kingdom of heaven is like to a man 
who was maſter of a family, that went out early 
in the morning to hire labourers for his vineyard, 
And having agreed with the labourers for a Ko- 
man penny a day, he ſent them into his vineyard, 
And going out about the third hour, he ſaw 
others ſtanding unemployed in the market- place; 
and he ſaid to them; Go ye alſo into the vine- 
yard, and whatſoever is right I will give you: 
and they went. Going out again about the fixth 
and ninth hour, he acted in the ſame manner, 
And he went out about the eleventh hour | five 
in the afternoon] and found others ſtanding idle, 
and faith to them; Why do ye ſtand here all the 
day idle? They ſay to him; Becauſe no body 
hath hired us. He faith to them; Go ye alſo 
into the vineyard, and whatever is right ye ſhall 
receive. | 
Now when the evening was come, the lord of 
the vineyard faith to his ſteward ; Call the la- 
bourers, and pay them the hire, beginning from 
the laſt up to the firſt. And when they of the 
eleventh hour came, each of them received a 
penny. But when the firſt came, they ſuppoſed 
that they ſhould receive more, and they likewiſe 
received, each man a penny. And when they 
had received it, they murmured again? the maſ- 
ter of the houſe, ſaying; Theſe laſt have worked 
but one hour, and thou haſt made them equal to 
us, who have borne the burthen and heat of the 
day. But he anſwered, and ſaid to one of chem; 
Friend, I do not wrong thee : didſt not thou 
agree with me for a penny? Take up thy own, 
and be gone: for I chuſe to give to this laſt even 
as to thee, Is it not lawful for me to do what 1 
| | pleaſe 
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pleaſe with my own ? Is thy eye evil, becauſe l 
am good? Thus ſhall the laſt be firſt, and the 
firſt laſt : for many are called, but few choſen, 


SE CF, EXXII. 


Feſus foretells his ſufferings a ſixth time, and 
his reſurrection the fifth. His diſciples 
flrive a ſecond time for the chief places. 
Humility recommended again. He cures 
two blind men near Jericho. Matt. xx. 
17—34. Mark x. 32—52, Luke xvill. 
. | 


AND as they were in the road going up to 

Jeruſalem, Jeſus led the way : and they 
were amazed, and followed him with fear. Then 
he took again to him the twelve diſciples apart 
in the way, and ſaid to them; Behold, we are 
going up to Jeruſalem, and all things, that are 
written by the prophets concerning the Son of 
Man ſhall be accompliſhed : and the Son of Man 
ſhall be betrayed, and delivered to the Chief— 
Prieſts, and to the Scribes; and they ſhall con- 


demn him to death. And then they ſhall deliver 


him to the Gentiles: and they ſhajl mock him, 
and ſhall injurioully treat him, and ſhall ſcourge 
him, and ſhall ſpit upon him, and ſhal} crucit 
and kill him; and the third day he ſhall rife 


again, But they underſtood none of theſe things - 


and this ſaying was hid from them, neither knew 
they what was ſpoken, 

Then came the mother of Zebedee's children, 
with her fons James and John, worſhipping, and 


alking of him a certain favor, ſaying; Matter, 
we deſire that thou Wo do for us whatever 
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we ſhall aſk. And he ſaid to them; What do 
ye defire that I ſhould do for you? And ſhe and 
they ſaid to him; Grant to us that they (we) 
may fit, one on thy right-hand, and the other 
on thy left in thy kingdom and glory. But Jeſus 
aniwering ſaid to them; Ye know not what ye 
aſk. Are ye able to drink of the cup, of which 
I ſhall drink; and to be baptized with the bap- 
tiſm, with which I ſhall be baptized? They ſay 
to him; We are able. And Jetus faith to them; 
Ye thall indeed drink of my cup, of which I ſha]] 
drink; and be baptized with the baptiſm, with 
which I am baptized : but to fit on my right- 
hand and on my left, is not mine to give, but 7: 
theſe for whom it is prepared by my Father. 

And when the ten heard it, they began to be 
much diſpleaſed, and were moved with indig- 
nation againit the two brethren, James and 
John. But Jeſus calling them to him ſaid to 
them;. Ye know that the princes, who are ac- 
counted to rule over the Genciles, lord it over 
them; and their great ones exerciſe authority up- 
on them. But it ſhall not be thus with you: for 
if any one hath a mind to be great among you, 
he ſhall be your miniſter; .and it any one would 
be firſt among you, let him be your ſervant, and 
the ſervant of all. Even as the Son of Man 
came not to be ſerved, but to ſerve others, and 
give his life a ranſom for many 

And they came to Jericho: and it happened 
that when he departed from Jericho with his diſ- 
ciples, a great multitude followed him; and be- 
hold, as he was near to Jericho, a certain blind 
man (a), Bartimeus the ſon of Timeus, fat by

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the way-fide begging. And hearing the multi- 
tude as they paſſed along, he enquired what it 
meant: and they told him that Jeſus of Naza- 
reth was coming by. And when he heard that 
it was Jeſus of Nazareth, he began to cry out 
and fay; Jeſus, O Lord, thou Son of David, 
have mercy on me. And the multitude, and 
many that went before, rebuked him, that he 
ſhould hold his peace : but he cried a great deal 
the more; Have mercy on me, O Lord, thou 
Son of David. And Jeſus ſtood ſtill, and com- 
manded him to be called, and brought to him : 
and they called the blind man, ſaying to him; 


Courage, riſe up, he calleth thee: and throwing 
off his cloak, he roſe, and came to Jeſus. And 


when he was come near, Jeſus anſwering ſaid to 
him, and aſked him, What doſt thou defire that 
I ſhould do for thee? The blind man ſaid w 
him; My Lord and maſter, that my eyes may be 
opened, and I may recover. my fight. So Jefus 
had compaſſion on him, and touched his eyes, 
and faid to him; Receive thy ſight, and go thy 


way: thy faith hath ſaved thee. And immedi- 


ately his eyes received fight, and he followed Je- 


ſus in the way, glorifying God: and all the peo- 


ple, when they ſaw it, gave praiſe to God. 


muſt be treated accordingly. Mark and Luke mention only 
one: and as Mark has recorded his name in a very particular 
manner, it ſhews him to be a perſon of ſome note. And 
therefore for this reaſon, and becauſe perhaps he was the chief 
ſpeaker in their addreſſes to Jeſus, they might think it ſuffi - 
cient to take notice only of him: but if the reader pleaſes, he

| | Ms Jeſus went from Jericho to Jeruſalem, he 
Iii dined with Zaccheus. Delivers the para- 


ble of the nobleman's ſervants. Luke 
xix. 1—28. 


il ; AN D (Jeſus) having entered, and paſſed 
Fl through Jericho, behold, there was a man, 
| named Zaccheus, who was the chief among the 
i publicans; and he was rich, And he endea- 
| voured to ſee Jeſus who he was: but could not 
for the crowd, being little of ſtature. And run- 
ning before, he got up into a ſycamore-tree to 
ſee him; for he was to pals by it. And when 
Jeſus came to the place, looking up he ſaw him, 
and ſaid to him; Zaccheus, come down quickly: 
for I muſt abide at thy houſe to-day ; and he came 
down preſently, and received him with joy. And 
when they ſaw it, they all murmured ſaying, 
that he was gone to be a gueſt with a man that 
is a ſinner. Then Zaccheus ſtanding forth ſaid 
to the Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my ſub- 
ſtance I give to the poor: and if I have taken 
if any thing wrongfully from any man, I reſtore 
it fourfold, And Jeſus ſaid of him; This day is 
ſalvation come to this houſe, as he is alſo a ſon 
of Abraham : - for the Son of Man is come to 
ſeek, and to ſave that which was loſt. | 
When they had heard theſe things, he added 
and ſpake a parable; becauſe he was near to Je- 
ruſalem, and becauſe they thought that the king- 

dom of heaven was immediately to appear. 
He ſaid therefore: A certain nobleman went 
into a diſtant country, to receive for himſelf a 
kingdom, 
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kingdom, and then to return. And he called ten 
of his ſervants, and delivered to them ten pounds, 
and ſaid to them; T raffick till I come back. But 
his citizens hated him, and ſent an embaſly after 
him, ſaying; We will not have this man to be 
king over us. And it came to paſs, that when 
he had received the kingdom, and was returned, 
he ordered thoſe ſervants to be called to him, to 
whom he had delivered the money ; that he might 
know what each man had gained by his traffick. 
Then came the firſt ſaying; Lord, thy pound 
hath gained ten pounds. And he ſaid to him; 
Well done, thou good ſervant: becauſe thou halt 
been faithful in the leaſt, have thou authority 
over ten cities. And the ſecond came ſay ing; 
Lord, thy pound hath made five pounds. And 
he ſaid likewiſe to this; Be thou alſo over five 
cities. And another came ſaying; Lord, behold 
here is thy pound, which I have kept laid up in 
a napkin. For I was afraid of thee, becauſe 
thou art an auſtere man, taking up what thou 


didſt not lay down, and reaping what thou did{t 


not ſow. But he faith to him; Out of thy own. 


mouth will I condemn thee, O thou wicked ſer- 
vant, Didſt thou know that I was an auſtere 
man, taking up what I did not lay down, and 
reaping what I did not fo'v; For this reaſon 
therefore why didſt not thou put my money into 
the bank, that when I came I might have received 
my own with intereſt? And he ſaid to them who 
ſtood by; Take from him the pound, and give 
it to him that hath ten pounds. (And they ſaid: 
to him, Lord, he hath ten pounds.) For | ſay 
to you, that unto every one who hath, ſhall be 
given: and from him that hath not, even what 
he hath ſhall be taken away from him. But 
thoſe my enemies, who would not that I ſhould' 
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reign over them, bring hither, and ſlay them be- 
fore me. 

And when he had ſaid theſe things, he went 
before them aſcending to Jeruſalem, 


S ECT. LXXIV. 


Jeſus is anointed by Mary in Bethany. Goes 
towards Feruſalem; weeps over the city, 
and enters it publickly, Matt. xxi. 1—11, 
Mark xi. 1—11. Luke xix. 29—44. 


John xi. 55—57. xii. 119. 


NOW the Paſſover of the Jews drew near: 

and many out of the countty went up to 
Jeruſalem before the Paſſover, that they might 
purify themſelves. And they enquired for Jetus, 
and ſaid to one another as they ſtood in the tem- 
ple; What think ye? will he not come to the 


feaſt? For both the Chief- Prieſts and the Phari- 


fees had given a commandment, that if any one 


knew where he was, he ſhould inform, that they 
might apprehend him. 

Then Jeſus came fix days before the Paſſover 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was; who had been 
dead, whom he raiſed from the dead, There 
they made a ſupper for him, and Martha waited: 
but Lazarus was one of them that fat at the table 
with him. Then Mary tock a pound of oint- 
ment of ſpikenard, very coſtly, and anointed the 


- feet of Jeſus, and wiped his feet with her hair : 


and the houſe was filled with the odour of the 
ointment. Then faith one of his diſciples, Ju- 
das Iſcariot the ſon of Simon, who was to betray 
him; Why was not this ointment fold for three 
hundred pence, and given to the poor? This he 

6 ſaid, 
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ſaid, not that he cared for the poor, but becauſe 


he was a thief, and had the purſe, and carried 
what was put into it. Then ſaid Jeſus; Let her 
alone: ſhe hath kept this for the day of my 


| burial. For the poor ye have with you always; 


but me ye have not always. 

A great multitude of the Jews therefore, know- 
ing that he was there, came, not for Jeſus ſake 
only, but that they might ſee Lazarus, whom he 
had raiſed from the dead, But the chief-prieſts 
conſulted, that they might put Lazarus to death: 
becauſe that upon his account many of the Jews 
went off, and believed on Jeſus, 

On the next day, many people that were come 
to the feaſt, having heard that Jeſus was coming 
to Jeruſalem, took branches of palm-trees, and 
went out to meet him. And it came to paſs, 
that when he was near Bethphage and Bethany, 
approaching to Jeruſalem, and was come to Beth- 
phage, at the mount called the mount of Olives, 
Jelus ſent two of his diſciples, ſaying to them; 
Go into the village overagainſt you, and as ſoon 
as ye are entered into it ye will preſently find an 
als tied, and with her a colt tied, on which no 
man ever ſat: looſe him, and bring him to me. 
And if any one ſhould ſay any thing to you, or 
aſk you, Why do ye looſe him? Ye ſhall ſay, 
Becauſe the Lord hath occaſion for them : and 
immediately he will fend them. All this was 
done, that it -might be fulfilled what was ſpoken 
by the prophet, ſaying; Tell ye the daughter of 
Sion ; Behold, thy king cometh to thee, meek, 
and fitting upon an aſs, and a colt the foal of an 
als. 5 
And the diſciples that were ſent, went away 
and found, exactly as he had ſaid to them, the 
colt tied at the door, without, in a place where 


two 
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two ways met: and they looſe him. And cer- 


' tain of them that ſtood there, and the owners of 


it, ſaid to them, What are ye doing? Why do 


3 looſe the colt? And they ſaid to them juſt as 


eſus had commanded; The Lord hath occa- 
ſion for him; and they let them go. 

And they brought the aſs and the colt to Je- 
ſus, and put their garments upon the colt, and 
they ſet him thereon, and he fat upon him. And 
as he went a very great multitude ſpread their 
garments in the way; and others cut down 
branches of trees, and ſtrewed them in the way. 
And when he drew near (to Feru/alem) even now 
at the deſcent of the mount of Olives, the whole 
multitude of the diſciples, that went before and 
that followed, began to rejoice, and praiſe God 
with a loud voice, for all the mighty works which 
they had ſeen, ſaying ; Bleſſed be the kingdom 
of our father David; bleſſed be the king, who 
cometh in the name of the Lord ; peace in hea- 
ven, and glory in the higheſt ; Hoſanna, bleſſed 
is the king of Iſrael, who cometh in the name of 
the Lord; Hoſanna, to the ſon of David; ho- 
ſanna in the higheſt. | 

And ſome of the Phariſees among the multi- 
tude ſaid to him; Maſter, rebuke thy diſciples : 
but he anſwering ſaid to them; I tell you, that 


if theſe ſhould be ſilent, the ſtones would cry 


out, 

Now Jeſus, having thus found a young aſs, ſat 
upon him: as it is written; Fear not daughter 
of Sion : behold, thy king cometh, fitting on 
the colt of an aſs. But his diſciples did not at 
firſt underſtand it: however when Jeſus was glo- 
rified, then they remembered that theſe things 
were written concerning him, and that they had 
done theſe things to- him. The people therefore, 

that 
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that were with him when he called Lazarus out 
of the ſepulchre, and raiſed him from the dead, 
bare teſtimony : and for this reaſon the people 
met him; becauſe they had heard of this miracle, 
which he had performed. The Phariſees there- 
fore ſaid among themſelves ; Do not ye perceive 
how ye prevail nothing? Behold, the world 1s 
gone after him. | 

And as he drew near, and ſaw the city, he 
wept over it, ſaying ; If thou hadſt known, even 
thou, at leaſt in this thy day, the things which 
conduce to thy peace] but now they are hid from 
thy eyes. For the days ſhall come upon thee that 
thy enemies ſhall caſt a trench abuut thee, and 
ſhall incloſe thee round, and keep thee in on 
every fide: and ſhall lay thee even with the 
ground, and thy children within thee ; and they 
ſhall not leave in thee one ſtone upon another; 
becauſe thou kneweſt not the time of thy viſita- 
tion. 

And Jeſus entered into Jeruſalem; and when 
he was come there, all the city was moved, ſay- 
ing; Who is this? And the multitude ſaid; 
This is Jeſus the prophet, from Nazareth of 
Galilee. And Jeſus went into the temple, and 
having looked round about all things, and the 
evening being now come, he went out to Bethany 
with the twelve. | 
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S ECT. LXXV. 


The g- tree curſed. The temple purged for 
the . ſecond time. Matt. xxi. 12—22, 
Mark xi. 12—26. Luke xix. 45, 46. 


AN D the next morning, as they were coming 
from Bethany to return into the city, he was 
hungry. And ſeeing a fig-tree by the way at 
ſome diſtance, which had leaves, he went to it, 
if therefore he might find any fruit upon it ; for 
the time of gathering figs was not yet: and when 
he came to it, he found nothing but leaves only. 
And Jeſus anſwering ſaid to it; May no man 
any more eat fruit of thee ; neither let any grow 
upon thee hereafter for ever : and his diſciples 
heard this; and preſently the fig-tree withered 
away. | 
And they came to Jeruſalem: and Jeſus went 
into the temple of God, and began to drive out 
all thoſe who (old and bought in the temple ; and 
overturned the tables of the money-changers, and 
the ſeats of them that ſold doves: and would not 
ſuffer that any one ſhould carry a veſſel through 
the temple. And he taught, ſaying to them; Is 
it not written, My houſe ſhall be called a houſe 
of prayer for all nations? But ye have made it a 
den of thieves, 

And the blind and the lame came to him in 
the temple, and he healed them. And when the 
Chief-Prieſts and Scribes ſaw the wonders that he 
performed, and the children crying out in the 
temple, and ſaying ; Hoſanna to the ſon of Da- 
vid; they were greatly offended ; and faid to 
him; Doſt thou hear what theſe ſay? And * 
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ſaith to them; Vea, have ye never read, Out of 
the mouths of babes and ſucklings thou haſt per- 
fected praiſe? And the Scribes and Phariſees 
heard this, and ſought how they might deſtroy 
him : for they feared him, becauſe all the people 
were ſtruck with his doctrine, 

Now when the evening was come, he went 
out of the city to Bethany, and lodged there. 
And in the morning [4s they returned to Feruſa- 
lem] when they paſied by, they ſaw the fig- tree 
dried up from the very roots: and when the diſ- 
ciples ſaw it, they wondered and ſaid ; How ſoon 
is the fig tree withered away? And Peter callin 
to remembrance faith to him; Rabbi, behold, 
the fig-tree which thou curſedſt | ye/ferday] is 
withered away. And Jeſus anſwering ſaith to 
them; Have faith in God. For verily I ſay to 
you; If ye have faith, and do not doubt, ye ſhall 
not only do the like to this fig- tree; but if ye 
ſhall ſay to this mountain ; Be thou taken up, 
and thrown into the ſea : if he ſhall not doubt in 
his heart, but ſhall believe that thoſe things which 
he ſaith ſhall come to paſs, he ſhall have what- 
ſoever he faith, and it ſhall be done. For I tell 
you, that all things which ye ſhall aſk in prayer, 
believing that ye ſhall receive them, they ſhall be 


granted to you, and ye ſhall receive them. And 


when ye ſtand praying, if ye have a matter againſt 
any one, forgive him: that your Father, who is 
in heaven, may allo forgive you your treſpaſſes. 
But if ye forgive not, neither will your Father, 
who is in heaven, forgive your treſpaſſes. 
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SECT. LXXVI. 


When he was come to Jeruſalem, and was in 
the temple, ſome Greeks deſire to ſee him. 
He preaches to them, and the people : and 
a voice came from heaven, John xi. 


20—50. 
N OW among thoſe who went up to worſhip 
at the feaſt, there were certain Greeks: and 
they came therefore to Philip, who was from 
Bethſaida of Galilee, and entrcated him, ſaying, 
Sir, we deſire to. ſee Jeſus. Philip cometh and 
telleth Andrew : and again, Andrew and Philip 
told Jeſus. And Jeſus anſwered them [ probably 
the Greeks] ſaying ; The hour is come that the 
Son of Man ſhould be glorified. Verily, verily, 
I ſay to you, unleſs a grain of wheat fall into the 
round, and die, it remaineth alone: but if it 
Tie, it bringeth forth much fruit. He that loveth 
his life, ſhall loſe it : and he that hateth his life 
in this world, ſhall preſerve it for life eternal. 
If any one ſerve me, let him follow me: and 
where I am, there alſo ſhall my ſcrvant be. And 
if any one ſhall ſerve me, him will the Father 
honour. | 
Nov is my ſoul troubled : and what ſhall I ſay ? 
Father, ſave me from this hour. No! becauſe 
for this I came to this hour. Father, glorify thy 
name: Then a voice came from heaven, /aying, 
] have both glorified it, and will glorify it again. 
The people therefore who ſtood by and heard it, 
ſaid that it thundered : others ſaid, an angel ſpake 
to him. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid ; This voice 
came not for my fake, but for yours, Now is 
the 
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the judgment of this world; now ſhall the prince 

of this world be caſt out: and when 1 ſhall be 
lifted up from the earth, I wil! draw all men to 
me. (And this he ſaid, figniiying by what % 
of death he ſhould die.) 

The people anſwered him; We have hend 
out of the Jaw, that the Chriſt continueth er 
ever: and why doſt thou ſay, that the Son of 
Man —_ be lifted up? Who is this Son of 
Man? Then Jeſus ſaid to them; Tet for a littie 
while 1 1 ht is with you: walk as long as ye 
have the light , that darkneſs may not come upon 
vou; for he that walketh in the darkneſs, know- 
eth not whither he goeth. While ye have the 
light, believe in the li. ziit, that ye may be the 
children of light. 

Jeſus having ſpoken theſe things, he departed, 
and concealed himſelf from them. 

But though he had performed fo many miracles 
before them, they did not believe on him. S0 
that the word of Iſaiah the prophet was fulfilled, 
which he ſpake; Lord, who hath believed our 
report: and to whom hath the arm of the Lord 
been revealed? For this cauſe they could not be- 
lieve, becauſe Iſaiah ſaid again; He hath blinded 
their eyes, and hardened their hearts, that they 
may not ſee with their eyes, nor underfland with 
their heart, and be converted, and I ſhould heal 
them. Theſe things Ifaiah J when he ſaw 
his glory, and ſpake of him, Nevertheleſs there 
were many alſo of the rulers, who believed on 
him; but they did not confeſs it for fear of the 
Phariſees, leſt they ſhould be put out of the ſy- 


' nagogue : for they loved the praiſe of men more 


than the praiſe of God, 
Jeſus then cried and ſaid; He that believeth 
on me, belleveth not on me nh, but on him 
that 
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that ſent me: and he that ſeeth me, ſeeth him 
that ſent me. I am come a light into the world, 
that every one, who believeth on me, ſhould 
not abide in darkneſs. And if any man heareth 
my words, and believeth not; I do not condenn 
him: becauſe I did not come to condemn -the 
world, but that I might ſave the world. Be 
that rejecteth me, and receiveth not my words, 
hath one that condemneth him : the word which 
J have ſpoken, that ſhall condemn him at the 
laſt day. Fer I have not ſpoken of myſelf : but 
the Father, who ſent me, gave me command- 
ment, what I ſhould ſay, and what I ſhall ſpeak, 
And I know that his commandment is life ever- 
laſting : therefore whatever I ſpeak, even as the 
Father hath ſaid to me, ſo I ſpeak.

Jeſus is queſtioned concerning bis authority, 
The parable of the ſons ſent to the vinz- 
yard: and of the vineyard let out ts huj- 
bandmen : and of the . marriage-ſupper 
again, Matt. Xxi. 23—40. xxii. 1— 
14. Mark xi. 279—33. Xii. I-12. 
Luke xix. 47, 48. xx. 1—19. _ 


AN D he was teaching every day in the tem- 
ple : but the Chief-Prieſts, and the Scribes, 

and the principal people ſought to deſtroy him, 
and could not find what they might do ; for the 
people in general were very attentive to hear him. 
And it came to paſs; that on one of thoſe days, 
when he was come again to Jeruſalem, as he was 
walking in the temple, teaching the people, and 
preaching the goſpel ; the Chief-Prieſts, and the 
6 Scribes, 
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Scribes, with the elders of the people came upon 
him, and ſpake to him, ſaying; Tell us, by 
what authority doeſt thou theſe things? or who 
is he that gave thee this authority to do theſe 
things? And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to them; 
] will alſo aſk you one queſtion : and if you an- 
ſwer me, and tell me this one thing, I will like- 
wiſe tell you by what authority 1 do theſe things. 
The baptiſm of John; whence was it? from 
heaven, or of men? anſwer me. And they rea— 
ſoned among themſelves, ſaying ; If we ſhall ta 
rom heaven; he will ſay to us, why did not ye 
then believe him? But if we ſhall ſay, Of men; 
we are afraid of the people, they will ſtone us, 
for they are all perſuaded, and hold John as a 
prophet. And they anſwered and ſaid to Jeſus ; 
We cannot tell whence it was. And Jeſus an- 
ſwering faid to them ; Neither do I tell you by 
what authority I do thefe things. 

But what do ye think? A certain man had two 
ſons: and he came to the firſt, and ſaid, Son, go 
work to-day in my vineyard. He anſwered and 
ſaid, I will not: but he afterwards repented, and 
went. And he came to the ſecond, and ſaid the 
ſame ; and he anſwered and ſaid, I go Sir; but 
went not. Which of the two did the will of his 
father? They ſay to him, the firſt, Jeſus faith 
unto them, Verily I ſay to you, that the publi- 
cans and the harlots go before you into the king- 
dom of God. For John came to you in the way 
of righteouſneſs, and ye believed him not ; but 


the publicans and the harlots believed him: and 


ye, though ye ſaw tis, repented not afterward, 
that ye might believe him. 

Then he began to ſpeak to the people by para- 
bles, and ſaid, Hear this other parable. There 
was a certain maſter of a family, who planted a 

2 vine- 
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vineyard, and made a hedge round it, and digged 
a wine-fat and prefs in it, and built a tower; 
and let it out to huſbandmen, and travelled into 
a diſtant country for a long time. And at the 
ſeafon when the time of the fruits drew near, he 
ſent his ſervants to the huſbandmen, that the 
might receive from them the fruit of the vineyard, 
And the huſbandmen took his ſervants, and beat 
one, and fent him away empty; and they killed 
another, and ſtoned another. And again he 
ſent to them other ſervants more than the firſt, 
and they treated them in the ſame manner : and 
at one they threw ſtones, and wounded him in 
the head, and ſent him away empty, and ſhame. 
fully abuſed. And again he ſent a third, and 
they wounded him allo, and caſt him out, and 
killed him; and many others, beating ſome, and 
Killing ſome. Then ſaid the lord of the vine- 
yard; What ſhail I do? I will ſend my fon. 
Having yet therefore one ſon, his well-beloved, 
he ſent him alſo laſt of all to them, ſaying, Per- 
haps they will reverence my ſon when they ſee 
him. But when the huſbandmen ſaw the ſon, 
they reaſoned and faid among themſelves ; T his 
is the heir: come, let us kill him, and ſeize on 
his inheritance, that it may be ours. And they 
laid hands on him, and caſt him out of the vine- 
yard, and flew him. 

W hen therefore the lord of the vineyard cometh, 
what will he do to thoſe huſbandmen ? T hey fay 
to him; He will miſerably deſtroy thoſe wicked 
men, and will let out the vineyard to other huſ- 
bandmen, who ſhall render him the fruits in their 
ſeaſons. Feſus ſaid, He will come, and certain 
deſtroy thoſe huſbandmen, and give the vineyard 
to others. Therefore I fay to you, the kingdom 
of God ſhall be taken from you, and given to a 

nation, 
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nation, which ſhall bring forth the fruits of it. 
And when they heard is, they ſaid, God forbid. 
Then Jeſus looked earneſtly at them, and ſaid, 
What then is this that is written? Did ye never 
read this ſcripture? The ſtone, which the builders 
rejected, 1s become the head of the corner : this 
is the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our 
eyes. And whoſoever ſhall fall on this ſtone, 
{hall be broken: but on whomſoever it ſhall fall, 
it will grind him to powder. | 

Now when the Chief-Priefts, and the Scribes, 
and the Phariſees had heard his parables, they 
perceived that he had ſpoken this parable againtt 
them : and they ſought at that time to lay hands 
on him ; but they were afraid of the multitude, 
becauſe they cook him for a prophet, 

And Jeſus anſwered and ſpake to them again 
by parables, ſaying ; The kingdom of heaven is 
like to a certain king, who made a marriage- 
ſupper for his fon : and ſent forth his ſervants to 
cali them who were invited to the wedding ; and 
they would not come. He ſent out other ſer- 
vants again, ſaying, Tell them who are invited ; 
Behold, I have prepared my dinner: my oxen, 
2nd my fatlings are killed, and all things are 


ready; come to the feaſt, But they paid no re- 


gard to it, and went away; one to his field, ano- 
ther to his merchandiſe; and the reſt took his 


ſervants, and injurioufly treated them, and flew- 


them. And when the king heard fit, he was 
enraged : and ſent his armies, and deſtroyed thoſe 
murderers, and burnt their city. Thea he faith 
to his fervants; The dinner is ready, but they 
who were invited were not worthy. Go out 


therefore into the publick ways, and as many as 


ye can find, call to the feaſt. So thoſe ſervants 
going out into the ways, collected together all, 
R 3 as 
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as many as they found, both bad and good : and 
the entertainment was furniſhed with gueſts, 
Now when the king came in, to look at thoſe 
who fat at table, he ſaw there a man who was 
not clothed with a wedding-garment. And he 
faith to him, Friend, how did{t thou come in 
here, not having a wedding-garment? And he 
was ſtruck ſpeechleſs. Then the king ſaid to the 
ſervants; Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and caſt him out to the outward darknels : 
there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of tecth, 
For many are called, but few choſen. 


Then they (the Phariſees) left him, and went 
away, 


SE CT: LXXAY ML 
The lawſulneſs of paying tribute, The Sad- 


ducees confuted. The great commandment 
in the law, Matt. xxii. 15—40., Mark 
X11, 13—34. Luke xx. 20—40, 


T HEN the Phariſces went, and conſulted to- 
gether how they might enſnare him in 15 
diſcourſe: and they watched him, and ſent out 
to him their diſciples, certain of the Phariſees 
with the Herodians, to be ſpies, pretending them- 
ſelves to be righteous; that they might catch 
him in his words, and lay hold of ſome expreſ- 
ſion, for which they might deliver him up to the 
power and authority of the governor, | 
And when they were come, they aſked him, 
ſaying; Maſter, we know that thou art true, 
and ſpeakeſt and teacheſt rightly, neither careſt 
thou for any man: for thou regardeſt and accepteſt 
not the perſon of men, but teacheſt the way of 


God 


SECT. 78. the EVANGELISTS, 187 


God in truth. Tell us therefore, what thinkeſt 
thou? Is it lawful to give tribute to Cæſar, or 
not? Shall we give, or ſhall we not give? But 
Jeſus knowing their hypocriſy, perceived their 
wicked craftineſs, and ſaid to them; Why do ye 
tempt me, ye hypocrites? Shew me the tribute- 
money. And they brought to him a (Rrman) 
penny. And he faith to them; Whoſe is this 
image and ſuperſcription? They ſay to him; 
Cæſar's. Then faith he to them; Render there- 
fore to Cæſar, the things which are Czfar's : 
and to God, the things which are God's. And 
when they heard this, they could not take hold 
of his words before the people : and they were 
ſurpriſed at his anſwer, and were filenced, and 
left him, and went away. 

The ſame day certain of the Sadducees, who 
ſay there is no reſurrection, came to him and 
aſked him, ſaying; Maſter, Moſes ſaid and 
wrote to us; If any man's brother die, having a 
wife, and leaving his wife behind him, and no 
children : that his brother ſhould take and marry 
his wife, and raiſe up ſeed to his brother. Now 
there were with us ſeven brethren : and the firſt 
took a wife, and died without children; and 
having no iſſue, left his wife for his brother, 
And the ſecond took her to wife, and died child- 
leſs : and the third took her, and in like manner 
the ſeven alſo, and they died and left no children, 
Laſt of all the woman alſo died. In the reſur- 
rection therefore, when they ſhall riſe, whoſe 
wife ſhall ſhe be of the ſeven? for all the ſeven 
had her for a wife. 

Teſus anſwered and ſaid to them; Ye do err: 
and do ye not therefore err, becauſe ye know not 
the ſcriptures, nor the power of God? The chil- 
dren of this world marry, and are given in mar- 


riage. 
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riage. But they, who ſhalt be accounted worth 
to obtain that world, and the reſurrection from 
the dead, when they ſhall riſe, neither marry, 
nor are given in marriage: for they are as the 
angels of God in heaven, and equal to them, be- 
ing the children of God, and the children of the 
reſurrection, 

Now concerning the reſurrection, that the dead 
are rgiſed, even Moſes ſhewed at the buſh, when 
he calleth the Lord, the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob. Have 

e not read. in the book of Moſes, how from the 
buſh God ſpake to him, and by him to you, ſay- 
ing ; I am the God of Abraham, and the God 
of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob? Now he is not 
a God of the dead; but the God of the living: 
for all live to him ; and therefore ye do greatly 
err. 0 

And when the multitude heard his, they were 
aſtoniſhed at his doctrine: and ſome of the Scribes 
anſwering ſaid, Maſter, thou haſt ſpoken well. 

And the Phariſees hearing that he had put the 
Sadducees to filence, gathered together: and one 
of them who was a Scribe and a Here, (having 
heard them (Jeſus and the Sadducees) diſputing to- 
gether, and perceiving that he had anſwered them 
well) aſked him a Queſtion to try him, ſaying; 
Maſter, which is the firſt and great command- 
ment of all in the law? And Jeſus anſwered him; 
The firſt of all the commandments , Hear, O 
Iſrael, the Lord our God is one Lord. And 
thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy ſoul, and with all thy 
mind, and with all thy ſtrength. This is the 
firſt and great commandment: and the ſecond is 
like to it, which zs this; Thou ſhalt love thy 
neighbour as thyſelf, There is no other com- 

mandment 
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mandment greater than theſe: and all the law 
and the prophets depend upon theſe two com- 
mandments. And the Scribe faid to him: Very 
well, maſter, thou haſt ſpoken the truth : for 
there is one God, neither is there any other be- 
ſide him. And to love him with all the heart, 
and with all the underſtanding, and with all the 
ſoul, and with all the ſtrength; and to love a 
neighbour as himſelf, is more than all whole 


burnt-offerings and ſacrifices. And when Jeſus 
ſaw that he had anſwered wiſely, he ſaid to him; 


Thou art not far from the kingdom of God, 
And after that, no man durſt aſk him any queſ- 
tion at all, 


ECT. LEXIX. 


Jeſus propoſes a queſtion to the Phariſees con- 
cerning the Meſſiah. Denounces woes 


againſt them a ſecond time. Laments e- 


ruſalem a ſecond time. Commends the li- 
berality of a poor widow. Matt. xxii. 
41—46. xxili. 1—39, Mark xii. 35— 
44. Luke xx. 41—47. xxi. 1—4. 


N OW while Jeſus was teaching in the tem- 
* ple, and the Phariſees were gathered toge- 


ther, he aſked them ſaying ; How ſay the Scribes 
that Chriſt is the ſon of David ? What do ye 


think of the Chriſt? Whoſe ſon is he? They ſay 


to him; The ſon of David. He faith to them; 
How then doth David in ſpirit call him Lord? 
For David himſelf ſaid by the Holy Spirit in the 
book of Pſalms ; The Lord ſaid to my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right-hand, till I make thy — 


: 
/ 
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thy foot-ſtool. If then David call him Lord, 
how is he his ſon ? 

And the great multitude heard him with plea- 
ſure: and no man could anſwer him a word: 
neither did any one dare from that day forward 
to put any more queſtions to him. | 

Then Jeſus ſpoke to the multitude, and to his 
diſciples, ſaying ; The Scribes and Phariſees fit 
in the chair of Moſes: all therefore whatever 
they bid you to obſerve, that obſerve and do; 
but do not ye after their works, becauſe they ſay, 
and do not. For they bind heavy burdens and 
hard to be borne, and lay hem on mens ſhoul— 
ders, but they themſelves will not move them 
with a finger: and they perform all their works, 
that they may be ſeen of men. 

Then he ſaid in his doctrine to his diſciples, 
in the audience of all the people; Beware of the 
Scribes, who deſire to walk in long robes; and 
make broad. their phylaQeries, and enlarge the 
borders. of their garments; and love the chief 
places at feaſts, and the principal ſeats in the ſy- 
nagogues; and ſalutations in the markets, and 
to be called by men. Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not 
ye called Rabbi: for one is your leader, the 
Chriſt; and all ye are brethren. Neither call 
any man upon earth your Father: for one is 
your Father, who is in heaven. Neither be ye 
called Maſters: for one is your Maſter, the 
Chriſt. But the greateſt among you, ſhall be 
your ſervant: and whoever exalteth himſelf, 
ſhall be humbled; and he that humbleth him- 
ſelf, ſhall be exalted. | 

But woe to you, Scribes and Phariſees, hypo- 
crites ; becauſe ye ſhut up the kingdom of heaven 
againſt men: for ye neither go in yourfdlves, 
nor ſuffer thoſe that are coming, to * 

oe 
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Woe to you, Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites ; 
for ye eat up widows houſes, and for a pretence 
make long prayers: therefore ye ſhall receive 
reater damnation. Woe to you, Scribes and 
hariſees, hypocrites; for ye go about the fea 
and the land to make one proſelyte: and when 
it is done, ye make him twofold more the child 
of hell than yourſelves, Woe to you, ye blind 
guides, who ſay; If any one ſwear by the tem- 
ple, it is nothing: but if he {weareth by the 
gold of the temple, he is bound. Ye fools, and 
blind : for which is greater, the gold, or the 
temple which ſanctifieth the gold? And, if any 
one (wear by the altar, it is nothing : but if he 
ſnall ſwear by the gift that is upon it, he is bound. 
Ye fools, and blind : for which is greater, the 
gift, or the War which fanQifieth the gift? 
Therefore he that ſweareth by the altar, ſweareth 
by it, and by all things that are upon it: and he 
that ſweareth by the temple, ſweareth by it, and 
by him who dwelleth in it: and he that ſweareth 
by heaven, ſweareth by the throne of God, and 
by him who fitteth upon it. | 
Woe to you, Scribes and Phariſees, hypo- 
crites ; for ye pay tithe of mint, and aniſe, and 
cummin; and have omitted the weightier matters 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and faith: theſe 
ye ought to have done, and not to have omitted 
thoſe. Ye blind guides, who ſtrain out a gnat, 
and ſwallow a camel. Woe to you, Scribes and 
Phariſees, hypocrites; for ye make clean the 
outſide of the cup and of the diſh : but within 
they are full of rapine and exceſs. Thou blind 
Phariſce, cleanſe firſt the inſide of the cup and 
diſh, that the outſide of them may be alſo clean. 
Woe to you, Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites ;- 
for ye are like to whited ſepulchres, which indeed 


appear 
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appear outwardly beautiful: but within are full 
of dead men's bones, and of all uncleanneſs, 
Even fo ye alſo appear outwardly righteous to 
men ; but within ye are full of hypocriſy and ini- 
quity. Woe to you, Scribes and Phariſees, hy- 
pocrites ; becauſe ye build the tombs of the pro- 
phets, and adorn the ſepulchres of the righteous, 
and ſay; If we had been in the days of our fa- 
thers, we would not have been partakers with 
them in the blood of the prophets. So that ye 
bear witneſs to yourſelves, that ye are the chil- 
dren of them who killed the prophets. Fill ye 
up then the meaſure of your fathers /ins. 

Ye ſerpents, ye generation of vipers; how can 
ye eſcape the damnation of hell? For this cauſe, 
behold, I ſend to you prophets, and wile men, 
and ſcribes: and /ome of them ye will kill, and 
crucify ; and ſome of them ye will ſcourge in your 
ſynagogues, and perſecute from city to city, 

hat upon you may come all the righteous 
blood, ſhed upon the earth; from the blood of 
"righteous Abel, to the blood of Zacharias, the 
ſon of Barachias, whom ye flew between the 
temple and the altar. Verily I fay to you, all 
theſe things ſhall come upon this generation. 

O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem ; thou that killeſt the 
prophets, and ſtoneſt them who are ſent to thee; 
how often would I have gathered thy children 
together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye would not? Behold 

our houſe is left to you deſolate: for I ſay to 
you, Ye ſhall not fee me hereafter, till ye ſhall. 
ſay; Bleſſed is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. | 

And as Jeſus was ſitting over-againſt the trea- 
ſury, he looked up and ſaw how the people caſt 
their money and ther preſents into the treaſury : 
| | | and 
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and many that were rich caſt in much. And 
there came a certain poor widow, and ſhe threw 
in there two mites, which make a farthing. And 
he called his diſcipies to him, and faith to them; 
Vetily 1 ſay to you, that this poor widow ha'h 
caſt in more, than all they that have put into 
the treaſury : for all theſe have given to the of- 
ferings of God out of their abundance ; but ſhe 
out of her poverty hath caſt in all that Che had, 
even all her ſubſtance.

Jeſus leaves the temple never to return any 
more. A ſecond time foretells the deſiruc- 
tion of that and the city, with all the pre- 
vious, concomitant, and ſubſequent circum- 


Rlances of it. Matt. xxiv. 1i—36. Mark 
xili. 1—32, Luke xxi. 5—33. 


AN D Jeſus went out, and departed from the 
temple: and his diſciples came to him to. 
ſhew him the buildings of the temple. And as. 
he was coming out of it, one of his diſciples faith 
to him, Maſter, fee what manner ef ſtones, and 
what buildings are here. And as ſome ſpake of 
the temple, how it was adorned with beautiful 
{tones and gifts, Jeſus anſwering faid; Do not 
ye ſee theſe great buildings? Verily I fay to you, 
the days will come in which, of ail theſe things. 
that ye bchold, there ſhall not be left one ſtone 

upon another, that ſhall not be thrown down. 
And as he fat upon the mount of Olives over- 
againſt the temple, the diſciples, Peter, and 
James, and John, and Andrew, came to him 
pivately, ſaying, Maſter, tell us, when ſhall 
8. theſis 
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theſe things be? and what ſhall be the ſign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the age, when all 
theſe things ſhall be fulfilled ? And Jeſus anſ«er- 
ing them began to ſay; I ake care that ye be not 
deceived by any man: for the time draweth near, 
that many ſhall come in my name, ſaying, I am 
the Chriſt, and ſhall deceive many ; but go ye 
not after them. And when ye ſhall hear of wars, 
and rumou:s of wars, and tumults, ſee that ye 
be not terrified, nor troubled : for all theſe things 
muſt firſt come to pals; but the end is not yet, 
ncither will it be immediately. 

For, he then ſaid to them, nation ſhall riſe againſt 
nation, and king dom againſt kingdom: and there 
ſhall be violent earthquakes in ſe everal places, and 
troubles, and famines, and peſtilences, and ter- 
rible fights, and great fizns from heaven, All 
theſe are only the beginnings of ſorrows. 

But take heed to yourſelves : for before all 
theſe things they ſhall lay their hands on you, 
and perſecute you, and deliver you up to coun- 
cils, and to the ſynagogues, and to priſon, to be 
beaten and afIiCted, and they {hall kill you. And 
ye ſhail be hated by all nations, and ſhall be 
brought before rulers and kings for my name's 
ſake, for a teſtimony againſt them: and it ſhall 
turn to you % for a teſtimony. But the goſpel 
muſt firſt be publiſhed among all nations. And 
when they ſhall lead you, and deliver you up, 
determine in your hearts not to premeditate what 
ye ſhall anſwer, neither take any thought before- 

aid what ye fhall ſpeak: but ſpeak whatever 
ſhall be ſuggeſſed to you at that time, for it is 
not ye that ſpeak, but the Holy Spirit. For 1 
will give you a mouth and wiſdom, which al! 
your adverfaries ſhall not be able to contradict or 


refit. 3 
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And then ſhall many be offended, and ſhall 


betray one another, and ſhall hate one another. 


The brother ſhall betray the brother to death 


and the father the fon : and children fhall riſe up 


aainſt their parents, and ſhall cauſe them to be 
put to death. And ye ſhall be betrayed both by 
parents, and brethren, and Kindred, and friends 
and ſome of you they ſhall cauſe to be put to 
death : and ye ſhall be hated by all men tor my 
name's ſake.” But there ſhall not a hair of your 
head periſh : in your patience poſſeſs ye your fouls, 

And many Falie prophets ſhall rife, and deceive 
many: and becauſe iniquity ſhall abound, the 
love of many will wax cold. But he that ſhall 
endure to the end, the ſame ſhall be ſaved. And 
this goſpel of the kingdom ſhall be preached in all 
the world, for a witneſs to all nations: and then 


mall the end come. 


Now when ye ſhall ſee Jeruſalem encompaſſed 


with armies, and the abomination of deſolation, 


mentioned by Daniel the prophet, ſtanding in 


the Holy Place where it ought not, (Tet him that 
readeth underſtand) then know that the deſola- 


tion of it draweth near. Then Tet them that are 
in Judea flee to the mountains; and Jet them 
that are in the midſt of it, go out; and let not 
them that are in the country enter into it. Let 
him who is on the houſe-top, not go down into 
the houſe, or enter therein to take any thing out 
of his houſe: neither let him that is in the field, 
turn back again to take up his garment. For 
theſe are the days of vengeance, that all things, 
which ate written, may be fulfilled. But woe to 
them that are with child, and to them who give 
ſuck in thoſe days : and pray that you: flight may 
not be in the winter, neither on the Sabbath day, 
For in thoſe days there ſhe!] be great tribulation, 
8 2 and 
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and diſtreſs in the land, and wrath upon this 
people: ſuch as hath not been from the begin- 
ning of the creation, which God created, to this 
time; no, nor ever ſhall be. And they ſhall fall 
by the edge of the ſword, and ſha'] be led away 

captive into all nations: and Jeruſalem {hall be 
trodden down by the Gentiles, till the times of 
the Gentiles ſhall} be accompliſhed. And except 
the Lord had ſhorte ned thoſe days, no fleih ſhould 
be faved : but for the ſake of the elect, whom he 
ha h choſen, thoſe days ſhall be ſhortened, 

And then if any man ſhall ſay to you; Lo, 
here is the Chriſt; or lo, he rs there; believe 
him not. For falſe Chrifts, and falſe prophets 
ſhall riſe, and ſhall ſhew great ſigns and wonders; 

- ſo that, if it were poſſible, they would deceive 
the very elect: but beware, for behold, I have 
foreto'd you all things, If therefore they ſhail 
ſay to you; Behold, he is in the wilderneſs, £9 
not out: behold, he is in the private chamber, 
believe them not. For as the lighining cometh 
out from the eaſt, and ſhineth even to the welt ; 
ſo ſhall alſo the coming of the Son of Man be: 
and wherever the carcaſe is, there will the eagles 
be gathered together, 

+ Moreover, in thoſe days, immediately after 
that tribulation, the ſun hall be darkened, and 
the moon ſhall not give her light, and the ſtars 
of heaven ſnall fall. © And there ſhall be ſions in 
th ſyn, and in the moon, and 1a the ſtars: and 
upon the land, diſtreſs of nations with perplexity; 
the ſea and the waves roaring; and men dying 
away with fear, and in expeQation of thoſe things 
which are coming upon the jand; for the powers 
of heaven ſhall be ſhaken Then ſhall appcat 
tie ſign of the Son of Man in 8 and 
then ſhall all the tribes of the land nioura ; ard 

then 
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then ſhall they ſce the Son of Man coming in the 
clouds of heaven, with power and great glory. 
Then he will ſend his meſſengers with a great 
ſound of a trumpet, and they ſhall gather together 
his elect from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other, even from the uttermoſt part 
of the earth to the uttermoſt part of heaven. 
And when theſe things begin to come to pals, 
then look up, and lift up'your heads: for your 


redemption draweth near, 


And he ſpake to them a parable: Now behold, 
and learn a parable of the fig-tree, and all the 


trees. When the branch is yet tender, and putteth 


forth leaves; ye ſee and know of your own ſelves 
that ſummer is now coming. So likewiſe ye, 
when ye ſhall ſee all theſe things come to pals, 
may know that the kingdom ot God is near, 
even at the doors. Verily I ſay to you; This 
generation thall not paſs away, till all theſe things 
be accompliſhed. Heaven and earth ſhall pals 


away: but my words ſhall not paſs away. But 


of that day, and that hour, no man knoweth; 
no, not the angels who are in heaven; neither 
the Son, but my Father only.

Jeſus having foretold in a ſublime fourative 
ſiyle 4he deſtruftion of the Jewiſh temple, 
city, and pclity, proceeds by a beautiful 
tranſilion to deſcribe the' loft judgment : 
mntroaucing the ſubjeft with ſome parables, 
which are applicable to one or both of thi)? 
great events; as they recommend walct- 
fulneſs and fidelity. Matt. xxiv. 3725. 
XXV. 1-30. Mark xiii. 33—37. Luke 

xi. 34—36. 


BUT as the days of Noah, ſo likewiſe ſhail 
be the coming of the Son of Man. For as 

in the days which were before the flood, they 
were eating and drinking, marrying and giving 
in marriage, till the day in which Noah entered 
into the ark; and knew not, till the flood came, 
and ſwept them all away: fo likewiſe ſmall the 
coming of the Son of Man be. Then ſhall two 
be in the field; the one ſhall be taken, and tlie 
other left: two women ſhall be grinding at a 
mill; the one ſhall be taken, and the other leſt. 
But take heed to yourſelves, left at any time your 
hearts ſhould be overloaded with ſurfeicing, and 
drunkenneis, and worldly cares; and fo that day 
come upon you unexpectedly, For it will come 
as a ſnare uphn all thoſe that dwell upon the face 
of the whole earth, Watch ye therefore, and 
take care, and pray at ail times; that ye may be 
accounted wuithy to eſcape all theſe things that 
are ©! ming to pals, ang w ſtand before the Son 
"of Man: for ye know not when the time is, or 
at 
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at what hour your Lord will come. Rut know 
this, that if the maſter of the houſe had known 


in what watch the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and not ſuitered his houſe to have 


been broken into. Therefore be ye alſo pre- 
pared: for at an hour that ye think not, the Lon 


of Man will come. 


For he 1s like a man, who took a long journey, 


and leaving his houſe gave authority to his ſer— 


vants, and to every man his work, and com- 
manded the porter to watch. Who then is a 
faithful and wile fetvant, whom his lord hath ſet 
over his houſhold, to give them their food in 
proper ſeaſon ? Bleſſed is that ſervant, whom his 


lord, when he cometh, thal! find ſo employed. 


Verily I fay to you, that he will appoint him over 


his whole eſtate. But if that evil ſervant ſhall 
fay in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming ; 


and ſha!l begin to ſmite his fellow-ſervants, and 


to eat and drink with drunkards: the lord of that 


fervant ſhall come in a day when he Jooketh not 
ior him, and at an hour which he knoweth not; 
and ſhall cut him aſunder, and appoint him his 
portion with the hypocrites: there ſhall be weep- 


ing and gnaſhing of teeth, 


Watch ye therefore, for ye know not when 
the maſter of the houſe cometh ; (at even, or at 
midnight, or at cock-crowing,' or in the morn- 
ing) - left coming ſuddenly he ſhould find you 


ſleeping. And what I fay to you, I ſay to all, 
Watch. 


Then ſhall the kingdom of heaven be like to 
ten virgins, Who took their lamps, and went out 
to meet the bridegroom : and five of them were 
wiſe, and five fooliſh. They that were fooliſh, 


took their lamps, but took no oil with them: 
but the wiſe took oil in their veſſels with their 


lamps, 
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lamps. The bridegroom ſtaying long, they all 
Numbered, and ſlept: and at midnight there was 
a great cry; Behold, the bridegroom is coming; 
Go out to meet him. Then all thoſe virgins 
awaked, and trimmed their lamps. And the 
fooliſh ſaid to the wiſe; Give us of your oil, 
for our lamps are gone out. But the wiſe an- 
ſwering ſaid z 2% /2, left there ſhould not be 
enough for us and you: but go ye rather to them 
who ſell, and buy for yourſelves, But as they 
were going to buy, the bridegroom came: and 
they that were prepared, went in with him to 
the marriage-fea/t ; and the door was ſhut. Af- 
terwards came alſo the other virgins, ſaying ; 
Lord, Lord, open to us, But he anſwering ſaid; 
Verily I ſay to you, I know you not. Walch 
therefore, becauſe ye know neither the day, nor 
the hour, in which the Son of Man will come. 
For he is as a man travelling into a diſtant 
country: who called his own ſervants, and de— 
livered to them his ſubſtance. Jo one he gave 
five talents; to another two; and to another 
one; to each according to his particular capacity: 
and preſently took his journey. hen he that 
had received the five talents, went and negotiated 
with it, and made other five talents. In like 
manner alſo he that hd the two, and he gained 
other two. But he that had received the one, 
went and digged in the earth, and kid his lord's 
money. Now after a long time the lord of thoſe 
ſervants returneth, and reckoneth with them. 
And he that had received hve talenis, came to 
him and brought other hve talcnis, ſaye ng; Lord, 
thou deliveredſt to me five talents : behold, I have 
gained to them other five talents. His lord ſaid 
to him; Well done, thou good and faithful ſer— 
vant: thou haſt been faithful in a few things, | 
Wil 
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will place thee over many; enter thou into the joy 
of thy lord. And likewiſe he that had received the 
two talents, came to him and ſaid; Lord, thou 
deliveredit to me two talents; behold; have 
gained to them other two talents, His lord ſaid 
to him; Well done, thou good and faithful ſer— 
vant: thou haſt been faithful in a few things, [ 
will place thee over many; enter thou into the 
joy of thy lord. Then he 1 that had received 
the one talent, came to bim, and ſaid; Lord, I 
xnew thee, that thou art a rigid man, reaping 
v-here thou didſt not ſow; and gathering from 
whence thou hadit not ſcattered : fo that being 
afraid, I went and hid thy talent in the ground; 
jo, thou haſt thy own. And his lord anſwering 
ſaid to him; Thou wicked and flothful ſetvant: 
didit thou know that 1 reap where I did not fow 
and gather from whence I had not ſcattered ? 
Thou oughteſt therefore to have put my money 
t the bankers ; and then at my return | ſhould 
have received my oven with intereſt. Take 
therefore the talent pats him, and give it to him 
who hath ten talents. For to every one that hath 
ſhall be given, and he ſhall have aburdance: but 
from him that hath not, even that which he hath 
ihall be taken away. And caſt ye the v{-leis ſer- 
vant into the outward darkneſs: there ſhall be 
weeping and, gnaſkhing of teeth.

* H EN the Son of Man ſhall come in his 
2Jory, and all the holy angels with bim, 
then ſhall he fit upon the throne of his glory : 
and before him ſhall be gathered together ail na- 
tions. And he {hall fevaratc hem one from ano- 
ther; as a ſhepherd divideth his ſheep from the 
goats: and he will place the ſheep on his right- 
hand, and the goats on the left. Then will the 
King ſay to them on his right hand; Come, ye 
bleſſed of my Father, inherit the kingdom pre- 
pared for you from the foundation of the world : 
for I was hungry, and ye gave me to eat; | was 
thiiſty, and ye gave me to drink; I was a fſtran- 
ger, and ye took me in; naked, and ye clothed 
me; I was fick, and ye viſited me; I was in 
priſon, and ye came to me. Then will the 
righteous anſwer, ſaying; Lord, when did we 
ſce thee hungry, and fed thee? or thirſty, and 
gave thee to drink?

AND. thus Jeſus in the days had been teach- 
ing in th. temple, and when he came away 
he cepoicd himſelf in the nights at the mount 
called the mount f O ives: and all the p: ople 
ſed to come carly in the morning to him into the 
ten ple to hear him. 
Now the feaſt of unleavened bre:d drew near, 
which is called the Paſlover: and it came to paſs, 
that when Jeſus had hniſhed all theſe diſcourſes, 


he ſaid to his diſciples; Ye know that the feaſt. 


of the Paſſover is after two days: and the Son 
of Man is betrayed to be crucified, 

Then the Chiet-prieſts, and the Scribes, and 
the Eldeis of the people, aticmblcd in the palace 
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of the High- Prieſt, who was called Caiaphas ; 
and conſulted how they might apprchend Jau; 
by a ſtratagem, and put bim to death : for they 
ſaid, Not at the feaſt, leſt there ſhould be a tu- 
mult among the people; 3 for they were aft aid of 
the people. 

Now when Jeſus was in Bethany, in the 
houſe of Simon the leper, there came to him a 
woman having an alabaſter box of ointment, of 
very precious ſpikenard: and ſhe opened the box, 
and poured it on his head, as he fat at the tabs, 
And when his diſciples ſaw it, ſome of them had 
indignation within themſelves, ſaying; Io what 
porpore was this walte of the ointment made ? 

or it might have been fold for much, «even jor 
more than three hundred pence z; and have been 
given to the poor: and they murmured again 
her. When Jeſus knew 7, he ſaid to them; 
Suffer her: why do ye give the woman this un- 
eaſineſs? for the hath done a good work to me. 
Ye have indeed the poor always with you, and 
whenever ye will ye may do good to them: but 
me ye have not always. What ſtie had the hath 
done; and is come to pour this ointment on my 
body, that ſhe might anoint it beforehand ready 
for my burial. Verily 1 fay to you; W herever 
this goſpel ſhall be preached through all the word, 
this alſo, which this woman hath done, ſhall be 
mentioned for a memorial of her. 

Then Satan entered into ſudas, ſirnamed Iſca- 
riot, who was of the number of the twelve. And 
going away he conferred with the Chief-Prieſts, 
and Captains, how he mi2ht betray him to them: 
and ſaid to them; What will ye give me, and [ 
will deliver him to you? And when they heard 
this, they were glad, and promiſed to give him 
mgney. And they offered to him thirty pieces of 

ſilver, 
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filver, and he agreed to it: and from that time he 
ſought an oppo: tunity conveniently to betray him 
to them, in the abſence of the multitude,

Jeſus ſends his diſciples to prepare the Paſſ- 


over, Comes to them in the evening, and 
ſpeaks of bis ſuſſerings the eighth time. 
Matt. xxvi. 17—20. Mark xiv. 12— 
17. Luke xxii. 7—16, 


HEN came the firſt day of the feaſt of un- 
leavened bread, in which the Paſſover muſt 
be killed: and he ſent two of his diſciples, Peter 
and John, ſaying; Go and prepare for us the 
Paſſover, that we may eat it. And the diſciples 
came and ſaid to him; Where wilt thou that we 
ſhall go and prepare for thee to eat the Paſſover ? 
And he ſaid to them, Go into the city, and be- 
hold, when you are entered into it, there fhall 
a man meet you, carrying a pitcher of water : 
follow him into the houſe where he entereth. 
And whereſoever he ſhall go in, ye ſhall ſay to 
the owner of the houſe ; The maſter ſaith to thee, 
my time draweth near; I will keep the Paſſover 
at thy houſe: where is the dining-room in which 
I may eat the Paſſover with my "diſciples ? * And 
he ſhall ſhew you a large upper room furniſhed 
and prepared: there make ready for us the Paſſ- 
over. And his diſciples went away and came 
into the city, and found as he had ſaid to them: 
and they did as Jeſus had ordered them, and 
made ready the Paſſover. 
And in the evening he cometh with the twelve: 
and when the hour was come, he fat down, and 
T the 
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the twelve apoſtles with him. But before he be. 
gan the feaſt of the Paſſover, as Jeſus knew that 
the time was drawing near, that he ſhould depart 
out of this world to the Father : having loved his 
own that were in the world, he loved them to 
the end. And he ſaid to them; I have earneſtly 
deſired to eat this Paſſover with you before I ſuf- 
fer: for I ſay to you, I will not eat of it any mote, 
till it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God,

Jeſus waſhes the feet of his Apoſtles, and 
then eats the Paſcha! ſupper, and declares 
who ſhould betray him. Matt. xxvi. 21 
—25. Mark xiv. 18—21. Luke xxii. 
17, 18, 21—23. John xiii. 130. 


'P HEN he took the cup, and pave thanks, 
and ſaid ; Take this, and divide it among 

| yourſelves : for | fay to you I will not drink of 
the fruit of the vine till the kingdom of God ſhall 
come. And (the Paſchal) ſupper being ready (the 
devil having already put into the heart of Judas 
Iſcariot, Simon's ſon, to betray him) Jeſus know- 
ing that the Father had given all things into his 
hands; and that he came from God, and was 
going to God; he riſeth from the ſupper, and 
laid aſide his garments, and taking a towel bound 
it round him After that he poureth water into 
a baſon, and began to waſh the feet of his diſci- 
ples, and to wipe them with the towel with which 
he was girt. Then he cometh to Simon Peter, 
who ſaith to him; Lord, doſt thou waſh my 
feet? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to him; What J 
am doing thou knowelt not at preſent, but after 
5 theſe 
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theſe things thou ſhalt know, Peter ſaith to him; 
Thou ſhalt never waſh my feet. Jeſus anſwered 
him; If I waſh thee not, thou haſt not a portion 
with me. Peter ſaith to him ; Lord, wo/h, not 
my feet only, but alſo my hands and my head. 
Jeſus faith to him; He that hath been waſhed, 
hath no need to waſh any more than his feet, but 
is all clean: and ye are clean, though not all f 
you, For he knew him that was to betray him : 
therefore he ſaid, Ye are not all clean. 

When therefore he had waſhed their feet, and 
taken up his garments, he ſat down again, and 
ſaid to them; Do ye underſtand what I have been 
doing to you? Ye call me, Maſter and Lord: 
e ſay well, for lam /. If therefore I, your 
Lond and Maſter, have waſhed your feet, ye 
ought alſo to waſh one another's feet: for I have 
given you an example, that ye ſhould do, as L 
have done to you. 

Verily, verily I fay to you, the ſervant is not 
greater than his maſter; neither is the apoſtle 
greater than he that ſendeth him. If ye know 
theſe things, and practiſe them, ye are happy. 
I fpeak not of you all; I know whom I have 
choſen : but that the ſcripture may be fulfilled; 
He that eateth bread with me, hath lifted up his 
heel againſt me. I tell you now before it hap- 
pens; that when it is come to paſs, ye may be- 
lieve that Iam he, Verily, verily I ſay to you; 
He that receiveth whomſoever I tend, receiveth 
me: and he that receiveth me, receiveth him that 
ſent me. 

When Jeſus had ſpoken theſe words, he was 
troubled in ſpirit, and teſtified, and ſaid, as they 
ſat and did eat, Verily, verily I ſay to you, that 
one of you, who eateth with me, ſhall betray 
me: and behold, the hand of him that betrayeth 
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me is with me on the table. And truly the Son 
of Man goeth away, as it was determined, and 
is written of him: but woe to that man, by 
whom he is betrayed; it had been good for that 
man, if he h:d not been horn. Then the diſci- 
pies looked at one another, doubting of whom he 
ſpake: and began to enquire among themſelves, 
which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. 
And they were excceding ſorrowful, and began 
every one of them to ſay to him, one by one, 
Lord, is it I? And he anſwered and ſaid ; One 
of the twelve that is dipping his hand with me in 
the diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me. Then Judas, 
who was to betray him, anſwered and faid ; 
Maſter, is it I? He ſaid to him [ ſecretly], Thou 
haſt ſaid. 

Now there was lying before the boſom of Je- 
ſus, one of his diſciples, whom Jeſus loved; Si— 
mon Peter therefore nodded to him, that he ſhou'd 
aſk, who it ſhould be of whom he ſpake.

But no man at the table knew with what intent 
he ſpoke this to him, For ſome thought becauſe 
Judas had the purſe, that Jefus had ſaid to him; 


Buy what we have occaſion for at the feaſt; or 


that he ſhould give ſomething to the poor. He 
then ſoon went away after he had received the 
ſop: and it was nigat when he went out.

Feſus inſtilutes the Lord's Supper : in which 
he foreſhewed his ſufferings the ninth time, 
Matt. xxvi. 26—29. Mark xiv. 22— 
25. Luke xxli. 19, 20. 


18 now having eaten [the Paſchal ſup- 
per], Jeius took bread, and gave thanks, 
and blefled, and brake it; and gave to the diſci- 
ples, and ſaid ; Take, eat; this is my body which 
is given for you : this do in remembrance of me, 
And likewiſe after they had ſupped, he took 
the cup alſo; and having given thanks, he gave 
to them, ſaying; Drink ye all of this: and they 
all drank of it. For he laid to them; This is 
the New Teſtament in my blood, or this is my 
blood of the New Teſtament, which is ſhed lor 
you and for many for the remiſſion of fins. For 
verily I fay to you; that from hencetorth I will 
d:ink no more of this fruit of the vine, till that 
day when I ſhall diink it new with you in the 
kingdom of God my Father,

But it h not be thus with you: for let him that 
is greateſt among you be as the youngeſt ; and he 
that doth govern, as he that doth miniſter, For 
which is the greateſt ; He that ſitteth at table, or 
he that waiteth ?

But I am among you as he that waiteth. Ye 
are they who have continued with me in my 

temptations. And I appoint to you a kipgdom, 
as my Father hath appointed to me: that ye ma} 
cat and drink at my table in my kingdom, and 
it on thrones judging the twelve tribes of Lrael. 

Little children, yet a little while I am with 
you.

Verily, verily, I fay to you; He that believeth 
on me ſtat perform the works that I do; and 
reater works than theſe ſhall he perform; becauſe 
go to my Father. And whatever ye ſhall aſk in 
my name, that I will do, that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son.

He that hath 
my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth me: and he that loveth me, ſhall be 
loved by my Father; and I will love him, and 
manifeſt myſelf to him. 

Judas, not Iſcariot, ſaith to him; Lord, how 
can it be that thou wilt manifeſt thyſelf to us, 
and not to the world? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid 
to him; If a man love me, he will keep my 
words: and my Father will love him, and we 
will come to him, and make our abode with him, 
He that loveth me not, keepeth not my words: 
and the words, which ye hear, are not mine, but 
the Father's who ſent me, 

Theſe things I have ſaid to you, while I con- 
tinue with you. And the Comforter, the Holy 
Spirit, whom the Father will ſend in my name, 
he ſhall teach you all things, and remind you of 
all things that I have ſaid to you. Peace I leave 
with you: my peace I give you: I give you, 
not as the world giveth. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard 


that I ſaid to you; I go away, and come again 


to you. If ye loved me, ye would rejoice be- 
cauſe I ſaid, I go to the Father: for the Father 
is greater than Il am. And now I have told you 
before it is come to paſs; that when it doth come 
to paſs, ye may believe. I fhall not hereafter 
taik much with you: for the prince of this world 
cometh, and hath nothing in me: but that the 
world may know how I love the Father : and as 
the Father hath commanded me, even ſo I do, 
Ariſe, let us go from hence. 

And when they had ſung a hymn, they went 
out according to cuſtom to the mount of Olives: 
and his diſciples alſo followed him. And w_ 
1G 
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he was at the place, he ſaid to them, Pray that 
ye enter not into temptation. And then Jeſus 
faith to them; Ye ſhall all be offended in me 
this night: for it is written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcat- 


tered abroad. But after I am riſen again, I will. 


go before you into Galilee, Peter anſwered and 
ſaid to him; Though all men ſhould be offended 
in thee, I will never be offended. Jeſus ſaith to 
him; Verily, I ſay to thee, that to-day in this 


very night, before the cock crow twice, thou 


ſhalt deny me thrice. But Peter ſpake the more 


vehemently, and ſaid to him; "Though t ſhould 


die with thee, I will not in any wiſe deny thee, 
And all the diſciples ſaid the ſame. 


SE C T. LXXXIX, 


When Jeſus was at the mount of Olives with 


his Apoſiles, knowing that his miniſtry drew 
to an end, he encourages them from their 
union with him, and from his love and 
care of them, John xv. 1-27. 


I Am the true vine, and my Father is the huſ- 

bandman. Every branch in me which beareth 
not fruit, he taketh away: and every one that 
beareth fruit he purgeth, that it mzy produce 
more fruit, Ye are now purged by the word, 
which I have ſpoken to you. Continue in me, 
and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit 
by itſelf, unleſs it continues in the vine: fo nei— 
ther can ye, unleſs ye abide in me. I am the 
vine : ye are the branches. He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the ſame produceth much 


fruit: but ſeparated from me ye can do nothing. 
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If any one abideth not in me, he ſhall be caſt 
away as a branch, and withered : and they gather 
and throw them into the fire, and they are burnt, 
If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
ye ſhall aſk whatever ye will, and it ſhall be done 
for you. By this is my Father glorified, that ye 
bear much fruit: ſo ſhall ye be my diſciples. As 
the Father hath loved me, ſo alſo have ] loved you: 
continue ye in my love. If ye keep my com- 
mandments, ye ſhall continue in my love : even 
as I have kept the commandments of my Father, 
and continue in his love. 

Theſe things I have ſpoken to you, that my 
joy in you may continue, and your joy be com- 
plete. This is my commandment, that ye love 
one another, even as I have loved you. No one 
hath greater love than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye 
do whatever I command you. I call you no 


longer ſervants; becauſe the ſervant knoweth not 


what his lord doth : but I have ſaid ye are friends; 
becauſe all things that I have heard from my Fa- 
ther, I have made known to you. Ye have not 
choſen me : but I have choſen you, and appointed 
you that ye ſhould go out, and produce fruit ; 
and that your fruit ſhould remain; that whatever 
ye ſhall aſk the Father in my name, he may give 


it you. Theſe things I command you, that ye 


love one another. If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me (your chief) before you. If ye 
were of the world, the world would love its own : 
but becauſe ye are not of the world, and I have 
choſen you out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you. Remember the word that I ſaid to 
you The ſervant is not greater than his lord, 

f they have perſecuted me, they will alſo perſe- 
cute you: if they have kept my ſaying, they will 


keep 
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keep yours alſo. But all theſe things they wil! 
do to you for my name's ſake ; becauſe they know 
not him that ſent me. If I had not come and 
ſpoken to them, they had not had fin : but now 
they have no excuſe for their fin, 

He that hateth me, hateth alſo my Father. If 
I had not done among them the works which no 
other man ever did, they had not had ſin: but 
now they have both ſeen and hated both me and 
my Father. But thus zt is, that the word might 
be fulfilled, which is written in their law; They 
have hated me without a cauſe. But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will fend to you 
from the Father, (even the Spirit of Truth, who 
proceedeth from the Father) he ſhall teſtify of 
me: and ye alſo ſhall bear witneſs, becaule ye 
have been with me from the beginning. 


SE CT. XC; 


Jeſus proceeds to forewarn his Apoſtles of their 
dangers and hardſhips: and comforts them 
with promiſes of ſupernatural ſucccur. 
Joha xvi. 1—33. | 


THESE things I have ſpoken to you, that 

ye ſhould not be offended, They ſhall ex- 
pel you from the ſynagogue : moreover the time 
is coming, that every one who killeth you, will 
think he offereth a ſervice to God. And theſe 
things will they do to you, becauſe they have not 
known the Father, nor me. But I have told 
you theſe things, that when the time ſhall come, 
ye may remember that I did te!] you of them. 1 
did not indeed ſpeak to you of theſe things from

And when he is cor ne, ne will convince the world 
of ſin, and of righteouſneſs, and of judgment. 
Of fin, becauſe they believe not on me. Of 
righteouſncls, becauſe I go to my Father, and 
ye ſee me no more. Of judgment, becauſe the 
prince of this world is judged. 

I have many more things to ny to you, but at 
preſent ye cannot bear them. But when the Spi- 
rit of Truth is come, he will guide you into all 
Truth: for he will not ſpeak from hi mſelf ; but 
what he fall have heard, that he will ſpeak ; and 
he will ſhew you things to come. He will glo- 
rify me: for he ſhall receive of mine, and will 
ſhew it to you. All things that the Father hath 
are mine: therefore I ſaid, that he thall receive 
of mine, and will ſhew it to you.

N OW Judas alſo, who was to betray him, 
knew the place: for Jeſus often retired ti i- 
ther with his diſciples, Judas then, having re- 
ceived ſome ſoldiers, and from the Chicf-Prieſts 
and Phariſees ſome officers, cometh thither with 
lanterns, and torches, and weapons. And while 
ſeſus was yet ſpeaking, behold, a great multi— 
tude- with ſwords and ſtaves: and he that was 
ealled Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
them; and drew near to Jeſus to kiſs him. For 
he that betrayed him, had given them a ſign, 
ſaying, Him that I ſhall kiſs is the perſon : ſeizo 
him, hold him faſt, and lead him away ſafely, 
do that coming up, he went directly to him, and 
ſaid, Maſter, hail maſter, and kiſſed him. Aud 
Jeſus ſaid to him, Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? Doſt thou betray the Son of Man with a 
kiſs? 

Jeſus then, knowing all things that ſhould 
come upon him, went forward, and ſaid to them; 
Whom ſeek ye? They anſwered him; Jeſus of 
Nazareth. Jeſus ſaith to them, I am He. And

ſpake might be fulfilled; Of thoſe whom thau 
haſt given me, I have loſt none. Then the ey 
came, and laid their hands on Jeſus, and took 
him, 

Now when they that were with him ſaw how 
It would be, they ſaid to him, Lord, ſhall we 
ſmite with the ſword? And Simon Peter, being 
one of them with Jeſus, having a ſword, ſtretched 
out his hand, and drew it; and [note a ſervant 
of the High-Prieft, and cut of his right car. 
The fervant's name was Malchus. Then Jeſus 
ſaid to Peter; Put up thy ſword again into its 
place the ſcabbard: for all 96 who take the 
word, ſhall periſh with the ſword. Thinks 
thou that I cannot pray now to my Father, and 
he ſhall preſently give me more. than twelve le- 
gions of angels? But how then ſhall the ſerip— 
tures be fulniled, that thus it muſt be? The cup 
which my Father hath given me, fhall I 280 
drink it? And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid; Suffer 
ye thus far: and he touched his ear, and healed 
him. 

Then in that ſame hour Jeſus anſwered and 
ſaid to the Chief-Prieſts, and the captains of the 
temple, and the elders, and the multitudes that 
were come to him; Ate ye come out as azaitat 
a thief, with ſwords and fiaves, to take me? 
When I was caily with you in the temple, ye 
did not ſtretch out your hands againſt me to take 
me: but this 1s yur Nour, and the power cf 
darkneſs: and all this was Cone that the fcrin- 
tures mlb” be full led; for the ſcriptures mutt 
be fulfilled. 

Then the band, and the captain, and the off 
cers of the Jews took jeſus, and bound him: 
and all the diſciples forſook him, and ſled. And 
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a certain young man followed him, having a linen 
cloth wrapt about his naked body; and the young 
men laid hold on him, but he left the linen cloth, 
and fled from them naked. 

Then they led Jeſus away firſt to Annas; ſor 
he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was the 
High Prieſt that ſame year : and Annas fent him 
bound to Caiaphas the High-Prieſt. So that they 
who had apprehended Jetus, took him and led 
him away to the houſe of Caiaphas the High- 
Prieft : where «ll the Chie{-Prciefts, and the El- 
ders, and the Scribes were aſſembled with him, 
Now Cataphas was the perſon, who gave coun» 
ſel to the Jews, that it was beſt that one man 
mould die for the people.

Fer 
though my falſe witneſſes came, and gave falſe 
teſtimony -1inſt him; yet they found none, for 
their evidence did not tally together, At the 
laſt there came two falſe witneſſes, who aroſe, 
and teftihed falſely againſt him; lone) ſaying 3 
This ie ſaid, i am able to deitroy the temple 
of God, and to build it in three days, [77/2 
other] ſaying; We have heard him ſay, I will 
deſtrov this temple, which is made with hands, 
and within three days I will build another made 
without hands. So that neither thus was their 
teſtimony alike, 

Then the High-Prieſt riſing up ſtood in the 
midſt, and ſaid to him; Doft thou anſwer no- 
thing ? What is it which theſe teſtify againſt 
thee? But Jeſus was filent, and anſwered Tot a 
word. And they faid; Art thou th: Chritt ? 
teil us. And he ſaid to them If I tell you, ye 
will not believe me: and if I ſhould alſo put a 
queſtion to you, ye would not an{wer me, nor 
releaſe me. 

Then again the High-Prieſt anſwered and fail 
to him ; I adjure thee by the living God, that 
thou tell us, whether thou be the "Chriſt: art 
thou the Chriſt, the Son of the bleſſed hind 
And Jeſus ſaith to him; Thou haſt ſaid : Jam. 


Moreover I ſay to you; Hereafter ye £: al ſee 


the Son of Man fitting on the right-hand of the 


power of God, and coming in the clouds of hea- 
ven. Then they all ſaid; Art thou then the 
Son of God? And he ſaid to them; Ye ſay that 
I am, Then the High-Prieft rent his clothes, 
ſaying ; 
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ſaying 3 He hath ſpoken blaſphemy : what fur- 
ther need have we of witnefles ? Behold, now 
ye have heard his blaſphemy 3; what think ye? 
They anſwered and ſaid; He is guilty of death. 
What occaſion have we for any more witneſlics ? 
for we ourſelves have heard from his own mouth. 
And they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. 

Then the men that held Jcſus, mocked him; 
and ſome began to ſpit in his face, and to bufict 
him: and others ſmote him. And when they 
had covered his face, and blindfolded him, they 
ſtruck him on the face, and aſked him, ſaying ; 
Propheſy to us, thou Chriſt; who is he that 
ſmote thee? And the ofticers ſmote him with 
rods : and ſaid many other things blaſphemouſly 
againſt him.

AND as ſoon as the morning was come, a. i 
the Chief-Prieſts, and the Scribes, and the 
Elders of the people, and the whole Council, 


having conſulted together againſt Jeſus to put 


him to death, and bound him ; they carried him 
away from Caiaphas, and led him to the hall of 
zudginent, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate 
the Governor. And it was early: and they them- 
ſelyves did not go into the Prætorium, that they 

| might 
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might not be defiled ; but that they might eat the 


Fatiover. 

(When Judas therefore, who. had betrayed 
him, ſaw that he was condemned; he repented 
himleit, and brought back the thirty pieces of 
ſilver to the Chicf-Prieſts and Elders, ſay ing; 1 
have ſinned, I have betrayed innocent blood. 


And they ſaid; What is that to us? look thou 


to that, And he threw down the pieces of filver 
in ihe temple: and went and hanged himſelf. 
And the Chief. Prieſts took the ſilver pieces, 
and (aid ; It is not lawful to put them into the 
treaſury, becauſe it is the price of blood. And 
when they had confuitcd together, they bought 
with them the potter's field, to he a burial-ground 
for {trangers. Wherefore that field was called to 
this day, the field of blood. Then was fulhiiled 
that which was ſpoken by ſeremiah the prophet, 
ſaying; And they took the thirty pieces of ſilver, 
the price of him that was valued, whom they of 
the children of Iſrael did value: and gave them 
for the potter's ficld, as the Lord appointed me.) 
Pilate the:efore came out to them (the Jes) 
and ſaid; What accuſation do ye 25 againſt 
this man? They anſwered and ſaid; If he had 
not been a malefector, we would not have Je- 


livered him to thee. Then Pilate faid to them; 


Take ye him, and judge him: ccolding to your 
law. But the ſews ſaid to him; It is rot lave- 
ful for us to put any man to death: that the fa ye 
ing of Jcivs might be accompliſied, which he 
ſpake, honifying by what death he ſh: ould die. 

Then they be gan to accuſe him, fazitg; We 
found his /el/zw perverting the nation, and for- 
bidding to pay tribute to Cæſar, ſaying, That he 
himſelf is Chriſt, a King.

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Pilate therefore entered again into the judyg- 
ment-hall, and called Jeſus: and when he {toc.d 
before the Governor, Pilate aſked him, ſaying ; 
Art thou the King of the Jews | ? And Te ſus ſaid 
1 him; Thou ayett doit thou ſay this thing 
of thy ſelf, or did others teil it thee of me? Fi i 
laute anſwered; Am I a Jew? Thy own na- 
tion, and the Chief. Prieſts have delivered thee to 
me: what heſt thou done? Jeſus anſwered; My 
kingdom is not of this world: it my kingd n 
had been of this world, my ſervants would have 
trove, that I ſhould not have been delivercd to 
the Jews; but now my Kingdom is not from 
hen e. Then Pilate aid to him; ; Art thou in- 
deed a King? Jeſus anſwered and ſaid to him; 
Thou ſayeſt that Iam a King. For this I was 
born, and for this I am come into the world, 
that I ſhould teſtify of the truth : every one that 
is of the ruth, ncareth my voice, Pilate faith 


to him; What is truths And when he had ſaid 


this, he went out again to the Jews, to the 
Chief-Prieſts and to the people, and faith to them 
I find no fault at all in this man.

Filate makes a ſecond attempt to ſave Jeſus. 
S-uds him to Herod, Then tries a third 
lime to fave him; and offers thrice to re— 
teaſe him taflead of Barabbas : but upon 
the people's refuſal, he at loſt paſſes ſen- 
tence upon Lim, Matt, xxvil. 12—26. 
Mark xv. 39—15. Luke xxiii. 5—25. 
John xvi1i, 39, 40. XiX, 1. 


AN D the Chief-Priefts and the Elders accuſed 


him of many things : but ne anſwered no— 


thing nd Pilate again aſked him, ſaying ; 


Anfwereſt thou nothing? behold, how many 
things they witneſs againſt thee. But Jeſus yet 
anſwered no hing: fo that Pilate wondered 
Creatty. And they were the more fierce, ſay- 
13.73 He ſtüteth vp the people, teaching through 
ri Judca, beginning from Galilee even to this 
Place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he aſked 
if the man was a Galilean: and as ſoon as he 
knew that he was of Herod's juriſdiction, he 
ſent him to Herod, who was in thoſe days at Je- 
tuſalem. Now Herod was very glad when he 
fax Jeſus: for! he had defired of a long time to 
fee him, becauſe he had heard many things con- 
coming bim; and he hoped to fre ſome miracle 
priformed by him. Then he aſked him many 
queſtions, but he anſwered nothing. And the 
Cbief-Prieſts, and the Scribes ſtood and vehe- 
mently accuſed him: and Herod with his ſoldiers 
ſet him at nought, aud mocked him, and arrayed 
bim in a ſplendid robe, and ſent him back to Pi- 

late. 
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late, And the ſame day Herod and Pilate were 
made friends with each other; for before they 
had been at enmity between themſelves, 

Now Pilate calling together the Chief-Prieſts, 
and the Rulers, and the people, faid to them; Ye 
have brought this man to me, as one that per- 
verteth the people: and behold, I having ex- 
amined him before you, find no fault in this man 
in thoſe things, whereof ye accuſe him: no, nor 
yet Herod ; for I fent you to him, and lo, no- 
thing worthy of death is done by him, I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe h'm : ſor of 
neceſſity he mult releaſe one to them at the feaſt, 

Now at that feaſt the Governor had uſed to 
releaſe to the people one priſoner, whomtcever 
they defired. And there was then a notorious 
_ priſoner, named Barabbas, who lay bound with 
them who had made an inſurrection with him, 
and committed murder in the inſurrection. Whea 
therefore the multitude were gathered together, 
they began to cry aloud, and to detie that he 
would do as he had ever done for them. And 
Pilate anſwered them ſaving ; Ye have a cuſtom 
that I ſhould releaſe one to you at the Paſſover: 


whom therefore will ye that I ſhould releaſe to 


you ? Barabbas, or Jeſus, who is called Chriſt ? 


Will ye that I releaſe to you the King of the 


Jews? For he knew that for envy they "had de- 
livered him. 

(When he was fitting upon the bench, his wife 
ſent to him, ſaying; Have thou nothing to do 
with that juſt man: for 1 have ſuffered many 
things this day in a dream concerning him.) 

But the Chief-Prieſts and Elders had perſuaded 
the multitude, and ſtirred up the people, that 
they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, 
And they cried out all * once, ſaying; Not this.

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man, but Barabbas: away with this man, and 


releaſe to us Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a 
robber, who for a certain ſedition made in the 
eitv, and for murder, was caſt into priſon, 

But Pilate willing to releaſe Jeſus ſpake again 
to them, and the Governor anſwered and faid ; 
Which of the two will ye that I ſhould releaſe 
to you? They ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate faith to 
them; What will ye that I ſhall do to Jeſus, 
who is called Chriſt, whom ye call the King of 
the Jews? And they all cried out again, ſaying ; 
Crucify him, crucity him, let him be crucified. 

Then Pilate ſaid to them the third time; Why, 
what evil hath he done? I have found nothing in 
him worthy of death: J will therefore chaſtile 
bim, and releaſe him. But they wers inſtant 
with loud voices, requiring that he might be cru- 
cified ; and they cried out the more exceedingly, 
Crucify him. | | 

When Pilate ſaw that he could not prevail, but 
that rather a tumult aroſe; he took water, and 
waſhed his hands before the multitude, ſaying ; 
] am innocent of the blood of this juſt perſon: 
look ye to it, Then all the people anſwered 
and faid; His blood be upon us, and upon our 
children. 

So the voices of them and of the Chief. Prieſts 
prevailed : and Pilate gave ſentence that it ſhould 
he as they required, Being willing to content 
the people, he releaſed to them Barabbas, who 
for {caution and murder had been put into priſon, 
and whom they demanded. And he took jeſus, 
and when he had ſcourged him, he delivered him 
to their will, that he might be crucified.

I/hen Jeſus had been ſcourged and inſulled, 
Pilate brought him out to the people, and 
makes a fourth attempt to ſave him: and 
after that a fifth, in vain: then gives hiin 
up to be crucified. Matt. xxvii. 27—30, 
Mark xv. 16— 19. John xix. 2—16. 


gh HEN the ſoldiers of the Governor took Je- 
ſus, and led him into the hall, called Præ- 
torium; and gathered to him the whole com- 
pany. And tney itripped him, and put on him 


2 purple or ſcarlet robe: and when they had 


plaited a crown of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a rced in his right-hand. And the; 
bowed the knee before him, and worſhipped him : 
and they mocked him, and they began to ſalur- 
him, ſaying; Hail, King of the Jews. An! 
they ſpit upon him, and took the reed, and ſtruc x 
him on the head, and gave him reps with their 
hands, | 

Pilate therefore went out again, and faith to 
them; Behold, I bring him to you, that ye may 
know I find no fault in him. Then Jeſus came 
forth, wearing the crown cf thorns, and the pur- 
p!e robe: and Pilate faith to them; Behold the 
man. When therefore the Chief. Prieſts and 
OImcers ſaw him, they cried out, ſaying ; Cru— 
cify him, crucify him. Pilate faith to them; Do 
ye take, and crucify him : for I find no fault in 
him. The Jews anſwered him; We have a 
law ; and by that law of ours he ought to die, 
becaule he hath made himſelf the Son of God. 


When 
„ 
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When therefore Pilate heard that ſaying, he 
was the more afraid: and went again into the 
hall, and ſaith to Jeſus; Whence art thou? But 
Jeſus did not give him an anſwer. Pilate then 
ſaith; Doſt thou not ſpeak to me? Knoweſt 
thou not that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwered ; 
Thou couldſt not have any power againſt me, 
unleſs it was given thee from above : therefore 
he that delivered me to thee, hath the greater 
fin, From that time Pilate ſought [again] to 
releaſe him : but the Jews cried out, ſaying; If 
thou diſcharge this man, thou art not a friend to 
Czfar : for every one that maketh himſelf a king, 
ſpeaketh againſt Cæſar. 

Pilate therefore hearing that. ſaying, brought 
Jeſus out, and fat down upon a tribunal in a place 
that is called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. (Now it was the preparation of the 
Paſſover, and about the ſixth (Roman) hour,) 
and he ſaith to the Jews; Behold your King. 
But they cried out; Away with him, away with 
him: crucify him. Pilate faith to them; Shall 
I crucify your King? The Chief-Prieſts anſwer— 
ed, We have no King but Cæſar. Therefore 
Pilate then delivered him to them that he might 
be crucified ; and they took Jeſus, and led him 
away.

Jeſus crucified between two thieves, Vis ac- 
cuſation ſet up, His garments divided by 
lot, Matt. xxvii.

AND when they had mocked him, they took 

oft the purple from him, and put on him 
his own clothes, and led him out to crucify 
him. And carrying his croſs, he went forth to 
a place called e Place of a Skull, but in the He- 
brew named Golgotha. And as they led him 
away, they met with a man, one Simon a Cyre- 
nian, the father of Alexander and Rufus, who 
was paſſing by as he came out of the country: 
and they laid the croſs on him, and forced him 
to carry it after Jeſus. 

And a numerous company of people followed 
him, and of women, who alſo bewailed and la— 
mented him. But Jeſus turning to them {aid ; 
Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourſelves, and for your children, For 
behold, the days are coming, in which they ſhall 
ſay ; Blefled are the barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck, 
'Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, 
Fall on us: and to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do theſe things in the green wood, what 
| ſhall be done in the dry? 

And two other malefactors alſo were led with 
him, to be put to death. And when they were 
come to the place called Golgotha, they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with gall; and TIO 

e 
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he had taſted, he would not drink. They allo 
gave him myrrhed wine to drink, but he did not 
receive it. 

And being come to the place called Calvary, 
there they faitened him to the croſs, one on the 
right-hand, and the other on the left; and jeſus 
in the midſt, And Jeſus ſaid; Father forgive 
them, for they know not what they do. 

And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the 
croſs: and the writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
ARE TH THE KING OF: HE 
JEWS. This title then many of the Jews 
read, for the place, where jeſus was crucifiec, 
was near the city: and it was written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. |< © aict-Priefts there- 
fore ſaid to Pilate, Write not, The King of the 
Jews: but that, He ſaid, I am the King of' the 
Jews. Pilate anſwered; What J have written, 
I have written. | 

Then the ſoldiers, when they had crucified 
Jeſus, took his garments, and made four parts, 
for every ſoldier a part ; caſting lots upon them, 
which each man ſhould take: hey too, his coat 
alſo. But the coat was without ſeam, woven 
from the top through the whole. They there- 
fore ſaid to one another; Let us not rent it, but 
caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſnall be: that the ſerip- 
ture ſpoken by the prophet might be fulfilled, 
which faith ; They parted my garments among 
them, and for my veſture they did caſt lots. 
Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers did. 

And it was the third (Jewiſh) hour, [our nine 
&chck], when they crueified him: and fitting 
down, they watched him there. Now they had 
ſet over his head, his accuſation written, T HIS 
IS JESUS, THE KING OF THE 
JEWS; and the written ſuperſcription of his 


accuſation 
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accuſation was, THE KING OF THE 
IE WS. And the two thieves were crucified 
with him, one on the right-hand, and the other 
on the left: and ihe fcripture was fulfilled, which

N OW they that paſſed by reviled him, wag- 
ging th: ir heads, and faying ; Hahah ! thou 
that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in 
three days, ſave thyſelf: and if thou art the Son 
of God, come down from the crois. The peo- 
ple alſo ſtood looking on; and the Rulers, the 
Chief Prieſts, the Scribes, and the Elders in- 
{ulted him with them, and ſaid; He ſaved others, 
himſelf he cannot fave. If he is the Chriſt, the 
choſen of Gd, let him come down: let the King 
of Iſrael deſcend now from the croſs, that we ma 


ſee, and we wil! believe him. He truſtcd in God, 


let him deliver him now if he will have him: for 
he ſaid, I am the Son.of God. And the ſoldiers, 
coming to him, and offering him vinegar, mocked 
him allo, and ſaid ; If thou art the King of the 
Jews, ſave thyſelf. Now a ſuperſcription was 
written over him in Greek, and Roman, and 


k<brew letters; THIS IS TRE KING 
OF 
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OF THE JEWS. And (ene gf) the thieves, 


who were crucified with him, reproached him : 
for one of the malefactors reviled him, ſaying ; 
If thou art the Chriſt, ſave thyſelf and us. But 
the other anſwering, rebuked him, and faid ; 
Doſt thou not fear God, ſince thou art in the 
ſame condemnation? And we indeed juſtly, for 
we receive the due reward for what we have 
done : but this man hath done nothing wrong, 
And he ſaid to Jeſus; Lord, remember me when 
thou comeſt into thy kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid 
to him; Verily I ſay to thee; This day thou 
ſhalt be with me in paradiſe, 

And it was about the fixth (Jew) hour, 
[twelve o'clock], and from that hour there was 
darkneſs over all the land till the ninth hour : 
and the ſun was darkened, 

Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mother's fifter Mary zhe wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. Therefore 
when Jeſus ſaw his mother, and the diſciple 
whom he loved, ſtanding by; he ſaid to his mo- 
ther; Woman, behold thy fon. Then he ſaith 
to the diſciple; Behold thy mother : and from 
that time that diſciple took her to his own 


Dome. 


And about the ninth hour [rec clock in the 
afternoon], Jeſus cried with a loud voice, ſaying ; 
Eli, Eli, or Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabacthani? Which 
13 being interpreted; My God, my God, why 
haſt thou forſaken me? And ſome of them that 
ſtood by, when they heard im, ſaid; Behold, 
this man calleth Elias. After this, Jeſus know- 
ing that all things were now accompliſhed ;. that 
the ſcripture might be fulfilled, faith; I thiiſt. 
Now there was ſet a veſlel full of vinegar; and 
one of them immediately ran, and took a ſpunge, 
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and filled it with vinegar, and put it on a reed of 
hyſſop, and reached it to his mouth, and gave 
him to drink, and ſaid z; Let him alone; let us 
ſee whether Elias will come to take him down: 
and the reſt ſaid ; Let him alone; let us ſee if 
Elias will come and ſave him. 

When Jeſus therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he ſaid; It is finiſhed: and having cried 
again with a loud and ſtrong voice, he ſaid ; Fa- 
ther, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit. And 
when he had ſpoken theſe words, he bowed his 
head, and reſigned his ſpirit and expired, 


SET. . 


The vail of the temple, the rocks, and ſepul- 
chres rent and opened. The Centurion's 
charafter of him, His fide is pierced, 
Taken down from the croſs, and buried. 
A watch ſet at the ſepulchre. Matt. xxvii. 
51—66, Mark xv. 38—47. Luke xxiii. 
47—36. John xix. 31—42. 


AN D behold, the vail of the temple was rent 
into two in the midſt, from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth ſhook; and the rocks 
were rent ; and the graves were opened. And 
many bodies of ſaints, who flept, aroſe and came 
out of the ſepulchres after his reſurrection: and 

went into the holy city, and appeared to many. 
And when the Centurion, and they that were 
with him watching Jeſus, and ſtanding over- 
againſt him, perceived that he cried out in this 
manner as he reſigned his breath; and ſaw the 
earthquake, and thoſe things that were done; 
the Centurion glorified God, ſaying ; This was 
T indeed 
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indeed a righteous man; ſurely this man was the 
Son of God. And they all were greatly afraid, 
ſaying; Of a truth this was the Son of God! 


and all the people, who were gathered together 


to that ſpectacle, when they had ſeen the things 


which were done, ſmote their breaſts, and re- 
turned. 

And all his acquaintance, and many women, 
who attended Jeſus in Galilee, and followed him 
from thence miniſtring to him, ſtood at ſome diſ- 


tance beholding theſe things. Among theſe was 


D 


Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James 
the Leſs and Joſes, and Salome, the mother of 
Zebedee's children; and many other women who 
came up with him to Jeruſalem. 

The jews therefore, becauſe it was the prepa- 
ration, and that the bodies ſhould not remain up— 
on the croſs on the Sabbath-day (for that was a 
great day of Sabbath) deſired Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken 
away. Then the ſoldiers came, and brake the 
legs of the firſt, and of the other, that were cru- 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, 
and ſaw that he was dead already, they Cid not 
break his legs. However one of the ſoldiers 
pierced his fade with a ſpear, and immediately 
there came out blood and water. 

Now he that ſaw this, hath borne teſtimony, 
and his teſtimony is true : and he knoweth that 
he ſpeaketh truth, that ye might believe. For 
theſe things were done that the ſcripture ſhould 
be fulfilled ; A bone ot him ſhall not be broken: 
and again another {cripture ſaith ; They ſhall look 
on him, whom they have pierced : 

When the even was come (becauſe it was the 
preparation, that is, the day before the Sabbath) 
bchold, there came a rich man of Arimathea, a 


7 | City 
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city of the Jak his name was Joſeph : he was 
an honourable counſellor, and a good man, and 
a juſt, and had not conſented to the counſel and 
act of them; for he himſelf alſo waited for the 
kingdom of God, being a diſciple of Jeſus, but 
ſecretly, for fear of the Jews. This man went 
in boldly to Pilate, and begged the body of Jeſus, 
that he might take it away. But Pilate wondered 
that he ſhould be dead already : and calling the 
Centurion to him, he enquired if he had been 
dead for any time. And when he knew it from 
the Centurion, Pilate gave him leave, and com- 
manded the body to be delivered to Joieph : he 
came therefore and took the body of Jeſus, and 
wrapped it in {ome fine linen that he had bought. 

Then came alſo Nicodemus, (who at firſt came 
to Jeſus by night) and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, we!ghing about a hundred pounds. 
Then they took the body of Jeſus, and bound it 
in linens with the ſpices, as the cuſtom of the 
Jews is to bury. Now in the place where he 
was crucified, there was a garden: and in the 
garden a new ſepulchre hewn out in the rock, in 
which no man had ever yet been laid. There 
therefore they depoſited the body of Jeſus, be- 
cauſe of the preparation of the Jews, and the Sab- 
bath began to appear; for the fepulchre was near. 
And Joſeph, having placed it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn in the rock, rolled a 
great ſtone to the door of the ſepulchre, and 
departed. 

And. Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary the 
mother of Joſes, and the women alſo who came 
with him from Galilee, followed after; and ſitting 
over-againſt the ſepulchre, they faw where and 
how his body was laid. And they returned, and 


M-v prepared 
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prepared {me ſpices and ointments; and reſted 


the Sabbath-day according to the commandment. 

No the next day that followed the prepara- 
tion, the Chief-Prieſts and Phariſees came toge- 
ther to Pilate, ſaying z Sir, we remember that 
this ſame deceiver ſaid, when he was yet alive; 
After three days I will rife again. Command 
therefore that the ſepulchre may be made ſure till 
the third day; leſt his diſciples come in the night, 
and ſteal him away, and ſay to the people; He 
is riſen from the dead: fo the laſt error ſhall be 
worſe than the firſt, Pilate ſaid to them; Ye 
have a guard; go, make it as ſure as you can, 
So they went and ſecured the ſepulchre, ſealing 
the ſtone, and placing a guard, 


SECT. CI. 


The women prepare ſpices, and viſit the ſe- 
pulchre, A great earthquake or ſtorm, 
and an angel removes the ſtone. A viſion 
of angels in the ſepulchre. Matt. xxv'ii, 
1—8, Mark xvi. 1—8, Luke xxiv, 1— 
11. John xx. 1—4. 


OW the Sabbath being paſt, Mary Mag- 

dalene, and Mary the mother of James, and 
Salome, bought more ſweet ſpices, that when 
they came they might anoint him. And in the 
end of the ſabbath, at the dawning towards the 
firſt day of the week, Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary went to view the ſepulchre. 

But behold, 'there was a great earthquake or 
ſtorm : for an angel of the Lord, deſcending from 
heaven, came and rolled away the ſtone from the 
door of the ſepulchre, and ſat upon it, His coun- 

tenance 
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tenance was like lightning, and his raiment white 
as ſnow ; and the guards ſhook for fear of him, 
2nd became like dead man. 

Then upon the firſt 4ay of the week, very early 
in the morning, while it was yet dark and as 
the ſun was rifing, they (the women) and Mary 
Magdalene, and tome others with them, came to 
the ſepulchre, bringing the ſpices, which they 
had prepared. And they ſaid among themſelves; | 
Who ſhall roll away the ſtone for us from the 
door of the ſepulchre? for it was very large. But 
when they looked, they faw that the ſtone was 
rolled away: and they entered in, and found not 
the body of Jeſus. 

Then ſhe ' (Mary Magdalene) runneth and. 
cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other difcipie 
whom Jeſus loved, and faith to them; They 
have taken away the Lord out of the ſepulchre, 
and we know not where they have laid him. 
Peter therefore went out, and that other diſci- 
ple; and they went to the ſepulchre, and ran 
both together. 

And as the women were entering [ age? n] into 
the ſepulchre, they ſaw a young man fitting on 
the right fide, clothed in a long white garment: 
and they were aftiighted; But the angel anſwer- 
ed, and ſaid to the women ; Fear not, de not ter- 
rified; for I know that ye ſeek Jeſus of Nazareth, 
who was crucihed, He is not here: for he * 
riſen, as he ſaid he would, Come ſee, behold the 
place where they laid him, 

And they entered in, and found not the body 
of Jeſus. And it came to pals, that as they were 
perplexed about it, behold two men ſtood by them 
in ſhining garments. And being afraid they 
bowed their faces towards the earth, and they 
ſaid to them; Why do ye ſeek the living among 

3 the 
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the dead? He is not here, but is riſen : remem— 
ber how he ſpake to you when he was yet in Ga- 
lilee, ſaying ; The Son of Man muſt be delivered 
into the hands of ſinful men, and be crucihed, 
and riſe again the third day. And go quickly, 
and tell his diſciples and Peter, that he is rifen 
from the dead : and behold, he goeth before you 
into Galilee, there ſhall ye ſee him, as he ſaid to 
ous lo T have told you. And then they remem- 

red his words: and they departed quickly and 
fled from the ſepulchre, with fear and great joy, 
for they trembled and were amazed. Neither 
did they ſay any thing to any man, for they were 
afraid : and they ran to bring his diſciples word, 
and told all theſe things to the eleven. It was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the niather of James, 
and other women with them, who told theic 
things to the Apoſtles: but their words ſeemed 


to them as idle tales, and they did not believe 
them, 
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e. Ein. 
Peter and John viſit the ſepulchre, Mary 


Magdalene follows, and ſees a viſion of 
angels, and then Jeſus himſelf. Jeſus ap- 
pears to the other women as they were go- 
ing again. The guards inform the pricſts 
of what had happened, Peter runs te the 
ſepulchre a ſecond lime, and probably in his 
return ſees the Lord, Matt. xxviii. 9 
15, Mark xvi. 9—11. Luke xxiv. 12, 
John xx. 4—18. 


HE other diſciple did out-run Peter, and 
came firſt to the ſepulchre: and flonping 
down to 1% in, he ſaw the linens lying; but did 
not go in. Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the ſepulchre: and ſeeth the 
linens lying, and the napkin that was about his 
head; not lying with the other linens, but wrapped 
up in a place by itſelf. Then allo went in that 
other diſciple, who came fiſt to the ſepulchre, 
and he ſaw and believed [what the women had 
ſaid]. For as yet they knew not the ſcriptures, 
that he muſt riſe again from the dead. Then the 

diſciples went away again to their own home, 
But Mary ſtood without at the ſepulchre weep- 
ing: and as ſhe wept ſhe ſtooped down 0 lieh in- 
to the ſepulchre. And ſhe ſeeth two angels in 
white ſitting, the one at the head, and the other 
at the feet, where the body of Jeſus had lain. 
And they ſay to her; Woman, why doſt thou 
weep? She ſaith to them; Becauſe they have 
taken away my Lord; and I know not where 
they 


P 
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they have laid him. And when ſhe had thus 
ſaid, ſhe turned herſelf back, and ſaw Jeſus ſtand— 
ing: but knew not that it was Jeſus, Jeſus ſaith 
to her; Woman, why doſt thou weep? and 
whom doſt tho': ſeek ? She, thinking that he was 
the gardener, ſaith to him; Sir, if thou haſt car- 
112d him away, tell me where thou haſt laid him, 
and I will remove him. Jeſus ſaith to her; 
Mary. She, turning herſelf, faith to him, Rab- 
boni, which is to ſay, Maſter. Jeſus ſaith to 
her; Touch me not; for I am not yet aſcended 
to my Father. But go to my brethren, and tel! 
them; 1 aſcend to my Father, and your Father, 
and my God, and your God. Thus Jeſus, hav- 
ing riſen carly on the firſt day of the week, ap- 
peared firſt to Mary Magdalene, out of whom he 
had caſt feven devils. 

Now eas they [the ther women] were going to 
tell his diſciples [Peter and Jahn], behold, Jeſus 
met them and ſaid; All hail. And they came, 
and held him by the feet, and worſhipped him. 
"Then faid Jeſus to them; Be nor afraid : go 
away, tell my brethren that they ſhould depart 
into Galilee, and there they ſhall ſee me. 

But while they were going, behold, ſome of 
the guard came into the city, and told the Chief- 
Prieſts all the things that were done. And when 
they were aſſembled with the Elders, and had 
taken counſel together, they gave much money 
to the ſoldiers, and bid them ſay, that his diſci- 
ples came in the night, and ſtole him away, 
while we were aſleep. And if the Governor 
ſhould hear of this, we will perſuade him, and 
make you ſafe. So they took the money, and 
did as they were taught. And this ſaying is com- 
monly reported among the Jews to this day. 
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Mary Magdalene came (ft), and told the 
diſciples, and them that had been with him, as 
they mourned and wept, that ſhe had ſeen the 
Lord, and that he had ſpoken theſe things to her. 
And they, when they heard that he was alive, 
and had been ſeen of her, believed not. But Pe- 
ter aroſe, and ran (again) to the ſepulchre: and 
ſtooping down he ſaw the linens lying by them- 
ſelves; and he departed, wondering in himſelf at 
that which was come to pals, 


SE CF. e. 


Jeſus appears to two diſciples in going to Em- 
mans: and before they came back had ap- 
peared to Peter. Mark xvi. 12, 13. 
Luke xxiv. 13—25, 


N OW after theſe things, he appeared in ano- 


ther form to two of them, as they walked, 


and were going into the country. And they 
wont and told it to the reſt: but they did not all 
Believe them. For lo, two of them went that 
ame day to a village called Emmaus, which is 
about ſixty furlongs from Jeruſalem. And they 
talked together of all theſe things which had hap- 
pened. And ſo it was that while they were dif- 
courſing and reaſoning, Jeſus himſelf came up, 
and went with them. But their eyes were 
holden, that they ſhould not know him. And 
he ſaid to them; What are theſe diſcourſes in 
which ye confer with each other, az ye walk, 


and look ſo forroviful? And one of them, whoſe 


name was Cleophas, anſwering faid; Doſt thou 
lone dwell in Jeruſalem, and haſt not knoan 
the things which are come to paſs there in theſe 

days; 
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days? And he ſaid to them; V nat things? And 
they ſaid to him; Thoſe conceruing Jeſus of Na- 
zureth, a man who was a prophet, powerful in 
works and words before God, and all the peo- 
ple: and how the Chief-Prieſts and our Rulers 
delivered him to a judgment of death, and have 
crucified him. But we hoped that it was he, 


who would have redeemed Ifrael : and beſtdes all. 


this, to-day is the third day fince theſe things 
were done, 


Some of our women have indeed ſurprized us: 
who, being early at the fepulchre, and not find- 


ing his body, came and faid, that they had ſeen 


a viſion of angels, who declared him to be alive: 
and ſome of them that were with us went to the 
ſepulchre, and found juſt as the women had ſaid; 
but they did not fee him. 

Then he ſaid to them; O thoughtleſs! and 
flow in heart to believe all that the prophets have 
ſpoken! Was it not neceſſary for the Chriſt eo 
ſuffer theſe things, and to enter into his glory ? 
Then beginning from Moſes, and all the pro- 
phets, he expounded to them in all the ſcriptures, 
the things which related to himſelf. 

And they came near to the village whither 
they were going : and he ſeemed as if he was to 
go further, But they preſſed him, ſaying ; Re- 
main with us: for it is towards evening, and the 
day is declining : and he went in to ſtay with 
them. And it came to paſs, as he fat down with 
them at the table, he took the bread, and bleſſed, 
and brake, and gave it to them. And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him; and he diſ- 
appeared from them, 

Then they ſaid one to another; Did not our 
hearts burn within us, as he talked with us by 


the way, and as he opened to us the ſcriptures ? 


And 
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And they toſe up the ſame hour, and returned to 
Terufalem, and found the eleven gathered toge- 
ther, and thoſe that were with them, who ſaid 
to them; The Lord is rilen indeed, and hath 
appeared to Simon. 


SEO. EV. 


Jaſas appears to his diſciples the evening after 
his reſurrettion : and again upon that day 
ſennight; and reproves Thomas for his 
infidelity. Mark xvi. 14. Luke xxiv. 
36—43. John xx. 19—29. 


N OW while they were thus ſpeaking, Jeſus 

himſelf ſtood among them For on the 
evening of that ſame day, being the frſt day of 
the week, when the doors were ſhut, where the 
diſciples were aſſembled, for fear of the Jews, 
Jeſus came, and ſtood in the midſt, and faith to 
them ; Peace be to you. But they, being terri- 
fed and aftrighted, imagined that they ſaw a ſpi- 
rit. And he ſaid to them; Why are ye diſturbed, 
and why do doubts ariſe in your hearts? Behold 
my hands and my feet, that it is I myſelf : handle 
me and look; for a ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, 
as ye ſee me have. And when he had faid this, 
he ſhewed them his hands, and his feet, and his 
fide, 

The diſciples therefore were glad when they 
ſaw the Lord : and while they believed not yet 
for joy, and were amazed, he faith to them ; 
Have ye any meat? And they gave him part of a 
broiled fiſn, and ſome honey- comb: and he took 
and did eat before them. 


Then 
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Then Jeſus ſaid to them again; Peace be to 
you : as the Father hath ſent me, even ſo I ſer 
you. And when he had ſaid this, he bieathed 
on them, and faith to them; Receive ye the Holy 
Spirit, Whoſeſvever fins ye remit, they ate re- 
mitted to them: whoſeloever fins ye retain, they 
are retained, 

But Thomas, called Didymus, one of the 
twelve, was not with them when Jeſus came: 
the other diſciples therefore ſaid to him; We have 
ſeen the Lord. But he ſaid to them; Unlets I 
ſhall ſee in his hands the print of the nails, and 
put my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thruſt my hand into his fide, I will not believe, 

Afterwards he ( Fe/us) appeared to the eleven 
as they ſat at meat, and upbraided them with their 
unbelief and hardneſs of heart, becauſe they had 
not believed them, who had ſeen him after he was 
tiſen. For after eight days the diſciples were 
again within, and I homas was with them: then 
Jeſus came, and ſtood in the mid{t, and ſaid; 
Peace be to you. Then he faith to Thomas; 
Reach hither thy finger, and look at my hands; 
and bring thy hand, and thruſt it into my fide : 
and be not faithleſs, but believing. And Tho— 
mas anſwered, and ſaid to him; My Lord, and 
my God. Jeſus ſaith to him; Thomas, thou 
haſt believed, becauſe thou haſt ſeen me: bleſſed 
are they who believe, though they have not ſeen 
me. 


S ECT. 
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SEC: CV. 


Jeſus appears again at the ſea of Tiberias. 
Forewarns Peter of what he ſhould ſuffer. 
Shews himſelf to them at a mountain in 
Galilee ;,, probably to the five hundred men- 
tioned, 1 Cor. xv. 6, Matt. xxviii. 16, 
17. John xxi. 1—24. 


FTER theſe things Jeſus ſhewed himſelf 
again to the diſciples at the ſea of Tiberias : 
and in this manner he appeared, Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael of 
Cana in Galilee, and the ſons of Zebedee, and 
two other of his diſciples were together. Simon 
Peter ſaith to them; I am going to fiſh : and 
they ſay to him; We allo go with thee. They 
went out, and entered dircclly into the {hip : 
and that night they caught nothing. And now 
when the morning was come, Jeſus ſtood on the 
More: but the diwiples knew not that it was Je- 
tus. Then jeſus faith to them; Children, have 
any meat? They anſwered him, No. And 
> ſaith to them; Caſt the net on the right ſide 
the ſhip, and ye ſhall find. ney caſt there- 
fore, and were not able to draw it now for the 
multitude of ſiſhes. 

Therefore that diſciple whom Jeſus loved, ſaith 
to Peter; It is the Lord. Now when Simon Pe- 
ter heard that it was the Lord, he girded on his 
upper garment (for he had ſtripped) and threw 
himielf into the fea, And the other diſciples 
came in a little veſſel dragging the net with the 
aihes: for they were not far from land, but 
about two hundred cubits. And as ſoon as they 
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came to the land, they ſaw there a fire of coals, 
and fiſh laid upon it, and bread. Jeſus faith to 
them; Bring of the fiſhes which ye have now 
catched. Simon Peter went up, and diew the 
net to land, full of great fithes, a hundred and 
fifty-three: and though there were ſo many, yet 
the net was not torn. Jeſus ſaith to them; Come, 
and dine. But none of the diſciples durſt alk 
him; Who art thou? knowing that He was the 
Lord. Jeſus then cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and alſo the fiſh, 

This is now the third time, that Jeſus ſhewed 
Hhimſcif to [e company o/ ] his diſcipies, after that 
he%had rijen from the dead, 

When therefore they had dined, Jeſus ſaith to 
Simon beter; Simon, ſun of Jonas, doſt thou 
ve me more than theſe? He ſaith to him; Yea, 
Lord; thou knoweſt that I love thee. He ſaith 
to him; Feed my lambs. He ſaith to him a; gain 
the f ſecond time; Simon Vn of Jones, doſt thou 

love me? Fe faith to him; Yea, Lord; thou 
knoweſ? that I love thee. He faith to him; Feed 
my ſheep. He ſaith to him the third time; Si- 
mon % of Jonas, doſt thou love me? Peter was 

rrieved becauſe he ſaid to him the third time; 
Don thou love me? and he faid to him; 1 
thou knoweſt all things; thou knoweſt that I love 
thee, Jeſus ſaith to him; Feed my ſheep, Ve- 
rily, verily I ſay to thee, when thou waſt young, 
thou did{t gird thyfclf, and walk where thou hadſt 
a mind: but when thou ſhalt be old, thou ſhalt 
ſtretch out thy hands, and anotker ſhall gird and 
carry thee, where thou would{t not. He ſaid 
this to ſignify by what death he ſhould plority 
Cod : and when he had ſpoken this, he ſaid to 
him; Fo low me, | 
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But Peter turning about, ſaw the diſciple whom 
Jeſus loved following : the ſame who leaned back 
at the ſupper up to his breaſt, and ſaid; Lord, 
who is he that ſhal] betray thee ? Peter ſeeing 
him, faith to Jelus; Lord, and what all be— 
come of this man? Jeſus faith to him; If I will 
that he ſhould continue till I come, what is that 
to thee? do thou follow me. Therefore this ſay- 
ing went out among the brethren, that this dif- 
ciple ſhould not die. Though Jeſus did not ſay 
to him; He ſhall not die: but; If I will that 
Fe mould continue till I come, what is that to 
thee? This is the diſciple, who teſtifieth con- 
cerning theſe things, and who wrote them: and 
we know that his teſtimony i is true. 

Then the cleven diſciples went away into Ga- 
lilee to a mountain, where Jeſus had appointed 


them: and when they ſaw him, they worſhipped 
him, though ſome doubted,

Feſus gives directions and promiſes to his 
Apoſtles : and then aſcends inte heaven. 
Matt. xxviii. 18—20, Mark xvi. 15— 
20, Luke xxiv. 44—53. John xx. 30, 
Jl. xxi. 25. Acts i. 1-12. 


* E former treatiſe I have made, O Theo- 

philus, of all that Jeſus began to do and 
teach, till the day in which he was taken up; 
after he had through the Holy Spirit given com- 
mandments to the Apoſtles whom he had choſen. 
To whom he ſhewed himſelf alive after his paſ- 
lon, by many N prooſs; being ſeen by 


them 
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them for forty days, and declaring the things con- 
cerning the kingdom of God. 

And he ſaid to them; Theſe are the words 
which I ſpake to you, while I was yet with you 
that all things muſt be fulfilled, which are wiit— 
ten in the Law of Moſes, and in the Prophets, 
and in the Pſalms concerning me. Then he 
opened their underſtanding, that they might un- 
derſtand the ſcriptures. And he faid to them; 
Thus it is written, and thus it behoved Chriſt to 
ſufter, and to riſe from the dead the third day; 
and that repentance and remiſſion of fins ſhould 
be preached in his name among all nations, be- 


ginning at Jeruſalem; and ye are witneſles of 


theſe things. And behold, I ſend the promiſe of 
my Father upon you : but remain in the city of 
Jeruſalem, and wait for the promiſe of the Fa- 
ther which ye have heard from me; and do not 
depart from thence, till ye be endued with power 
from on high. For John indeed baptized with 
water: but ye ſhall be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit, not many days hence. 

And he led them out as far as to Bethany: and 
when they were come together, they aſked him, 
ſay ing; Wilt thou at this time reſtore again the 
kingdom to Iſrael? And he ſaid to them; It i 
not for you to know the times or the ſeaſonss 
which the Father hath put in his own power, 
But ye ſhall receive power when the Holy Spirit. 
is come upon you: and ye ſhall be witneſſes for 
me, both in Jeruſalem, and in all Judea and Sa— 
maria, and to the furtheſt parts of the earth. 
And he ſpake to them ſaving; All power is 

given to me in heaven and in earth. Go ye 
therefore into all the world, and teach all na- 
tions, and preach the goſpel to every creature : 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and 
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of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit; teaching 
them to obſerve all things whatſoever I have 
commanded vou. He that believeth and is bap- 
tized, ſhall be ſaved : but he that believeth not 
{hall be condemned. - And lo, I am with you al- 
way even to the end of ihe works. Amen, 

And theſe miracles {hall accompany them that 
believe: in my name they ſhall caſt out devils ;. 
they ſhall ſpe ak with new tongues z. they ſhall 
take up 2 its; and if they drink any deadly 
liquor, it fhal not hurt them; they ſhall lay 
their hands on the fick. and they ſhall recover. 

And when he had ſpoken theſe words, he lifted 
vp his hands, and bleſted them. And it came 
to paſs, while he was bleliing them, and they 
were looking on hun, he was ſe narated from them, 
and taken up: and a cloud received him out of 
their fight ; and he was- carried up, and received 
no heaven, and fat on the 1ight-hand of God. 

And when they were locking: itedfiſtly up to- 
wards heaven, as * went up; behold, two men 
Rood | by them in white apparcl : and they ſaid ; 

te men of Galilee, why do ye ſtand gazing to- 
wards heaven? This ſame Jeſus, who is taken 
up from you into heaven, ſhall fo come in like 
manner, as ye have feen him g into heaven. 

nen- they worſhipped him, and returned to 
Jeruſalem with great joy from the mount called 
ivet, which is near to {eruſalem a Sabbath- 
day's journey. And they were continually in 
the temple, praiſing and blefling God. And. 
they went out after the feaſt of Pentecaſi] and 
preached every where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the doctrine by miracles 
that attended them. Amen. 

Now there are indeed many other miracles, 
which Jeſus performed in the preſence of his

diſciples, which are not written in this book: 
for if all the things which Jeſus did, were writ- 
ten every one, I ſuppoſe that the world itſelf 
would not contain the books that ſhould be writ- 
ten. But theſe are written, that ye may believe 
that Jeſus is the Chriſt, the Son of God : and. 
that believing ye may have life through his 
name, Amen, 
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
